On  January  28th,  1902,  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  of  New  York,  created  a  Trust  Fund 
consisting  of  ten  millions  of  registered  five  per  cent  bonds  of  tiie  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  an  Institution  in  Washington  as  follows:  — 

The  Institution  to  co-operate  with  institutions  now  established  or  hereafter  established, 
there  or  elsewhere,  to  encourage  investigation,  research,  and  discovery,  in  the  broadest  and 
most  liberal  manner  —  show  the  application  of  knowledge  to  the  improvement  of  mankind, 
provide  such  buildings,  laboratories,  books  and  apparatus  as  may  be  needed ;  and  afford 
instruction   of  an  advanced  character  to  students  properly  qualified  to  profit  thereby. 

Among  its  aims  are  these  : 

1.  To  promote  original  research,  paying  great  attention  thereto  as  one  of  the  most 
important  of  all  departments. 

2.  To  discover  the  exceptional  man  in  every  department  of  study  whenever  and 
wherever  found,  inside  or  outside  of  schools,  and  enable  him  to  make  the  work  for  which 
he  seems  specially  designed  his  life  work. 

3.  To  increase  facilities  for  higher  education. 

4.  To  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  universities  and  other  institutions  of  learning 
throughout  the  country,  by  utilizing  and  adding  to  their  existing  facilities  and  aiding 
teachers  in  the  various  institutions  for  experimental  and  other  work,  in  these  institutions 
as  far  as  advisable. 

5.  To  enable  such  students  as  may  find  Washington  the  best  point  for  their  special 
studies  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  the  museums,  libraries,  laboratories,  observatory, 
meterological,  piscicultural,  and  forestry  schools,  and  kindred  institutions  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  Government. 

6.  To  ensure  the  prompt  publication  and  distribution  of  the  results  of  scientific 
investigation,  a  field  considered  highly  important. 

If  in  any  year  the  full  income  of  the  Trust  cannot  be  usefully  expended  or  devoted  to 
the  purposes  herein  enumerated,  the  committee  may  pay  such  sums  as  they  think  fit  into  a 
Reserve  Fund,  to  be  ultimately  applied  to  those  purposes,  or  to  the  construction  of  such 
buildings  as  it  may  be  found  necessaiy  to  erect  in  Washington. 

The  specific  objects  named  are  considered  most  important  in  our  day,  but  the  Trustees 
shall  have  full  power,  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  their  number,  to  modify  the  conditions 
and  regulations  under  which  the  funds  may  be  dispensed,  so  as  to  secure  that  these  shall 
always  be  applied  in  the  manner  best  adapted  to  the  changed  conditions  of  the  time ;  pro- 
vided always  that  any  modifications  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  of  the  donor, 
as  expressed  in  the  Trust,  and  that  the  Revenues  be  applied  to  objects  kindred  to  those 
named, —  the  chief  purpose  of  the  Founder  being  to  secure  if  possible  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  leadership  in  the  domain  of  discovery  and  the  utilization  of  new  forces 
for  the  benefit  of  man. 

As  a  convenient  summary  of  the  plans  and  methods  thus  far  agreed  upon,  the  follow- 
ing minute  was  approved  by  Daniel  C.  Oilman,  President,  Nov.  25,  1902. 

The  methods  of  administration  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  thus  far  developed  are 
general  rather  than  specific. 
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The  encouragement  of  any  branch  of  science  comes  within  the  possible  scope  of  this 
foundation,  but,  as  the  fund,  munificent  as  it  is,  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  requests  for  aid 
already  presented,  not  to  mention  others  which  are  foreseen  though  not  yet  formulated^ 
attention  has  been  concentrated  upon  a  selection  of  those  objects  which,  at  this  time  and 
in  our  country,  seem  to  require  immediate  assistance. 

Efforts  have  been  and  will  be  made  to  secure  co-operation  with  other  agencies  estab- 
lished for  the  advancement  of  knowledge,  while  care  will  be  exercised  to  refrain  from 
interference  or  rivalry  with  them.  Accordingly,  ground  already  occupied  will  be  avoided.. 
For  example,  if  medical  research  is  provided  for  by  other  agencies,  as  it  appears  to  be, 
the  Carnegie  Institution  will  not  enter  that  field.  Systematic  education,  abundantly  pro- 
vided for  in  this  country  by  universities,  colleges,  professional  schools,  and  schools  of 
technology,  will  not  be  undertaken.  Nor  will  the  assistance  of  meritorious  students  in 
the  early  stages  of  their  studies  come  within  the  scope  of  this  foundation.  Sites  or 
buildings  for  other  institutions  will  not  be  provided. 

Specific  grants  have  been  and  will  be  made,  for  definite  purposes,  to  individual  investi- 
gators, young  or  old,  of  marked  ability,  and  for  assistance,  books,  instruments,  apparatus, 
and  materials.  It  is  understood  that  such  purchases  are  the  property  of  the  Carnegie 
Institution  and  subject  to  its  control.  The  persons  thus  aided  will  be  expected  to  report 
upon  the  methods  followed  and  the  results  obtained.  In  the  publication  of  results  it  is- 
expected  that  the  writer  will  say  that  he  was  aided  by  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Wash- 
ington, unless  it  be  requested  that  this  fact  be  not  made  known. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  Founder's  instructions  in  respect  to  bringing  to  Washington 
highly  qualified  persons  who  wish  to  profit  by  the  opportunities  for  observation  and  re- 
search afforded  by  the  various  scientific  bureaus  of  the  United  States  Government,  a 
certain  sum  is  sec  apart  for  this  purpose. 

In  addition,  the  Carnegie  Institution  will  appoint  from  time  to  time  a  number  of 
persons  to  be  known  as  Research  Assistants,  who  may  or  may  not  reside  in  Washington, 
and  who  shall  undertake  to  carry  on  such  special  investigations  as  may  be  entrusted  to 
them  by  the  Institution.  The  appointments  will  be  made  for  a  year,  and  may  be  renewed 
in  any  case  where  it  seems  desirable.  Permission  may  be  given  to  go  abroad,  if  special 
advantages  not  accessible  in  this  country  can  thus  be  secured. 

Publication  is  regarded  by  the  P'ounder  as  of  special  importance.  Accordingly,  appro- 
priations will  be  made  for  this  purpose,  especially  for  the  printing  of  papers  of  acknowl- 
edged importance,  so  abstruse,  so  extended,  or  so  costly  that  without  the  aid  of  this  fund 
they  may  not  see  the  light. 

With  respect  to  certain  large  undertakings  involving  much  expense,  which  have  been 
or  may  be  suggested,  careful  preliminary  inquiries  have  been  and  will  be  made. 

In  order  to  secure  the  counsel  of  experts  in  various  departments  of  knowledge, 
special  advisers  have  been  and  will  be  invited  from  time  to  time  for  consultation.  Valuable 
suggestions  and  counsel  have  already  been  received  from  such  advisers.

A  more  recent  grant  was  the  sum  of  $10,000  annually  for  three  years  for  the  purpose 
of  publishing  the  htdex  Medicus,  that  the  demand  for  this  publication  may  be  determined. 
It  will  be  edited  by  Dr.  Robert  Fletcher  and  Dr.  Fielding  H.  Garrison,  and  begins  with 
January,  1903. 

United  States  Navy  Medical  Service. 

The  medical  corps  of  the  Navy  to-day  consists  of  the  following  numbers  and  grades  : 
•one  surgeon-general  with  the  rank  of  admiral  (equivalent  to  the  rank  of  brigadier-general 
in  the  army) ;  fifteen  medical  directors  with  the  rank  of  captain  (equivalent  to  the  rank 
of  colonel  in  the  army)  ;  fifteen  medical  inspectors  with  the  rank  of  commander  (equiva- 
lent to  the  rank  of  major  in  the  army)  ;  twenty-three  passed  assistant  surgeons  with  the 
Tank  of  lieutenant  (equivalent  to  rank  of  captain  in  the  army)  ;  fifty-six  assistant  surgeons 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade  (equivalent  to  rank  of  first  lieutenant  in  the 
army). 

The  Fifty-seventh  Congress  provided  for  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  mem- 
bers to  the  medical  corps  of  the  Navy,  twenty-five  to  be  appointed  each  year  for  six  years- 
This  in  addition  to  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  retirement  of  ten  men  each  year,  makes 
thirty-five  to  be  appointed  annually.  The  appointments  are  made  in  the  grade  of  assist- 
ant surgeon,  and  are  within  the  reach  of  well-equipped  physicians  between  the  ages  of 
twenty-one  and  thirty. 

Examinations  are  held  at  Washington  and  at  Mare  Island,  Cal.,  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners being  in  constant  session. 

Application  can  be  made  at  any  time  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  permission  to 
take  the  examination;  political  influence  is  not  required. 

The  first  assignment  to  duty  is  usually  to  one  of  the  fourteen  Naval  hospitals.  The 
appointee  is  usually  sent  soon  after  his  appointment  to  the  Navy  Medical  School  in 
Washington,  and  is  then  assigned  to  sea  duty. 

The  pay  of  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Navy  is  $1,000  a  year,  when  on  "leave  or 
"waiting  orders,"  $1,400  "on  shore  duty,"  $1,700  "  when  at  sea,"  and  when  at  sea  an  allow- 
ance of  one  ration  of  thirty  cents  a  day,  and  eight  cents  a  mile  when  traveling  under 
orders. 

ORDER    OF    EXAMINATION. 

The  physical  examination  will  be  very  thorough  and  the  candidate  will  be  required  to 
certify,  under  oath,  that  he  is  free  from  any  mental,  physical  or  constitutional  defects,  he- 
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reditary  taints,  or  disability  of  any  kind  that  would  be  liable  to  interfere  in  any  way  with 
the  efficient  performance  of  his  duties. 

Oral  examination  includes  general  history,  natural  science,  botany,  geology,  zoology, 
and  English  literature ;  and  professionally,  anatomy,  histology,  physiology,  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  medicine,  principles  and  practice  of  surgery,  chemistry,  legal  medicine,  toxicology, 
materia  medica,  *-herapeutics,  pharmacy,  obstetrics,  diseases  of  women  and  children,  hy- 
giene, microscopy,  and  physics. 

Candidates  who  possess  special  knowledge  of  the  higher  mathematics,  astronomy,  lit- 
erature, art,  and  ancient  and  modern  languages,  will  be  given  full  credit  for  their  profi- 
ciency. 

Written  Examination  —  A  letter  stating  the  date  and  place  of  birth  ;  the  school,  insti- 
tution, or  college  where  he  received  his  education  ;  the  several  branches  studied,  including 
his  knowledge  of  ancient  and  modern  languages ;  the  names  of  the  medical  school  or 
schools  at  which  he  received  his  education,  and  the  date  of  his  graduation,  the  name  and 
place  of  residence  of  his  instructor  and  the  time  that  he  commenced  the  study  of  medi- 
cine;  also  the  title  of  text-books  read  or  studied  on  the  subjects  pertaining  to  his 
professional  education. 

The  opportunities  he  has  had  of  engaging  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  and 
obstetrics,  or  of  receiving  clinical  instruction  or  whether  he  has  or  has  not  been  a  resident 
physician  in  a  civil  or  military  hospital. 

The  number  of  subjects  or  parts  of  subjects  that  he  has  dissected  ;  what  opportunity 
he  has  had  to  become  familiar  with  minor  surgery  and  bandaging,  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical manipulations,  and  the  physical  properties  of  drugs. 

The  candidate  is  required  to  append  to  the  letter  the  full  name,  P.  O.  address, 
and  his  local  address  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

A  thesis  or  short  essay  must  be  written  without  reference  to  books  or  notes  upon 
some  professional  subject  indicated  by  the  Board. 

A  written  examination  will  be  given  on  the  professional  subjects  as  in  the  oral 
examination. 

The  clinical  examination  of  patients  will  be  made  by  the  candidate  at  one  of  the 
Naval  hospitals,  and  will  include  the  use  of  the  microscope,  thermometer,  laryngoscope, 
opthalmoscope,  and  other  aids  to  diagnosis ;  after  which  he  will  be  required  to  submit  a 
written  clinical  report  on  one  or  more  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

The  practical  examination  will  comprise  surgical  operations  on  the  cadaver,  the  appli- 
cation of  splints,  bandages,  and  surgical  dressings,  the  use  of  the  microscope  for  the  iden- 
tification of  pathological  or  other  specimens  and  clinical  examinations,  and  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  manipulations. 

The  examination  covers  a  period  of  about  one  week  unless  interrupted.  A  candidate 
may  \vithdraw  at  any  time  during  the  examination  with  the  consent  of  the  examiners, 
and  one  who  is  not  successful  may  be  re-examined  within  a  year. 

Appointments  are  made  as  vacancies  occur ;  if  not  made  within  a  year  the  applicant 
must  be  again  examined.  At  present  there  is  a  demand  for  candidates  as  there  are  at 
present  about  fifty-six  vacancies  as  assistant  surgeons. 


Army  Medical  Museum. 
Seventh  and  B  Streets,  Washington,  D.  C. 

This  museum  possesses  one  of  the  finest  and  most  complete  collections  of  patho- 
logical and  illustrative  specimens  in  the  world.  It  is  particularly  complete  in  its  collection 
of  specimens  illustrating  the  results  of  gunshot  wounds. 

A  large  portion  of  the  specimens  were  collected  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
since  then,  the  collection  has  been  increased  by  contributions  from  all  over  the  world. 
There  were  35,516  specimens  in  the  museum  June  30,  1902. 

Visitors  are  admitted  week  days  from  9  to  5. 


Army  Medical  School. 

The  School  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  to  approved  candidates 
for  admission  to  the  medical  corps  of  the  army  in  their  duties  as  medical  officers. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  for  five  months  and  is  given  at  the  Army  Medical  Museum 
in  Washington,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  November.  The  fifth  session  of  the 
school  was  completed  April  2,  1902.     The  hours  of  instruction  were   daily,  except  Satur- 
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days,  Sundays,  and  holidays,  from  9  to  12  A.  M.,  and  i  to  4  p.  M.  On  Saturdays  from  9  to 
12,  instruction  in  first  aid,  hospital  corps  drill,  and  equitation  at  Washington  Barracks,  and 
clinical  surgery  at  the  general  hospital. 

Faciiltv :  Col.  William  H.  Forwood,  president;  Col.  Charles  Smart,  professor  of 
military  hygiene  and  director  of  the  chemical  laboratory  ;  Col.  Calvin  DeWitt,  professor 
of  military  medicine;  Lieut.  Col.  J.  Van  R.  Hoff,  lecturer  on  duties  of  medical  officers  in 
war  and  peace;  Major  Walter  Reed,  director  of  the  pathological  laboratory;  Major  L.  A. 
LaGarde,  lecturer  on  gunshot  injuries  and  clinical  optometry;  Maj.  William  C.  Borden, 
professor  of  military  surgery  and  demonstrator  in  operations  on  the  cadaver  and  surgical 
clinics;  Capt.  E.  P.  Reynolds,  instructor  in  hospital-corps  drill  and  first  aid ;  Capt.  E.  L. 
Munson,  assistant  to  the  professor  in  hygiene.

Robert  Fletcher,  F.  R.  C.  S.,  assistant  librarian,  on  "The  Great  Library  of  the  Surgeon- 
General's  Office  and  its  Uses." 


Museum  of  Hygiene,  United  States  Navy. 

Eighteenth  and  D  Street,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Organized  under  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  U.  S.  N.,  and  recognized  by 
act  of  Congress,  June  30,  18S3. 

The  collection  illustrates  the  entire  range  of  sanitary  science.  There  is  a  library  of 
sanitary  science  for  reference  work,  and  courses  of  lectures  by  authoritative  sanitarians 
from  all  sections  of  the  country. 

It  is  intended  that  it  shall  illustrate  the  present  state  and  progress  of  the  nation  in  all 
departments  of  Hygiene. 

Contributions  of  articles,  appliances,  models,  drawings,  etc.,  illustrating  improvements 
in  food,  water  supply,  bedding,  clothing,  marine  architecture,  house  and  hospital  con- 
struction of  furniture;  apparatus  for  heating,  illuminating,  ventilating,  and  the  removal  of 
excreta  and  refuse ;  culinary,  laundry,  and  bath  facilities;  appliances  for  physical  culture 
and  exercise,  and  whatever  else  tends  to  the  preservation  of  health  and  the  prevention  of 
disease  are  solicited. 

The  library  has  more  than  six  thousand  bound  volumes  of  foreign  and  domestic 
works  of  reference,  etc.,  and  is  being  constantly  enlarged.  It  is  intended  to  make  this  one 
of  the  most  complete  departments  of  the  Museum.

CIRCULAR   OF   INFORMATION   FOR   CANDIDATES    SEEKING   APPOINTMENT   IN   THE    MEDICAL   CORPS 

OF   THE   UNITED    STATES   ARMY. 

The  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army  consists  of  a  Surgeon-General  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier- 
General,  six  Assistant  Surgeons-General  with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  ten  Deputy  Surgeons-General 
with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  fifty  Surgeons  with  the  rank  of  Major,  and  one  hundred 
and  ten  Assistant  Surgeons  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  mounted,  for  the  first  five  years, 
and  the  rank  of  Captain  mounted,  thereafter,  until  promoted  to  Major.  Promotion  through  the 
intermediate  grades  of  rank  from  that  of  Captain  to  that  of  Colonel  is  by  seniority,  but  there  is 
an  examination  for  the  rank  of  Captain  and  another  for  that  of  Major,  to  ascertain  the  fitness 
of  the  officer  for  promotion.  Advancement  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Colonel  takes  place 
without  further  examination.  The  Surgeon-General  is  selected  by  the  President  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Corps.     All  vacancies  are  filled  by  appointment  to  the  junior  grade. 

PAY   AND    EMOLUMENTS. 

To  each  rank  is  attached  a  fixed  annual  salary,  which  is  received  in  monthly  payments, 
and  this  is  increased  by  ten  per  cent  for  each  period  of  five  years'  service  until  a  maximum  of 
forty  per  cent  is  reached.  An  Assistant  Surgeon  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  mounted, 
receives  $1,600  per  annum,  or  $133.33  monthly.  At  the  end  of  five  years  he  is  promoted  to 
Captain,  and  receives  $2,000  a  year,  which,  with  the  increase  of  ten  per  cent  for  five  years'  ser- 
vice, is  $2,200,  or  $183.33  per  month.     After  ten  years'  service  he  receives  $2,400,  after  fifteen 
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years  ^2,600,  and  if  he  remains  a  Captain  after  twenty  years,  ^2,800  per  year.  The  pay  attached 
to  the  rank  of  Major  is  $2,500  a  year,  which  with  ten  per  cent  added  for  each  five  years'  service, 
becomes  $3,250  after  fifteen  years,  and  $3,500  after  twenty  years.  The  monthly  pay  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel,  Colonel,  and  Brigadier-General  is  $333.33,  $375,  and  $458.33  respectively. 
Officers  in  addition  to  their  pay  proper  are  furnished  with  a  liberal  allowance  of  quarters 
according  to  rank,  either  in  kind,  or  where  no  suitable  government  building  is  available,  by 
commutation.  When  travelling  on  duty  an  officer  receives  four  cents  per  mile  and  reinburse- 
ment  of  money  actually  expended  for  railroad  or  other  fares.  On  change  of  station,  he  is 
entitled  to  transportation  for  professional  books  and  papers  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  bag- 
gage at  government  expense.  Mounted  officers,  including  all  officers  of  the  Medical  Corps,  are 
provided  with  forage,  stabling,  and  transportation  for  horses  owned  and  actually  kept  by  them, 
not  exceeding  two  for  all  ranks  below  a  Brigadier.  Groceries  and  other  articles  may  be  pur- 
chased from  the  Commissary  and  fuel  from  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at  about  wholesale 
cost  price.  Books  and  instruments  are  supplied  in  abundance  for  the  use  of  medical  officers  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

DUTIES   AND    PRIVILEGES. 

A  medical  officer,  after  completing  the  course  of  instruction  at  the  Army  Medical  School, 
will  be  assigned  for  some  months  as  junior  at  a  large  military  post  before  he  is  thrown  upon 
his  own  responsibility.  His  stations  after  that  are  likely  to  alternate  between  the  frontier  and 
more  desirable  points,  a  tour  of  duty  being  usually  four  years  at  one  place. 

Leave  of  absence  on  full  pay  is  allowed  at  the  rate  of  one  month  per  year,  and  this  when 
not  taken  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum  of  four  months,  which  at  the  end  of  four  years  is  then 
available  as  one  continuous  leave.  Beyond  this  an  officer  may  still  be  absent  with  permission 
on  half  pay.     Absence  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  involves  no  loss  of  pay. 

Medical  officers  are  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  retirement  at  any  time  for  disability  in- 
curred in  the  line  of  duty,  or  after  forty  years'  service.  On  attaining  the  age  of  sixty-four  they 
are  placed  upon  the  retired  list  by  virtue  of  law.  Retired  officers  receive  three-fourths  of  their 
pay  proper  at  the  time  of  retirement. 

EXAMINATION   AND   APPOINTMENT. 

Appointments  to  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army  are  made  by  the  President  after  the 
.applicant  has  passed  a  successful  examination  before  the  Army  Medical  Examining  Board  and 
has  been  recommended  by  the  Surgeon-General.  Due  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  is 
usually  published  in  the  Medical  Journals.  The  date  of  meeting  is  about  April  and  October. 
Permission  to  appear  before  the  Board  is  obtained  by  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  which 
must  be  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  applicant,  giving  the  date  and  place  of  his  birth  and  the 
place  and  State  of  which  he  is  a  permanent  resident,  and  enclosing  certificates  based  on  per- 
sonal acquaintance  from  at  least  two  reputable  persons  as  to  his  citizenship,  character  and 
habits.  The  candidate  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  between  twenty-two  and  twenty- 
eight  years  old,  of  sound  health  and  good  character,  and  a  graduate  of  some  regular  medical 
college,  in  evidence  of  which  his  diploma  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  scope  of  the 
examination  will  include  the  morals,  habits,  physical  and  mental  qualifications  of  the  candidate, 
and  his  general  aptitude  for  service;  and  the  Board  will  report  unfavorably  should  it  have  a 
reasonable  doubt  of  his  efficiency  in  any  of  these  particulars. 

The  physical  examination  comes  first  in  order,  and  must  be  thorough.  Each  candidate 
will  in  addition  be  required  to  certify  "  that  he  labors  under  no  mental  or  physical  infirmity  or 
■disability  which  can  interfere  with  the  efficient  discharge  of  any  duty  which  may  be  required." 
Errors  of  refraction,  when  not  excessive,  and  not  accompanied  by  occular  disease,  and  when 
■correctible  by  appropriate  glasses,  are  not  causes  for  rejection. 

The  mental  examinations  are  conducted  by  both  written  and  oral  questions,  upon  — 

1.  Elementary  branches  of  common-school  education,  including  arithmetic,  the  history 
.and  geography  of  the  United  States,  physics,  and  upon  general  literature  and  ancient  and 
.modern  history.  Candidates  claiming  especial  knowledge  of  the  higher  mathematics,  ancient 
or  modern  languages,  drawing,  analytical  chemistry,  or  branches  of  natural  science,  will  be 
examined  in  those  subjects  as  accomplishments,  and  will  receive  due  credit  therefor  according 
to  their  proficiency. 

2.  Professional  branches,  including  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  physics,  hygiene, 
pathology  and  bacteriology,  therapeutics  and  materia  medica,  surgery,  practice  of  medicine, 
•obstetrics,  and  the  diseases  of  women  and  children. 

Examinations  at  the  bedside  will  also  be  conducted  in  clinical  medicine  and  surgery,  and 
operations  and  demonstrations  upon  the  cadaver. 

Hospital  training  and  practical  experience  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  obstet- 
rics are  of  great  importance  to  candidates  seeking  admission  to  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army, 
:and  they  will  be  fully  appreciated  and  duly  credited  to  those  who  have  had  such  advantages. 
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The  Board  has  discretion  to  deviate  from  this  general  plan  of  examination  in  such  manner 
as  it  deems  best  when  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  service. 

To  save  unnecessary  expense  to  candidates,  those  who  desire  it  may  have  a  preliminary 
physical  examination  and  a  mental  examination  in  the  "  elementary  branches  of  a  common- 
school  education,"  by  a  medical  officer  of  the  army  stationed  most  conveniently  for  this  pur- 
pose, who  will  act  under  instructions  from  the  Medical  Examining  liJoard. 

The  merits  of  the  candidates  in  each  of  the  several  branches,  and  also  their  relative  merit 
as  evinced  by  the  results  obtained  from  the  entire  examination,  will  be  reported  by  the  Board, 
and  in  accordance  with  this  report  approved  candidates  will  be  appointed  to  existing  vacancies 
or  to  such  as  may  occur  within  two  years  thereafter.  An  applicant  failing  in  one  examination 
may  be  allowed  a  second  after  one  year,  but  not  a  third.  No  concession  will  be  made  for  the 
expenses  of  persons  undergoing  examination,  but  those  who  receive  appointments  will  be  en- 
titled to  travel  allowances  in  obeying  the  first  order  assigning  them  to  duty. 


Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Walter  Wyman,  M.  D.,  Supervising  Surgeon-General,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the  United  States,  which  furnishes  medical  and  surgical 
relief  to  the  sick  and  disabled  seamen  of  the  American  mercantile  marine,  was  established  by 
Act  of  Congress,  July  i6,  1798,  and  reorganized  by  Acts  of  Congress,  June  29,  1870,  and  March 
3,  1875.  T^^'^  service  is  under  the  charge  of  a  Supervising  Surgeon-General,  who  is  appointed 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Senate,  and  who  is  charged  by  law,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the  supervision  of  all  matters  connected  with 
the  Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the  United  States,  and  with  the  disbursement  of  the  fund. 

Relief  is  furnished  to  seaman  at  nearly  one  hundred  ports  of  the  ocean,  gulf,  and  inland 
waters,  either  in  hospitals  established  and  maintained  by  the  government  exclusively  for  seamen, 
•or  in  private  or  municipal  institutions,  with  which  arrangements  are  made  from  time  to  time. 
During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  50,671  patients  received  relief  from  the  service,  of  whom 
14,587  were  treated  in  the  hospitals,  and  36,084  at  the  dispensaries.  During  the  fiscal  year 
■ending  June  30,  1900,  there  were  treated  in  the  Marine  Hospital  at  the  port  of  Boston,  Mass., 
890  patients,  and  at  the  out-patient  department  in  the  Custom  House  1,379  cases,  making  a 
■total  of  2,270  cases. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  service  are  met  by  the  receipts  from  the  tax  on  tonnage  on 
vessels  entering  the  ports  of  the  United  States;  and  the  buildings  and  equipments  are  furnished 
out  of  the  annual  appropriations  for  public  buildings.  A  sick  or  disabled  seaman,  to  obtain 
relief,  must  apply  to  a  medical  officer  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  or  where  there  is  no  such 
officer  at  the  port,  to  a  United  States  collector  of  customs,  and  must  furnish  evidence  that  he 
has  been  actually  employed  as  an  American  seaman.  Relief  is  not  furnished  to  indigent  sea- 
men, not  sick  or  disabled,  or  to  seamen  who  have  abandoned  their  vocation  for  any  other 
employment. 

In  addition  to  its  work  of  extending  relief  to  the  seamen  of  the  merchant-marine  and 
allied  services,  the  Marine  Hospital  Bureau  supervises  the  national  quarantines  under  the  Act 
■of  Aug.  I,  1888,  and  in  time  of  epidemics  takes  charge  of  the  measures  employed  for  the  re- 
striction and  suppression  of  the  disease,  under  the  Act  of  March  28,  1890.  The  permanent 
•quarantine  stations  are  at  Delaware  Breakwater,  Del.;  Cape  Charles,  Va. ;  Sapelo  Sound,  Ga.; 
Dry  Tortugas,  Fla.;  North  Chandeleur  Island,  Miss.;  San  Diego,  Cal.;  San  Francisco,  Cal, ; 
and  Port  Townsend,  Wash.  The  stations  are  under  the  control  of  medical  officers  of  the  ser- 
vice, who  board  and  inspect  all  incoming  vessels  from  foreign  ports,  and  subject  those  from 
infected  and  suspected  ports  to  thorough  disinfection  and  detention  in  quarantine  for  the 
required  period  of  time. 

Physical  examinations  of  applicants  for  enlistment  into  the  Revenue-Marine  and  Life- 
Saving  services,  and  of  pilots  for  color-blind  men,  are  conducted  by  the  officers  of  the  corps. 

The  Medical  Corps  consists  of  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General,  Surgeons,  Passed  Assist- 
ant Surgeons,  and  Assistant  Surgeons.  Appointments  to  the  service  are  made,  after  examination 
"by  a  board  of  surgeons,  to  the  grade  of  Assistant  Surgeon.  The  service  makes  use  of  the  nomen- 
clature of  diseases  adopted  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  and  of  the  decimal 
(metric)  system  for  all  weights  and  measures.     A  report  of  its  transactions  is  issued  annually. 

The  district  of  the  North  Atlantic  embraces  the  following-named  relief  stations;  namely:

Burlington, -Vt.;  Castine,  Me.;  Eastport,  Me.;  Edgartown,  Mass.;  Ellsworth,  Me.;  Fall  River, 
Mass.;  Gloucester,  Mass,;  Kennebunk,  Me.;  Machias,  Me.;  Marblehead,  Mass.;  Nantucket, 
Mass.;   New  Bedford,  Mass.;   Newburyport,  Mass.;   Newport,  R.  I.;   Plattsburg,  N.  Y.;   Ply- 
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mouth,  Mass.;  Portland,  Me.;  Portsmouth,  N.  H.;  Providence,  R.  I.;  Rockland,  Me.;  Saco, 
Me.;    Salem,  Mass.;    Vineyard  Haven,  Mass.;    Waldoboro,  Me,;    Wiscasset,  Me. 

The  district  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  includes  Bridgeport,  Conn.;  Hartford,  Conn.;  Middle- 
town,  Conn.;   New  Haven,  Conn.;   New  London,  Conn.,  and  Stonington,  Conn. 

All  relief  stations  where  the  service  is  under  the  charge  of  a  medical  officer  of  the  Marine 
Hospital  Service  are  known  as  relief  stations  of  Class  i.  Relief  stations  where  specific  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  sick  or  disabled  seamen  at  rates  fixed  by 
the  Treasury  Department,  but  where  collectors  of  customs,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a 
medical  officer  of  the  service,  are  authorized  and  required  to  issue  permits,  and  to  supervise  the 
relief  furnished,  are  known  as  relief  stations  of  Class  2.  All  other  ports  where  there  are  officers 
of  the  customs  revenue,  but  where,  on  account  of  the  infrequency  of  applications  for  relief,  the 
absence  of  any  hospital,  or  from  other  causes,  sick  or  disabled  seamen  are  cared  for  only  in 
cases  of  emergency,  are  known  as  relief  stations  of  Class  3. 

The  Marine  Hospital  for  the  port  of  Boston  was  originally  established  in  Charlestown  in 
1802;  a  second  building  was  built  at  Chelsea  in  1825-27.  The  present  building,  which  has 
accommodations  for  100  patients,  cost  ^394,424,  and  was  completed  and  occupied  about  i860. 
The  office  dispensary  for  the  reception  of  patients  and  for  the  treatment  of  those  not  requiring 
hospital  relief,  is  at  the  Custom  House  in  Boston.  (Tel.,  hospital  and  office.)  The  Marine 
Hospital  at  Portland  has  accommodations  for  fifty  patients,  and  is  situated  about  three  miles 
from  the  centre  of  the  city  on  Casco  Bay.  The  Hospital  was  commenced  in  1852,  and  com- 
pleted in  1859,  at  a  cost  of  ^122,837.  About  eight  hundred  patients  are  annually  treated. 
The  service  has  a  hospital  at  Vineyard  Haven,  Mass.

The  library  contained  on  June  30,  1902,  43,275  medical  journals,  6,972  medical  tran- 
sactions, 2,154  bound  theses,  2,866  bound  pamphlets,  89,533  medical  books,  65,023  medical 
theses,  179,978  medical  pamphlets. 

An  effort  is  made  to  obtain  every  medical  periodical  in  the  world  for  this  library.  All 
the  works  are  carefully  indexed  and  the  indexing  is  printed  every  month  in  the  Index 
Mediciis  and  in  the  hidex  Catalogue  of  Authors  and  Subjects. 

Books  are  loaned  by  the  library  to  other  libraries  which  will  be  responsible  for  them 
and  to  physicians  who  deposit  with  the  librarian  a  sum  sufficient  to  replace  the  book 
if  lost. 

Rare  books  and  periodicals  which  could  not  be  easily  duplicated  are  not  loaned.  In 
all  cases,  the  books  must  be  sent  and  returned  by  express  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower. 
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National  and  General  Associations  and  Societies. 


The  American  Academy  of  Medicine. 

In  September,  1876,  seven  physicians  met  by  appointment  in  one  of  the  hotels  of  West 
Philadelphia ;  the  meeting  was  the  result  of  the  extensive  correspondence  of  Dr.  Robert 
Lowry  Sibbett,  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  who  had  been  humbled,  in  a  recent  residence  in  Europe,  by 
the  lack  of  respect  paid  to  the  American  Medical  Degree.  After  canvassing  the  subject,  it 
was  resolved  to  organize  a  medical  society  to  be  composed  only  of  those  whose  college  and 
university  training  would  be  fairly  equivalent  to  that  required  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  in 
Germany.     The  purpose  of  the  organization  being : 

1.  A  society  of  record  of  those  who  had  so  prepared  themselves. 

2.  A  society  of  protest  against  the  prevailing  low  requirements  for  the  medical  degree. 

At  the  present  stage  of  development,  the  American  Academy  of  Medicine  may  be  des- 
cribed as  an  association  devoted  to  the  scientific  study  of  those  sociologic  problems  in 
which  the  physicians  are  professionally  interested,  or,  as  it  has  been  called.  Medical  Sociol- 
ogy. It  still  retains  its  old  conditions  of  membership,  as  it  believes  a  liberal  course  of 
training  should  precede  the  technical  for  the  highest  development  of  the  physician ;  and 
that  for  the  majority,  this  is  best  attained  by  securing  the  first  degree  from  a  reputable 
college  and  then  the  degree  in  medicine,  but  the  rule  is  a  flexible  one,  as  the  Council  has 
the  power  to  decide  upon  the  equivalence  of  training,  and  to  recommend  the  election  of 
those  who  have  an  academic  degree,  if  the  preliminary  education  is  approved  by  it. 

The  Academy  was  at  one  time  described  as  a  missionary  society ;  in  a  sense,  this  is 
true,  for  its  efforts  are  purely  altruistic,  but  it  is  rather  a  scientific  society  —  as  much  as  an 
association  devoted  to  the  study  of  botany  or  astronomy,  and  is  in  no  sense  a  "  trades  or- 
ganization." The  questions  discussed  at  its  meetings  and  published  in  the  Biclletiti,  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  the  profession,  but  are  not  apt  to  spread  abroad  one's  skill  as  a 
medical  practitioner  and  so  secure  consultations. 

The  initiation  fee  is  five  dollars,  and  the  annual  dues  are  one  dollar.  In  addition  the 
Academy  is  publishing  a  periodical  known  as  the  Bulletin  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Medicine.  It  is  issued  every  other  month  and  the  subscription  price  is  three  dollars  a  year; 
but  this  is  not  obligatory.  Admission  to  the  Academy  is  gained  only  by  application.  A 
blank  form  has  been  prepared  which  can  be  obtained  from  any  Fellow  or  by  applying  to  the 
Secretary.  When  this  has  been  filled  out  it  should  receive  the  signature  of  a  Fellow  and 
be  mailed  to  the  Secretary.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  the  application  is  acted 
upon ;  if  it  is  approved  by  that  body  the  application  is  submitted  to  the  Academy  for 
decision.

American  Association  of  Genito-Urinary  Surgeons.

American  Association  for  tlie  Study  of  Inebriety. 

A  -meeting  of  the  physicians,  superintendents  and  boards  of  directors  of  Inebriate 
Asylums  in  the  United  States,  was  held  in  the  parlors  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  New  York  City, 
Nov.  29,  1870,  to  discuss  inebriety  and  its  proper  treatment.  The  association  was  organ- 
ized and  has  since  held  annual  meetings  and  occasionally  special  meetings. 

The  object  of  the  association  is  to  promote  the  scientific  study  of  inebriety  from 
alcohol,  opium,  and  other  drugs,  and  to  encourage  special  legislation  for  the  care  and  con- 
trol of  these  neurotics. 

A  quarterly  journal  has  been  published  since  1876,  and  there  have  been  published  over 
three  hundred  papers  bearing  directly  on  the  subject  of  alcoholic  inebriety. 

Active,  associate,  and  honorary  or  corresponding  members  must  be  proposed  by  some 
member  of  the  standing  committee.

American  Electro-Tlierapeutic  Association. 

In  1890,  a  number  of  physicians  interested  in  the  progress  of  electro-therapeutics 
became  impressed  with  the  need  of  a  national  association  of  physicians,  at  the  meetings 
of  which  the  subjects  could  be  discussed  in  a  practical  manner,  without  the  controversial 
digressions  that  marred  the  reception  of  electrical  papers  in  other  medical  societies.     A 
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meeting  was  therefore  held  at  the  Academy  of  Medicine  in  New  York  City,  January  22, 
1891,  and  the  association  was  organized.  The  association  is  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in 
existence. 

The  first  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Philadelphia,  September  1891,  with  forty-four 
active  Fellows  on  the  membership  list  and  all  present. 

All  the  papers  read  during  the  meetings  of  the  first  six  years  were  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  the  America?i  Medical  Associatio7i,  which  also  printed  the  proceedings  of  each 
year  in  a  separate  volume. 

At  the  eleventh  annual  meeting,  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  a  most  important  step  in  the 
history  of  the  organization  was  effected,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  publishers  of  the 
Journal  of  Advanced  Therapeutics,  to  publish  the  papers  and  transactions  of  the  meetings 
exclusively,  thereby  making  it  the  ofticial  organ  of  the  society. 

The  next  annual  meeting  will  be  held  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  on  Sept.  2,  1903. 

The  members  consist  of  Fellows,  who  shall  be  legally  qualified  practitioners  in  good 
standing,  and  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  number ;  Life  Fellows,  those  who 
have  been  members  for  five  years  being  eligible;  Honorary  Fellows,  eminent  practitioners 
or  electricians,  not  to  exceed  ten  American  and  twenty-five  Foreign;  Associate  Fellows, 
electrical  experts  in  good  standing,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  in  number.

American  Medical  Association. 

Organized  in  New  York  City,  May  5,  1846.  The  name  by  which  it  is  now  known  was 
adopted  at  the  meeting  held  in  Philadelphia  in  May,  1847. 

The  first  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Baltimore,  May  2,  1848;  since  that  time  they 
have  been  held  annually  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1861  and  1862. 

Delegates  are  appointed  from  all  the  State  Medical  Societies;  they  compose  the 
House  of  Delegates,  to  whom  is  given  the  work  of  the  association  generally,  and  perma- 
nent members  who  must  be  members  in  good  standing  of  a  medical  society  recognized  by 
the  State  Medical  Society. 

A  member  of  a  medical  society  recognized  by  its  respective  State  society,  may  become 
a  member  on  presentation  to  the  secretary  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  his  society  and  accompanied  by  the  annual  fee  of  five  dollars. 

The  meetings  of  the  association  are  held  annually  and  commence  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  May  or  June. 

The  thirty-third  volume  of  the  Transactions  was  published  in  November,  1S82.  In 
place  of  the  Transactions,  a  weekly  journal  has  been  issued  since  July  1883  at  a  subscrip- 
tion price  of  five  dollars;  this  journal  is  mailed  to  all  members  and  delegates  who  pay 
their  annual  dues. 

Delegates  are  appointed  from  permanent  organized  State  Medical  Societies  and 
County  and  District  Medical  Societies  recognized  by  representation  in  the  State  Society 
(one  delegate  for  every  ten  of  its  regular  resident  members  and  one  for  every  additional 
fraction  of  five  or  more)  and  from  the  Army  and  Navy  (four  delegates  each),  and  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the  United  States  (one  delegate). 

To  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  it  is  called,  is  given  the  work  of  the  association  in 
general;  they  also  have  the  right  to  vote.  Delegates  are  thereafter  permanent  members 
and  may  attend  the  meetings  and  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  association  but  can  not 
vote.  Any  reputable  physician  who  is  vouched  for  as  such  by  three  of  the  active  or  per- 
manent members  may  attend  the  meetings.

Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  and  the  Sur§:eon-General  of  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

The  first  annual  conference  of  the  state  and  national  public  health  officers,  for  which 
a  call  was  recently  issued  by  Surgeon-General  Wyman,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  i,  1902,  met  in  Washington,  June  3,  1903.  The 
boards  of  health  of  twenty-one  States  were  represented. 

The  conference  was  presided  over  by  General  Wyman,  and  after  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Armstrong,  on  behalf  of  the  govern- 
ment, welcomed  the  delegates,  and  assured  them  that  everything  would  be  done  to  make 
their  stay  as  pleasant  and  profitable  as  possible.  He  said  that  in  the  great  work  of  im- 
proving the  health  conditions  of  the  country  co-operation  between  the  States  and  be- 
tween the  States  and  nation  was  the  secret  of  success,  and  he  promised  in  the  name  of 
the  national  government  to  do  everything  to  further  this  end. 

The  conference  adopted  the  following  resolutions  : 

Whereas,  The  Conference  of  the  State  Boards  of  Plealth  of  the  United  States  with

Resolve,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Conference,  so  long  as  the  present  effective 
work  is  continued,  there  is  no  need  for  quarantine  restrictions  of  travel  or  traffic  to  or 
from  that  State. 

Resolved,  That  the  methods  of  co-operation  between  National  and  State  health  au- 
thorities suggested  by  the  presiding  officer  meets  the  approval  of  the  Conference.

Congress  of  American  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

The  Congress  of  American  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  a  conjoint  triennial  meeting; 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  of  certain  national  medical  societies  so  arranged  that,  while  each 
society  preserves  its  own  autonomy,  and  has  its  own  meetings,  papers  and  discussions — the 
members  of  all  the  societies  meet  together  at  stated  hours  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Congress.  The  main  purpose  of  the  Congress  is  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  scien- 
tific subjects  selected  with  reference  to  xS\g\x  gcfieral  interest.  The  officers  of  the  Congress 
are  a  President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  and  as  many  Vice-Presidents  as  there  are 
societies  taking  part ;  the  Vice-Presidents  being  the  Presidents  elect  of  the  several  socie- 
ties for  the  year  of  the  Congress.  The  business  of  the  Congress  is  managed  by  an  Exec- 
utive Committee  composed  of  one  representative  appointed  by  each  society  taking  part. 
The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Congress  are  ex-officio  members  of  this 
committee. 
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The  initial  movement  for  tlie  formation  of  the  Congress  was  a  paper  read  by  the  late 
Dr.  Claudius  H.  Martin,  of  INIobile,  Alabama,  in  April,  iSS6,  before  the  American  Surgical 
Association,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  proposing  that  it  should  invite  the  co-operation  of 
certain  other  special  associations  in  the  formation  of  a  Congress  to  promote  general  in- 
terest without  loss  of  individuality  of  its  corporate  societies.  As  a  result  the  following 
associations  met  in  Washington,  D.  C,  September  i8,  iSSS  :  (i)  the  American  Surgical

National  Confederation  of  State  Medical  Examining'  and  Licensing  Boards. 

Organized  in  1890  for  the  purpose  as  follows  :  "  The  action  in  many  of  the  states  in 
requiring  a  state  license  before  entering  on  the  practice  of  medicine  makes  it  eminently 
desirable  that  the  qualifications  for  licensure  be  fairly  equivalent  in  the  various  states ;  and 
that,  eventually,  by  a  system  of  reciprocity,  a  physician  licensed  by  any  one  board  may 
obtain  the  privilege  of  practising  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  board  by  the  proper 
certification  of  the  license,  without  a  new  examination,  a  closer  affiliation  of  the  various 
examining  and  licensing  boards  becomes  a  necessity." 

Any  member  of  any  examining  or  licensing  board  of  any  State  or  Territory  is  eligible 
to  membership  while  he  continues  a  member  of  the  board,  upon  presenting  proper  evi- 
dence of  his  position  to  the  council  of  the  confederation;  and  unless  elected  to  member- 
ship as  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  the  membership  will  cease  when  he  ceases  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Physicians  not  members  of  an  examining  board  may,  upon  application  to  the  council, 
be  nominated  by  it  and  elected  to  membership  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting. 

Each  State  Board  represented  in  the  confederation  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  in  consideration  of  this  fee  the  members  of  such  board  shall  be  exempt  from 
paying  the  regular  dues.  The  regular  fee  of  one  dollar  is  made  annually  with  this  ex- 
ception.

The  Society  for  Experimental  Biology  and  Medicine. 

A  number  of  Biologists  met  by  invitation,  on  Jan.  19,  1903,  at  the  home  of  Professor 
Graham  Lusk  to  consider  the  desirability  of  perfecting  an  organization  of  active  investi- 
gators in  biology  and  medicine.  This  project  was  originally  suggested  by  Dr.  S.  J.

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Constitution:  The  objects  and  general  character  of  the  society  are  indicated  by  the 
following  summary  of  provisions  in  its  constitution  and  by-laws: 

a.  The  main  object  of  the  society  is  the  cultivation  of  the  experimental  method  of 
investigation  in  the  sciences  of  animal  biology  and  medicine. 

b.  No  one  can  be  elected  to  membership  who  has  not  completed  a  meritorious  in- 
dependent experimental  research  in  animal  biology  or  medicine.

d.  The  program  of  each  meeting  shall  consist  of  brief  presentations  of  the  essential 
points  of  experimental  investigations  in  biology  and  medicine  or  allied  natural  sciences, 
preferably  of  demonstrations  of  actual  experiments. 

e.  The  meetings  will  be  held  in  suitable  laboratories.

What  is  proposed  is, 

therefore,  to  bring  the  out-going  missionary  in  close  touch  with  the  veterans  from  the  field, 

so  that  they  may  be  instructed  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  field  to  which  they  have  been 

.  assigned. 
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In  addition,  missionaries  should  know  something  of  what  to  do,  or  not  to  do,  in  time 
of  sickness  and  accident,  and  be  instructed  in  various  things  not  taught  in  existing  schools. 

To  meet  these  needs,  courses  of  instruction  will  be  provided  in  Bible  study,  mission 
history,  tropical  diseases,  native  customs  and  religions,  emergencies  —  medical  and  surgical  — 
building,  carpentering,  smithing,  farming,  swimming,  boating,  horse  riding,  cooking,  nursing, 
etc.,  according  to  each  student's  particular  field  and  need. 

The  course  will  extend  through  June,  July  and  August  of  each  year,  the  charge  being 
fifty  dollars  for  residence,  board  and  instruction — all  expenses  included  —  or  five  dollars 
a  week  for  broken  time. 

In  addition  to  those  who  come  from  afar,  Christian  workers  from  our  own  cities  will 
be  welcomed,  and  many  a  tired  and  struggling  pastor  may  find  rest  and  quiet  at  the  Home. 
The  charge  for  those  definitely  engaged  in  mission  work  will  be  five  dollars  a  week  ;  man 
and  wife,  nine  dollars  a  week  ;  children  proportionately. 

In  April,  1885,  an  important  step  was  taken  in  securing  the  house  1 18  East  45th  Street, 
New  York,  as  a  home  for  students  of  the  society,  and  Dr.  B.  C.  Atterbury,  of  Pekin,  paid 
the  first  three  months'  rent,  three  hundred  dollars. 

Two  years  later  a  second  house  was  taken  for  young  women,  and  both  houses  were 
filled  in  1887. 

During  the  years  past,  nearly  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  society's  students  have 
been  actually  appointed  to  service  in  the  mission  field  under  the  various  Mission  Boards. 

While  there  has  been,  and  still  is,  much  cause  for  rejoicing  in  what  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  society  in  this  and  other  lands,  during  these  twenty  years,  it  has  often  been 
a  great  regret  and  sorrow  that,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  the  society  has  been  unable  to 
accept  many  more  of  the  devoted  young  men  and  women  who  offered  themselves  for 
medical  mission  service. 

Over  fifteen  hundred  persons  have  applied  to  this  society  for  aid  to  secure  the  needed 
medical  education  for  mission  service,  and  only  one-tenth  could  be  received. 

Prior  to  1891,  by  obtaining  reduced  fees  at  the  existing  medical  colleges,  students  of 
the  society  could  be  educated  and  graduated  at  an  average  cost^for  fees  of  $150.  Now 
from  S700  to  ^820  are  required  for  a  full  course  at  one  of  the  medical  colleges  of  the  city, 
no  reduction  of  fees  being  now  granted,  and  the  course  is  increased  to  four  years. 

In  1892  the  Board  of  Regents  promised  the  society  a  charter  for  its  own  Medical  Mis- 
rsionary  College,  the  Regents  to  examine  the  students  and  give  them  the  degree  of  M.  D. 
from  the  New  York  State  University. 

Financial  stress,  which  was  felt  most  keenly  by  Mission  Boards,  came  in  with  1893, 
and  prevented  the  realization  of  the  needed  $50,000  in  hand  in  order  to  secure  the  charter. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however,  that  with  the  unusual  prosperity  now  being  enjoyed, 
the  day  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the  needed  sum  will  be  obtained,  one-tenth  of  which 
is  now  in  hand. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  well  to  add  a  word  of  explanation  as  to  the  methods  of  the 
:society. 

First.  Students  are  only  accepted  after  very  thorough  investigation  and  full  endorse- 
ment from  their  pastors  and  three  others  to  whom  they  are  well  known. 

Second.     They  are  only  accepted  for  one  year  at  a  time. 

Third.     They  must  give  evidence  of  willingness  to  do  all  they  can  to  help  themselves. 

Fourth.  Their  pastors,  friends,  and  churches  are  expected  to  show  their  confidence  in 
them  by  aiding  them  somewhat. 

Fifth.     What  the  students  cannot  do,  or  obtain,  is  supplied  by  the  society. 

The  proportion  of  aid  given  by  the  society  varies  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the 
total  expense  incurred. 

Until  recent  years  all  students  of  the  society  resided  in  the  houses  provided  by  the 
■society  in  New  York,  where  they  were  boarded  and  generally  cared  for.  For  financial 
reasons,  several  of  the  students  are  now  located  elsewhere,  where  fees  are  lower,  but  those 
in  New  York  still  make  their  home  at  the  Institute.

The  discussion  of  the  best  methods  for  establishing  and  administering  the  principles 
of  State  medical  licensure,  and  for  securing  interstate  reciprocity  in  the  recognition  of  the 
State  License.

Society  for  Psychical  Research.

The  present  society  was  formed  in  August,  1895,  by  the  incorporation  of  the  original 
Society  for  Psychical  Research  which  was  founded  at  the  beginning  of  18S2,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  an  organized  and  systematic  attempt  to  investigate  various  sorts  of  debatable 
phenomena  which  are  prima  facie  ine.xplicable  on  any  generally  recognized  hypothesis. 
From  the  recorded  testimony  of  many  competent  witnesses,  past  and  present,  including 
observations  recently  made  by  scientific  men  of  eminence  in  various  countries,  there  ap- 
peared to  be,  amidst  much  illusion  and  deception,  an  important  body  of  facts  to  which 
this  description  would  apply,  and  which  therefore,  if  incontestably  established,  would  be 
of  the  very  highest  interest.  The  task  of  examining  such  residual  phenomena  had  often 
been  undertaken  by  individual  effort,  but  never  hitherto  by  a  scientific  society  organized 
on  a  sufficiently  broad  basis.  The  following  are  the  principal  departments  of  work  which 
the  society  at  present  undertakes  :  — 

1.  An  examination  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  any  influence  which  may  be  exerted 
by  one  mind  upon  another,  otherwise  than. through  the  recognized  sensory  channels. 

2.  The  study  of  hypnotism  and  mesmerism  ;  and  an  inquiry  into  the  alleged  phenom- 
ena of  clairvoyance. 

3.  A  careful  investigation  of  any  reports,  resting  on  testimony  sufficiently  strong  and 
not  too  remote,  of  apparitions  coinciding  with  some  external  event  (as  for  instance  a 
death)  or  giving  information  previously  unknown  to  the  percipient,  or  being  seen  by  two 
or  more  persons  independently  of  each  other. 

4.  An  inquiry  into  various  alleged  phenomena  apparently  inexplicable  by  known 
laws  of  nature,  and  commonly  referred  by  Spiritualists  to  the  agency  of  extra-human  in- 
telligencies. 

5.  The  collection  and  collation  of  existing  materials  bearing  on  the  history  of  these 
subjects. 

The  aim  of  the  society  is  to  approach  these  various  problems  without  prejudice  or 
prepossession  of  any  kind,  and  in  the  same  spirit  of  exact  and  unimpassioned  inquiry 
which  has  enabled  science  to  solve  so  many  problems,  once  not  less  obscure  nor  less  hotly 
debated.  The  founders  of  the  society  have  always  fully  recognized  the  exceptional  diffi- 
culties which  surround  this  branch  of  research  ;  but  they  nevertheless  believe  that  by  pa- 
tient and  systematic  effort  some  results  of  permanent  value  may  be  attained. 

Meetings  of  the  society,  for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers,  are  held  periodi- 
cally; and  the  papers  then  produced,  with  other  matter,  are,  as  a  general  rule,  afterwards 
published  in  the  "  Proceedings."  It  is  proposed  sometimes  to  include  in  the  "  Proceed- 
ings "  translations  and  reviews  of  important  foreign  papers  on  the  various  branches  of 
"  Psychical  Research."

Harvard  Medical  School. 

Boylston  and  Exeter  Streets,  Boston. 

Three  professorships  of  medicine  were  established  at  the  University  in  the  years  1782 
and  17S3.  The  first  degrees  in  medicine  were  conferred  in  1788.  Before  181 1,  the  degree 
conferred  upon  graduates  of  the  School  was  that  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine;  beginning  with 
181 1,  the  degree  has  been  Doctor  of  Medicine.  In  1810,  the  lectures  given  in  medicine 
were  transferred  from  Cambridge  to  Boston,  where  the  first  medical  college  was  built  in 
1815. 

The  course  of  study  required  in  this  School  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  is  of  four  years' 
duration.     This  requirement  was  established  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1892-93. 

The  academic  year  begins  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last  Wednesday  in  Septem- 
ber and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June.  In  order  that  the  time  of  study  shall  count 
as  a  full  year,  students  of  all  classes  must  present  themselves  within  the  first  week  of  the 
school  year  and  register  their  names  with  the  secretary. 

ADMISSION    OF    STUDENTS. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  this  School  must  present  a  degree  in  arts,  literature, 
philosophy  or  science  from  a  recognized  college  or  scientific  school,  with  the  exception  of 
such  persons,  of  suitable  age  and  attainments,  as  may  be  admitted  by  a  special  vote  of  the 
Administrative  Board  in  each  case.  The  exception  referred  to  applies  only  to  men  who 
have  practically  finished  a  required  course  for  a  degree,  but  for  some  good  and  sufficient 
reason,  such,  for  instance,  as  wishing  to  graduate  with  their  class,  prefer  waiting  until  a 
later  period  for  graduation  ;  or  to  men  who,  without  such  a  degree,  have  acquired  an 
equivalent  education  and  training  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  profit  by  the  instruction 
offered  in  the  School. 

All  candidates,  whether  presenting  a  degree  or  not,  are  required  to  satisfy  the  Faculty 
that  they  have  had  a  course  in  theoretical  and  descriptive  (inorganic)  chemistry  and  quali- 
tative analysis  sufficient  to  fit  them  to  pursue  the  courses  in  chemistry  given  at  the  Medical 
School;  or,  failing  in  this,  to  pass  an  examination  in  general  chemistry  and  qualitative 
analysis.  Students  who  are  unable  to  fulfil  either  of  these  requirements  may  enter  condi- 
tioned in  chemistry;  but  no  student  will  be  permitted  to  take  part  in  any  exercise  of  the 
third  class,  or  to  present  himself  for  examination  in  the  subjects  of  that  class,  until  defi- 
ciencies in  general  chemistry  and  qualitative  analysis  have  been  made  up. 

The  admission  examination  in  general  chemistry  (at  which  time  also  the  note-books  in 
qualitative  analysis  must  be  handed  in)  is  held  at  the  Medical  School,  688  Boylston  Street, 
Boston,  at  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last  Wednesday  in  June,  and  on 
the  last  Wednesday  in  September.  The  examination  is  conducted  in  writing.  Specimen 
examination  papers  may  be  found  in  the  Medical  School  catalogues. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Medical  School  who  have  studied  three  years  in 
recognized  colleges,  technical  or  scientific  schools,  in  which  courses  in  human  anatomy, 
physiology,  histology,  and  physiological  chemistry  are  a  part  of  the  instruction,  may  be 
admitted  to  advanced  standing,  provided  they  pass  an  examination  in  these  subjects  and 
possess  the  other  requirements  for  admission. 

A  graduate  of  another  medical  school  of  recognized  standing  may  obtain  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  at  this  University,  after  a  year's  study  in  the  undergraduate  course,  passing  all 
examinations  required  in  the  full  undergraduate  course,  and  fulfilling  all  requirements  for 
admission.  These  examinations  may  be  taken  only  at  the  times  set  for  the  regular  exami- 
nations in  September,  February  (mid-year  examinations),  and  June. 

DIVISION    OF    STUDENTS. 

Students  are  divided  into  four  classes  according  to  their  time  of  study  and  proficiency. 
No  student  may  advance  with  his  class,  or  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing,  until  he  has 
passed  the   required  examinations   in   the  studies  of  the  previous  year,  or  a  majority  of 
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them ;  nor  may  he  become  a  member  of  the  third  class,  until  he  has  passed  all  the  exami- 
nations of  the  first,  including  the  admission  examinations  in  chemistry,  and  in  addition  a 
majority  of  those  of  the  second  year;  nor  of  the  fourth  class,  until  he  has  passed  all  the 
examinations  of  the  first  and  second  years,  in  addition  to  a  majority  of  those  of  the  third 
year. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  continue  his  membership  in  the  School,  if  at  the  be- 
ginning of  his  second  year  he  has  passed  none  of  the  first-year  examinations. 

In  order  that  the  time  of  study  shall  count  as  a  full  year,  students  of  all  classes  must 
present  themselves  within  the  first  week  of  the  School  year  and  register  their  names  with 
the  secretary. 

Students  who  began  their  professional  studies  in  other  recognized  medical  schools 
may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing ;  but  all  persons  who  apply  for  admission  to  the 
advanced  classes  must  furnish  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  time  spent  in  medical  studies, 
and  must  pass  examinations  in  the  branches  already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  they 
seek  admission,  and  fulfil  all  other  requirements  for  admission. 

Any  student  may  obtain  a  certificate  of  his  period  of  connection  with  the  School. 

The  fees  are :  For  matriculation,  five  dollars ;  for  the  first  three  years,  two  hundred 
dollars  for  each  year  (if  in  two  payments,  at  the  first,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ;  at 
the  second,  eighty  dollars)  ;  for  a  half-year  alone,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ;  for  the 
full  year,  to  all  students  entitled  to  be  classified  as  fourth-year  students  and  who  have  been 
regular  members  of  the  School  for  three  full  years,  one  hundred  dollars  (if  in  two  pay- 
ments, at  the  first,  sixty  dollars  ;  at  the  second,  forty  dollars)  ;  for  graduation,  thirty  dol- 
lars. Students  entering  the  School  after  the  academic  year  1902-03  shall  pay  a  fee  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  the  fourth  year  and  be  exempt  from  a  graduation  fee,  besides  a  few 
incidental  fees. 

Students  who  do  not  pay  in  advance  are  required  to  file  with  the  Bursar  a  bond  for 
three  hundred  dollars,  executed  by  two  sufficient  bondsmen  (one  of  whom  must  be  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States),  or  by  a  surety  company  qualified  to  do  business  in  Massachu- 
setts. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  final  examination  in  every  required  subject  is  held  at  the  close  either  of  the  first 
or  of  the  second  term  of  the  school  year.  The  examination,  therefore,  in  every  subject 
occurs  once  a  year,  but  an  opportunity  to  make  up  failures  in  examinations  is  offered  at 
the  opening  of  the  school  year.  The  examination  in  certain  studies  of  the  first  and  fourth 
years  is  held  at  mid-year  only,  and  is  for  those  who  are  members  of  the  School  at  the  time, 
and  for  those  entitled  to  apply  for  the  degree,  provided  they  have  failed  previously  in 
those  subjects.  The  June  examination  is  only  for  those  who  are  members  of  the  School 
at  the  time,  and  for  those  entitled  to  apply  for  the  degree.  The  September  examination  is 
only  for  those  who  have  been  examined  previously  and  have  failed  in  the  subject  of  the 
examination,  or  for  applicants  for  advanced  standing.  In  some  subjects  a  portion  of  the 
examination  consists  of  practical  work  in  the  laboratory. 

The  exercises  of  the  first,  second  and  fourth  years  are  omitted  during  the  week  of  the 
mid-year  examinations. 

The  amount  of  time  credited  to  each  examination  is  as  follows  :  — 

First  year.  Anatomy  (4  hours),  Histology  (i  hour).  Physiology  (3  hours).  Physiologi- 
cal and  Pathological  Chemistry  (3  hours).

(2  hours). 

Third  year.  Theory  and  Practice  (3  hours),  Pediatrics  (2  hours).  Surgery  (2  hours 
written,  i  hour  practical),  Obstetrics  (3  hours).  Gynecology  (i  hour).  Dermatology 
(I  hour),  Neurology  (i  hour),  Psychiatry  (i  hour). 

Fourth  year.  Clinical  Medicine  (3  hours).  Clinical  Surgery  (3  hours),  Orthopedics 
(i  hour),  Syphilis  (i  hour).  Ophthalmology  (i  hour).  Otology  (i  hour).  Laryngology 
(I  hour).  Legal  Medicine  (i  hour).  Hygiene  (i  hour). 

Electives.  Anatomy  (2  hours),  Advanced  Histology  (2  hours).  Histology  of  the  Ner- 
vous System  (2  hours).  Embryology  (2  hours),  Physiology  (2  hours),  Physiological  Chemis- 
try (2  hours).  Clinical  Chemistry  (i  hour).  Bacteriology  (2  hours),  Comparative  Etiology  of 
Infectious  Diseases  (i  hour),  Clinical  Microscopy  (i  hour).  Operative  Surgery  (i  hour), 
Orthopedics  (2  hours).  Operative  Obstetrics  (i  hour).  Gynecology  (2  hours).  Dermatology 
<2  hours),  Neurology  (3  hours).  Ophthalmology  (practical,  i  hour,  written,  i  hour),  Otology 
(2  hours),  Hygiene  (2  hours). 

In  addition  to  the  above  examinations  every  student  is  required  : 
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To  dissect  the  three  parts  of  the  body  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  demonstrator; 

To  present  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  analysis  of  a  specimen  of  urine,  and  of  the 
clinical  examination  of  a  specimen  of  blood ; 

To  examine  and  report  on  a  case  of  fracture  and  on  two  other  clinical  cases  in  sur- 
gery, and  to  receive  practical  instruction  in  anesthesia ; 

To  work  in  medical  out-patient  departments  during  a  period  not  exceeding  four  weeks, 
and  to  make  a  full  written  report  on  one  or  more  medical  cases  ; 

To  receive  instruction  in  sections  in  selected  subjects  in  minor  surgery  for  one  hour  a 
day  for  six  weeks  in  surgical  out-patient  departments,  and  a  major  surgery  for  three  hours 
each  week  for  six  weeks  in  the  wards  of  a  hospital ; 

To  take  charge  of  and  report  on  six  cases  in  obstetrics,  and  to  receive  instruction  on 
at  least  one  of  them  ; 

To  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  engaged  in  the  practical  exercises  in  theory 
and  practice ; 

To  report  a  clinical  case  in  each  of  the  electives,  orthopedic  surgery  and  ophthal- 
mology, if  elected. 

In  the  fourth  year,  three  hours  of  examinations  in  electives  are  obligatory.  The  choice 
of  electives  must  be  made  within  the  first  week  of  the  school  year,  and  must  be  given  to 
the  secretary  in  writing  on  blanks  furnished  at  the  Dean's  office. 

The  general  elective  courses  are  open  to  all  members  of  the  fourth  class  who  elect 
them  with  the  intention  of  taking  the  examination. 

The  examinations  in  the  required  courses  in  orthopedic  surgery,  ophthalmology  and 
otology  cannot  be  taken  by  those  who  choose  electives  in  these  subjects.  Instead,  there 
is  a  two-hour  examination  in  the  elective,  of  which  one  hour  is  considered  equivalent  to 
the  examination  in  the  required  course,  and  the  other  counts  as  a  one-hour  elective. 

The  examination  in  elective  ophthalmology  will  be  clinical,  and  include  the  written 
report  of  a  case. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  who  have  served  satisfactorily  as  Internes  in  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital,  Boston  City  Hospital,  Carney  Hospital,  Children's  Hospital,  and 
State  Almshouse  Hospital,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  may  be  exempt  from 
examination  in  the  electives  of  the  fourth  year. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  anticipate  the  examinations  in  the  regular  course  of  studies 
of  his  year,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty,  nor  shall  an  undergraduate  in 
medicine  be  allowed  to  take  the  examination  in  advanced  (2d  year)  anatomy  until  he  shall 
have  passed  the  examination  in  elementary  (ist  year)  anatomy. 

After  two  failures  to  pass  in  any  subject,  a  charge  of  three  dollars  is  made  for  each 
subsequent  examination  in  that  subject. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY  FOR  GRADUATES. 

The  Faculty  has  arranged,  for  graduates  of  recognized  medical  schools,  an  improved 
plan  of  instruction,  embracing  nearly  all  the  branches  of  practical  and  scientific  medicine. 
It  is  designed  to  supply  good  opportunities  for  clinical  and  laboratory  study. 

Instructors  in  the  Medical  School  are  members  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staffs  of 
the  principal  hospitals  of  Boston  and  students  are  admitted  to  these  hospitals  under  their 
immediate  supervision. 

Instruction  in  the  graduate  courses  is.  with  but  few  exceptions,  entirely  distinct  from 
that  of  the  undergraduate  department  of  the  School ;  but  students  of  the  former  are  ad- 
mitted also  to  all  the  regular  lectures  (not  clinical)  of  the  latter,  without  extra  charge, 
■during  their  connection  with  the  School. 

Instruction  is  conducted  in  small  classes  and  under  the  personal  direction  of  the 
heads  of  departments. 

Instruction  is  given  throughout  the  academic  year,  October  to  June. 

A  certificate  of  attendance  will  be  furnished,  if  desired. 

FEES. 

The  fees  for  the  separate  courses  in  the  several  departments  vary  from  five  dollars  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

An  extra  fee  is  required  for  the  use  of  material  in  laboratory,  dissecting,  and  operative 
courses. 

Graduates  seeking  admission  to  any  of  the  graduate  courses  must  first  register  their 
names  at  the  Dean's  office  at  the  Medical  School,  where  all  fees  are  payable,  and  obtain  a 
receipt  to  be  shown  at  the  first  exercise.

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SUMMER   COURSES    OF    INSTRUCTION, 

During  the  summer  of  1903,  courses  in  many  branches  of  practical  and  scientific 
medicine  will  be  given  by  teachers  in  the  School.  These  courses  will  be  clinical  in  char- 
acter and  will  be  given  at  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  on 
duty.  Practical  instruction  will  also  be  given  in  several  of  the  laboratories  of  the  School 
by  the  instructors  in  charge.  These  courses  are  open  only  to  graduate  and  undergraduate 
students  of  medical  schools  recognized  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  to  such  others  as 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  approves. 

PRIZES. 

Boylstoii  Medical  Prize :  These  prizes,  which  are  open  to  public  competition,  are 
offered  annually  for  the  best  dissertations  on  questions  in  medical  science  proposed  by  the 
Boylston  Medical  Committee. 

•  At  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Boston  in  1902  a  prize  was  awarded  to  Robert  L. 
Randolph,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  an  essay  entitled  "The  Role  of  the  Toxins  in 
Inflammations  of  the  Eye." 

For  1903  two  prizes  were  offered:  i.  A  prize  of  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  best  dis- 
sertation on  "  The  results  of  Original  Work  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  or  Physiological 
Chemistry."  The  subject  to  be  chosen  by  the  writer.  2.  A  prize  of  seventy-five  dollars 
for  the  best  dissertation  on  "  The  results  of  Original  Investigations  in  Pathology,  Thera- 
peutics, or  Pharmacology."     The  subject  to  be  chosen  by  the  writer. 

For  1904  two  prizes  are  offered:  i.  A  prize  of  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  best  dis- 
sertation on  "  The  results  of  Original  Work  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  or  Physiological 
Chemistry."  The  subject  to  be  chosen  by  the  writer.  2.  A  prize  of  seventy-five  dollars 
for  the  best  dissertation  on  "  The  results  of  Original  Investigations  in  Pathology,  Thera- 
peutics, or  Pharmacology."     The  subject  to  be  chosen  by  the  writer. 

Dissertations  on  these  subjects  must  be  sent  post-paid  to  E.  H.  Nichols,  M.  D.,. 
Harvard  Medical  School,  Boston,  Mass.,  on  or  before  January  i,  1904. 

In  awarding  these  prizes  preference  will  be  given  to  dissertations  which  exhibit  original 
work,  but  if  no  dissertation  is  considered  worthy  of  a  prize,  the  award  may  be  withheld. 

Each  dissertation  must  bear  in  place  of  its  author's  name  some  sentence  or  device, 
and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  sealed  packet  bearing  the  same  sentence  or  device,  and  con- 
taining within  the  author's  name  and  residence.  Any  clew  by  which  the  authorship  of  a 
dissertation  is  made  known  to  the  committee  will  debar  such  dissertation  from  competition. 

Dissertations  must  be  printed  or  typewritten,  and  their  pages  must  be  bound  in  book 
form. 

All  unsuccessful  dissertations  are  deposited  with  the  secretary,  from  whom  they  may 
be  obtained,  with  the  sealed  packet  unopened,  if  called  for  within  one  year  after  they  have 
been  received. 

By  an  order  adopted  in  1S26,  the  secretary  was  directed  to  publish  annually  the  follow- 
ing votes : 

I.  That  the  Board  do  not  consider  themselves  as  approving  the  doctrines  contained  in 
any  of  the  dissertations  to  which  Premiums  may  be  adjudged.  2.  That  in  case  of  publi- 
cation of  a  successful  dissertation,  the  author  be  considered  as  bound  to  print  the  above 
vote  in  connection  therewith.

William  H.  Thorndike  Prize :  A  prize  of  two  hundred  dollars  will  be  given  annually 
to  the   author  of  the  best  essay  on  some  subject  in  any  branch  of  surgery. 

The  students  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  and  graduates  of  under  five  years' 
standing  of  any  recognized  medical  school  are  eligible  in  competition  for  this  prize. 

Each  essay  must  bear  in  place  of  its  author's  name  some  sentence  or  device,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  &  sealed  packet  bearing  the  same  sentence  or  device,  and  contain- 
ing within  the  author's  name  and  residence.  If  the  author  is  a  graduate,  it  must  also 
contain  the  date  of  his  graduation  in  medicine  and  the  medical  school  from  which  he  was 
graduated.  Any  clew  by  which  the  authorship  of  an  essay  is  made  known  to  the  judges 
will  debar  such  e  ssay  from  the  competition. 

The  essays  must  be  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  688  Boylston  Street,. 
Boston,  Mass.,  U.  S.  America,  on  or  before  November  i   of  each  year,  and  the  award  will  be 
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made  annually  on  December  24.  If  no  essay  is  considered  worthy  of  a  prize,  no  award  will 
be  made. 

Anatomical  Prize. —  Professor  C.  B.  Porter  offers  a  prize  of  fifty  dollars  open  to  all 
students,  and  graduates  of  not  more  than  five  years'  standing,  except  teachers  of  anatomy,  for 
the  best  dissection  deserving  the  award  illustrative  of  surgical  anatomy,  the  specimen  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Museum. 

Otological  Prize.  —  For  the  best  preparation  illustrating  the  osseous  anatomy  of  the  ear 
or  for  the  best  thesis  showing  original  work  on  an  otological  subject,  a  prize  of  twenty-five 
dollars  is  oflered,  open  to  fourth  year  students.

517  Shawmut  Avenue,  Boston,  Mass. 

By  unanimous  vote  of  the  House  and  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
this  College  was  granted  authority  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctrine  of  Medicine. 

It  was  one  of  the  first  colleges  to  demonstrate  the  practicability  of  co-education  in 
medical  science,  by  extending  full  benefits  and  privileges  equally  to  men  and  women. 

Students  receive  thoroughly  practical  lectures  and  laboratory  work  at  this  College 
and  particular  attention  is  given  to  clinical  teaching  both  at  the  dispensary  and  at  the 
bedside  in  the  homes  of  the  poor. 

MATRICULATION    EXAMINATION    REQUIREMENTS. 

The  matriculation  examination  requirements  are  in  accordance  with  and  include  those 
of  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges.  A  High  School  diploma  of  the  first 
grade,  or  its  equivalent  will  undoubtedly  soon  become  the  minimum  requirement  for  ad- 
mission to  medical  colleges. 

To  those  not  having  a  College  degree  or  a  High  School  diploma  or  its  equivalent  the 
entrance  requirements  are  as  follows  :  — 

I.  In  English,  a  composition  on  some  subject  of  general  interest.  This  composition 
must  be  written  by  the  student  at  the  time  of  the  examination,  and  should  contain  at  least 
two  hundred  words,  and  will  be  criticised  in  relation  to  thought,  construction,  punctuation, 
spelling  and  handwriting.  2.  In  arithmetic,  such  questions  as  will  show  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  common  and  decimal  fractions,  compound  numbers,  percentage,  ratio  and 
proportion.  3.  In  algebra,  such  questions  as  will  bring  out  the  student's  knowledge  of 
the  fundamental  operations,  factoring,  and  simple  quadratic  equations.  4.  In  physics, 
such  questions  as  will  discover  the  student's  understanding  of  the  elements  of  mechanics, 
hydrostatics,  hydraulics,  optics,  and  acoustics.  5.  In  Latin,  an  examination  upon  such 
elementary  work  as  the  student  may  offer,  showing  a  familiarity  usually  attained  by  one 
year  of  study.     6.     United  States  History.     7.     Geometry. 

In  place  of  this  examination,  or  any  part  of  it,  the  College  may  recognize  the  official 
certificates  of  reputable  literary  and  scientific  colleges,  academies,  high  schools  and  normal 
schools,  and  also  the  medical  student's  certificate  issued  by  any  State  examining  board 
covering  the  foregoing  entrance  examination. 

(Students  who  have  been  otherwise  instructed  in  the  different  departments  of  learning 
should  also  present  certificates  showing  the  degree  of  progress  made  in  the  respective 
studies.) 
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Students  who  fail  in  one  or  more  branches  in  this  entrance  examination  may  enter  the 
first  year  course,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  begin  the  second  course  until  the  entrance 
requirements  are  satisfied.  The  College  is  free  to  honor  official  credentials  issued  by 
medical  colleges  of  equal  requirements,  except  in  the  branches  of  study  embraced  in  the 
last  year  of  its  own  curriculum.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the 
y-ear  1S99  and  thereafter  shall  have  attended  at  least  four  courses  of  medical  instruction, 
each  course  of  at  least  six  months'  duration,  no  two  courses  of  which  shall  have  been  in 
the  same  calendar  year. 

GRADUATION    REQUIREMENTS. 

Candidates  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They  must  have  attended  four 
annual  courses  of  lectures  of  not  less  than  six  months'  duration  each  at  this  College;  or, 
have  attended  three  such  courses  at  some  other  recognized  medical  college  or  colleges,  and 
one  at  this;  or,  have  attended  two  such  courses  at  some  other  recognized  medical  college 
or  colleges,  and  two  at  this ;  or,  have  attended  one  such  course  at  some  other  recognized 
medical  college,  and  three  at  this ;  or,  having  been  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  this 
College,  shall  be  required  to  have  attended  at  this  College  such  courses  of  lectures  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  complete  the  curriculum  of  four  annual  courses  of  lectures  in  medical 
colleges,  and  to  have  pursued,  including  the  attendance  on  lectures,  the  study  of  medicine 
for  four  calendar  years.  Candidates  must  have  dissected  all  parts  of  the  cadaver.  They 
must  have  attended  six  cases  of  obstetrics. 

The  presentation  of  a  satisfactory  thesis  is  a  requirement  for  graduation.  If  of  con- 
spicuous merit  it  will  receive  honorable  mention;  if  also  of  a  suitable  character,  it  may  be 
read  at  the  College  commencement  exercises.  Theses  must  be  completed  and  delivered  to 
the  Dean,  on  or  before  the  15th  of  May.  The  thesis  which  a  candidate  presents,  must  be 
written  by  himself  or  herself,  and  must  be  on  some  subject  connected  with  medicine. 

Evidence  of  time  spent  with  a  reputable  practitioner  of  medicine  in  the  interim 
between  the  courses  must  be  presented  before  graduation. 

Evidence  of  good  moral  character  must  be  presented  (this  must  include  unexception- 
able conduct  during  attendance  at  the  College). 

Tuition  seventy-five  dollars  first  year,  one  hundred  dollars  each  of  three  other  years. 
By  a  provision  of  the  Shurtleff  P^und,  established  by  will  of  Rev.  David  Shurtleff,  a 
number  of  acceptable  persons,  who  can  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  inability  to  pay 
the  regular  college  fees,  may  be  enrolled  as  students.  Income  from  the  above  source  is 
influenced  by  the  earnings  of  stock  investments,  therefore  the  number  of  students  who 
can  be  received  will  vary  accordingly.     Applicants  should  consult  the  Registrar. 

There  will  be  opportunity  offered  for  a  limited  number  of  nurses  and  special  assistants 
to  earn  a  part  of  their  expenses  while  in  college. 

Applicants  must  have  written  recommendations  of  character,  satisfactory  to  the 
Faculty,  and  must  be  able  to  pass  all  entrance  examinations. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  many  friends  of  the  College  as  are  able,  will  personally  provide 
special  funds  to  aid  deserving  students.  There  is  no  object  more  worthy  of  bequest  than 
medical  education.

Medical  School  of  Maine. 

Brunswick,  Maine. 

Established  by  the  first  legislature  of  the  State,  in  1820,  as  the  Medical  Department  of 
Bowdoin  College.  The  course  of  instruction  covers  four  years  of  six  months  each,  com- 
mencing in  December.  The  students  of  the  first  and  second  years  are  instructed  at  Bruns- 
wick, those  of  the  third  and  fourth  year  at  Portland,  in  the  building  on  Chadwick  Street^ 
adjoining  the  Maine  General  Hospital. 

The  tuition  is  one  hundred  dollars  annually. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

Those  who  are  graduates  of  colleges,  normal  schools,  high  schools  or  academies,  or  have 
passed  the  entrance  examination  to  any  recognized  college,  on  presentation  of  their  diplomas 
or  matriculation  tickets,  will  be  exempt  from  examination,  provided  that  their  previous  studies 
have  included  Latin,  chemistry  and  physics,  to  an  extent  not  less  than  herein  prescribed;  but 
if  their  previous  studies  have  not  included  Latin,  chemistry  and  physics  to  the  required  extent^ 
they  must  be  examined  upon  these  branches  and  their  diplomas  or  matriculation  tickets  will 
exempt  them  from  examination  in  the  other  branches.  All  without  exception  who  have  not 
such  diplomas  or  tickets  will  be  required  to  pass  the  entrance  examination.  Business  colleges 
are  not  recognized. 

Students  from  other  schools  who  apply  for  advanced  standing  must  comply  with  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  the  first  year,  must  give  satisfaciory  evidence  that  they  have  completed 
a  course,  or  courses  of  instruction,  equivalent  in  kind  and  amount  to  that  or  those  in  this 
School  preceding  that  to  which  admission  is  sought,  and  must  pass  examinations  in  all  of  the 
branches  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  wish  to  enter.  Certificates  of  the  passage 
of  examinations  in  other  schools  are  not  accepted  in  lieu  of  examination. 

It  is  desired  that  a  literal  interpretation  shall  be  placed  upon  the  stated  requirements  of  the 
candidates  for  matriculation,  as  hitherto  there  have  been  not  infrequent  examples  of  those  who 
inquire  if  other  conditions  than  those  named  will  not  serve  in  lieu  of  the  examination.  The 
same  consideration  is  asked  for  the  explicit  condition  named  as  regulating  the  prepayment  of 
fees  in  cash. 

Otherwise  students  will  be  required  to  pass  examinations  in  English,  arithmetic,  algebra, 
geometry.  United  States  history,  physics,  chemistry  and  Latin. 

GRADUATION. 

A  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  must  have  devoted  to  his  professional 
studies  four  years,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in  each  of  these  years  in  some  reputable, 
regular,  incorporated  medical  institution,  and  the  last  course  previous  to  examinatiom  must 
have  been  in  this  School.  As  evidence  of  his  study  when  not  in  attendance  upon  such  a 
school,  he  must  present  to  the  Dean  the  certificate  of  a  regular  and  reputable  practitioner  of 
medicine.  He  must  present  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  a  citizen 
of  the  town  in  which  he  resides.  He  must  also  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  required 
studies  previously  specified,  and  present  a  thesis  on  some  medical  subject,  a  fair  copy  of  which 
must  be  handed  to  the  Dean,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  beginning  of  the  final  examinations.

Hanover,  New  Hampshire. 

Originated  in  the  establishment,  in  1798,  of  a  professorship  in  medicine  by  the  trustees  of 
Dartmouth  College,  Dr.  Nathan  Smith  being  elected  to  fill  the  chair. 

The  third  and  fourth  year  courses  begin  July  14;  the  first  and  second  year  courses  begin 
■September  24. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  this  school  must  have 

[a]  graduated  from  a  registered  college,  or 

{b)  satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high  school,  or 

{c)  have  had  a  preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  as  fully  equivalent,  and  upon 
bringing  evidence  of  such  preparation  will  be  received  on  certificate. 

All  other  candidates  for  admission,  unless  they  can  show  by  certificate  from  some  approved 
fitting  school  or  college,  that  they  have  passed  examinations  in  a  part  of  the  requirements,  will 
be  examined  in  the  following  subjects : 

English,  history,  mathematics,  Latin,  chemistry  and  physics,  according  to  specifications 
^iven  below. 

EXAMINATION   AND    GRADUATION. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  study  of  medicine  in  this  School  examinations  will  be  required 
in  physics,  general  biology,  comparative  anatomy,  chemistry  and  human  anatomy. 

At  the  end  of  two  full  years  of  the  study  of  medicine  and  two  courses  of  lectures,  an  exami- 
nation will  be  required  in  systematic  anatomy,  physiology,  medical  chemistry,  histology  and 
bacteriology.  At  the  end  of  three  full  years  of  the  study  of  medicine  and  three  courses  of 
lectures,  an  examination  will  be  required  in  systematic  and  regional  anatomy,  physiology, 
materia  medica  and  pathology.  The  examinations  thus  taken,  if  satisfactory,  shall  stand  as 
final. 

The  fee  for  the  second  examination  is  five  dollars;  for  the  third  examination,  ten  dollars. 
These  sums  will  be  deducted  from  the  examination  fee  at  the  final  examination. 

Certificates  of  examinations  passed  at  other  colleges  are  not  accepted  in  place  of  our  own 
examinations  for  a  degree,  except  as  stated  under  requirements  for  admission. 

Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  (i)  be  more  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age;  (2)  be  of  good  moral  character;  (3)  have  graduated  from  a  registered  college  or 
■satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high  school;  or  have  had  a 
preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  as  fully  equivalent;    (4)   have  studied  medicine 
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(unless  matriculated  before  January  i,  1898),  not  less  than  four  full  school  years  of  at  least  nine 
months  each,  including  four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least  six  months  each,  in  four  different 
calendar  years,  in  a  medical  college  registered  as  maintaining  at  the  time,  a  satisfactory  stand- 
ard; (5)  present  evidence  that  he  has  dissected  all  parts  of  the  cadaver;  (6)  pass  a  satisfactory 
written  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  medical  physics,  biology  comparative 
anatomy,  histology,  bacteriology,  pathology,  therapeutics,  surgery,  obstetrics,  materia  medica, 
gynecology  and  practice. 

Tuition  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  a  year.  The  Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hos- 
pital affords  facilities  for  clinical  instruction.

Tufts  College  Medical  SchooL 

416-430  Huntington  Ave.,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  TuftS'  College  Medical  School  was  established  in  Boston  in  1893.  Women  are  ad- 
mitted upon  the  same  terms  as  men.  In  1900  it  was  voted  by  the  trustees  to  provide  a  new 
building  for  the  combined  medical  and  dental  departments.  Land  was  purchased  upon  the 
corners  of  Huntington  and  Rogers  Avenues  and  Courtland  and  Drisko  Streets,  and  ground  was 
broken  for  the  new  medical  school  early  in  the  autumn.  This  building  is  now  completed  and 
is  occupied  by  the  combined  schools.  It  contains  nearly  an  acre  and  a  half  of  floor  space;  is 
heated  and  ventilated  throughout  by  both  the  direct  and  indirect  systems,  and  is  lighted  by 
electricity.  Modern  improvements  have  been  introduced  in  all  departments,  and  no  expense 
has  been  spared  to  make  it  the  best  arranged  as  well  as  the  largest  structure  of  its  kind  in  New 
England.  The  building  can  be  reached  by  all  Huntington  Avenue  cars  except  the  Cross 
Town  and  Cambridge  lines. 

The  tuition  is  3 120  a  year.  The  annual  course  of  lectures  begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
October  and  continues  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  May. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

Except  as  hereafter  stated,  candidates  must  pass  a  written  examination  in  English,  algebra, 
plane  geometry,  physics  and  Latin. 

Students  who  fail  in  one  or  more  of  these  subjects  may  be  admitted  subject  to  condition, 
but  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  commence  his  second  year  unless  his  entrance  conditions  are 
removed. 

Exceptions. —  Graduates  of  approved  high  and  preparatory  schools  will  be  admitted  on 
presentation  of  approved  entrance  certificates;  also  students  holding  certificates  of  entrance  to 
a  college  or  university,  those  holding  the  State  of  New  York  Regents'  certificate,  and  graduates 
of  a  college  or  university  will  be  admitted  without  entrance  examination.  The  institutions, 
however,  issuing  certificates  must  be  accredited  as  standard  by  the  communities  within  which 
they  are  located. 
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Candidates  who  intend  taking  entrance  examinations  are  required  to  notify  the  Secretary- 
one  week  before  date  of  examinations. 

ADVANCED    STANDING. 

Students  of  Tufts  College  who  have  taken  the  Medical  Preparatory  Course,  which  contains 
equivalents  of  the  first  year  of  work  in  the  Medical  School,  and  who  are  registered  as  having 
fulfilled  the  requirements  in  anatomy,  physiology,  general  chemistry  and  histology,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  second-year  class. 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  examinations  passed  at  other  schools. 

PROMOTION. 

Students  who  have  passed  a  majority  of  the  first-year  examinations,  and  who  have  removed 
all  entrance  conditions,  are  admitted  to  the  second-year  class.  Students  are  required,  however, 
to  have  qualified  in  general  chemistry  before  they  are  eligible  to  the  medical  chemistry  of  the 
second  year. 

THE  THIRD-YEAR   CLASS. 

Students  who  have  passed  all  the  first-year  examinations,  and  a  majority  of  the  second-year 
examinations,  may  be  admitted  to  the  third-year  class. 

THE    FOURTH-YEAR   CLASS. 

Students  who  have  passed  all  the  examinations  of  the  first  and  the  second  year,  and  a 
majority  of  the  subjects  of  the  third  year,  and  graduates  of  other  approved  medical  schools,  may 
be  admitted  to  the  fourth-year  class. 

Students  will  be  registered  in  the  catalogue  in  accordance  with  these  requirements. 

GRADUATION    FOR   THE   DEGREE   OF   M.  D. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  fulfilled  the  following  require- 
ments : 

I.  They  must  furnish  certificates  that  they  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good 
moral  character.  2.  They  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  medical  lectures  at  some 
accredited  medical  college,  the  last  of  which  shall  have  been  at  this  School,  and  no  two  courses 
in  the  same  twelve  months.  3.  They  must  have  passed  all  the  required  examinations.  4.  They 
must  have  attended  two  cases  of  obstetrics.  5.  They  must  have  satisfactorily  dissected  one- 
half  of  the  body,  under  the  direction  of  a  demonstrator  of  anatomy.  6.  They  must  have  paid 
all  fees  before  the  final  examinations. 

The  final  marks  are  derived  from  work  in  recitations,  laboratories,  clinics,  and  dissecting 
room,  and  from  written  examinations.  The  Faculty  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  require- 
ments without  further  notice. 

HONORS. 

Students  who  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this  School,  and  have  obtained 
an  average  of  ninety  per  cent  in  their  examinations,  shall  be  eligible  to  summa  cum  laude;  and 
students  who  have  obtained  an  average  of  eighty  per  cent  shall  be  eligible  to  cum  laude,  in 
connection  with  the  degree  received.

]viedical  Department  of  the  University  of  Vermont. 

Burlington,  Vermont. 

The  medical  department  is  one  of  the  oldest  medical  institutions  in  the  United  States. 
Anatomy  and  surgery  were  taught  as  early  as  1809.  In  1899  the  trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity took  entire  control  of  the  medical  department  and  it  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the 
University. 

The  college  building,  given  to  the  University  by  the  late  John  P.  Howard,  is  situated 
on  Pearl  Street.  Within  this  building  are  the  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  for  practical 
•chemistry  and  physiology,  and  the  dissecting  rooms  for  practical  anatomy. 

The  laboratories  for  practical  work  in  histology,  pathology,  bacteriology,  and  clinical 
microscopy,  have  been  recently  removed  to  the  block,  No.  54  Church  Street. 

The  college  museum  in  the  main  building,  contains  an  admirable  collection  of  speci- 
mens and  preparations,  illustrating  both  normal  and  abnormal  structures.  It  is  always  open 
to  students. 

To  enter  the  School,  a  student  must  have  completed  a  full  four  years'  course  in  a  high 
school,  or  its  equivalent. 

The  college  year  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  and  students  must 
matriculate  within  fifteen  days  after  the  opening. 

The  course  consists  of  four  years  of  six  months  each,  the  last  year  of  which  must 
have  been  taken  in  this  School.  The  work  consists  of  lectures  and  recitations,  supple- 
mented by  demonstrations  and  practical  work,  the  clinical  work  is  obtained  at  the  Mary 
Fletcher  Hospital. 

The -full  fee  for  each  session  if  paid  within  thirty  days  is  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 
'The  matriculation  fee  is  five  dollars  payable  each  year.  The  fee  for  graduation,  payable 
once  and  not  returnable,  is  twenty-five  dollars.

Yale  Medical  School. 

New  Haven,  Conn. 

In  the  fall  of  1810  a  charter  was  granted  to  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Yale 
College  and  the  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society,  authorizing 
rthem  to  unite  according  to  the  terms  of  certain  "  Articles  of  Union,"  before  agreed  upon. 
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for  the  establishment  of  a  medical  seminary,  to  be  styled  the  Medical  Institution  of  Yale 
College.  Two  years  later  the  School  was  organized,  and  in  the  fall  of  1S13  instruction 
was  begun.  The  professors  of  the  Faculty  were  appointed  by  the  College  Corporation 
from  nominations  by  the  Medical  Society.  Degrees  were  conferred  by  the  College  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  of  examiners,  consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty 
and  an  equal  number  appointed  by  the  Medical  Society.  This  dual  government  continued 
until  1SS4,  when  by  an  amicable  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Society,  the  College 
authorities  assumed  entire  control  of  the  School. 

The  Medical  School  now  constitutes  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University,  and 
is  governed  by  the  Professors  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  under  the  authority  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  of  the  University. 

In  the  early  years  the  instruction  consisted  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  and  dis- 
sections during  a  short  winter  course.  As  time  passed,  changes  in  the  relations  between 
practitioners  and  students  of  medicine,  and  even  greater  changes  in  medicine  itself,  de- 
manded a  different  kind  of  instruction,  and  the  course  was  altered  to  meet  the  varying 
conditions.  In  1879  there  had  been  established  a  graded  course,  extending  through  three 
years  of  eight  months  each  and  including   considerable  laboratory  instruction. 

The  clinical  facilities  are  obtained  at  the  New  Haven  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  and  at 
the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  also  the  Springside  Hospital. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    MATRICULATION. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  year  of  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  must  present  satisfactory  testimonials  of  moral  character  from 
former  instructors  or  physicians  in  good  standing,  and  must  qualify  in  the  educational 
requirements  as  stated  below. 

Candidates  who  have  received  a  degree  in  arts  or  science  are  admitted  on  presentation 
of  their  diplomas. 

Candidates  who  are  graduates  of  approved  high  schools,  academies  and  preparatory 
schools,  and  those  who  have  been  admitted  to  approved  colleges,  may  be  admitted  on  cer- 
tificates, blank  forms  for  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Dean.  All  other  candidates 
must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  English,  Latin,  mathematics  and  science.  . 

ADMISSION    TO    ADVANCED    STANDING. 

Students  who  have  studied  one  year  in  some  other  recognized  institution  may  be 
admitted  to  the  second  year  class,  and  those  who  have  studied  two  years  may  be  admitted 
to  the  junior  class,  but  students  are  not  received  from  other  schools  into  the  senior  class. 
Students  applying  for  advanced  standing  must  have  pursued  studies  reasonably  equivalent 
to  those  already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  they  seek  admission,  and  must  pass  the 
examinations  of  the  first  year  for  admission  to  the  second  year  class,  and  of  the  first  and 
second  years  for  admission  to  the  junior  class.  These  examinations  may  be  taken  in  June 
with  the  class  by  applying  to  the  Dean  at  least  four  weeks  before  Commencement,  or  they 
may  be  taken  at  the  time  of  the  autumn  examinations,  just  before  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  in  September.  Graduates  in  arts,  philosophy,  or  science,  who  have  pursued 
studies  in  chemistry,  physiology,  anatomy,  or  histology  during  their  undergraduate  courses 
may  receive  credit  for  such  work  as  is  the  equivalent  of  the  courses  in  these  studies  in  the 
first  year,  and  may  fill  out  the  number  of  hours  required  of  first  year  students  by  pursuing 
certain  advanced  studies  with  the  second  year  class,  or  by  pursuing  studies  chosen  from  a 
liberal  list  of  electives. 

HONORS    AND    PRIZES. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  magna  ctim  laude  will  be  conferred  on  students 
whose  examinations  and  school  work  show  distinguished  merit. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  on  students  whose 
examinations  and  school  work  show  unusual  merit. 

The  Campbell  Gold  Medal  is  a  memorial  of  Professor  James  Campbell,  M.D.,  and  is- 
awarded  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  secures  the  highest  rank  in  the  ex- 
aminations of  the  course. 

The  Keese  Prize:  The  income  of  the  fund  for  the  Keese  prize,  a  memorial  of 
Hobart  Keese,  M.D.,  of  the  class  of  1855,  which  amounts  to  about  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  dollars  annually,  is  awarded  by  the  Faculty  to  that  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  presents  the  best  thesis. 

Any  of  these  honors  may  be  withheld  at  the  option  of  the  Faculty. 
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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    A    DEGREE. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  every  candidate  must  fulfil  the 
following  conditions  : 

1.  He  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  must  sustain  a  good  reputation 
for  moral  character. 

2.  He  must  have  pursued  medical  studies  for  four  years,  and  have  been  a  student  in 
this  School  for  at  least  two  years.  If  he  has  not  pursued  the  four  years'  curriculum  in  this 
School,  he  must  have  taken  such  studies  in  some  other  recognized  institution  as  are  equiv- 
alent to  the  remainder  of  the  full  term  of  study. 

3.  He  must  have  passed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  P^aculty,  the  prescribed  examin- 
ations of  the  course,  and  must  have  presented  a  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  relating 
to  medicine.  The  thesis  should  be  presented  to  the  Dean  on  the  third  Wednesday  before 
Commencement.

Boston  University  School  of  Medicine. 

The  first  four  years'  course  of  graded  medical  instruction  ever  offered  in  this  country  was 
instituted  by  this  School  in  the  sping  of  1878.  For  twelve  years  it  was  maintained  alongside 
the  older  three  years'  course,  and  the  student  was  given  opportunity  to  elect  between  the  two. 
In  the  summer  of  1890  the  Faculty  were  satisfied  that  the  time  had  arrived  to  discontinue  the 
shorter  course  and  to  make  the  longer  one  the  required  course  for  all  students.     At  that  time 
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the  announcement  was  made  that  the  change  would  go  into  effect  in  the  fall  of  1891;  but  as 
several  students  immediately  appeared  who  were  anxious  to  begin  the  new  course  without 
delay,  provision  was  made  for  them,  and  the  required  four  years'  course  was  commenced  in  the 
fall  of  1890.  Since  that  date  the  requirement  has  been  four  years  of  professional  study  before 
promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  steps  ever 
taken  in  America  in  behalf  of  thorough  medical  education. 

This  School  from  the  first  has  been  one  of  the  foremost  in  advancing  medical  education, 
having  always  required  either  a  diploma  in  arts,  philosophy,  or  science,  or  an  entrance  examina- 
tion for  admission;  a  promotion  from  one  year's  study  to  another  only  after  a  satisfactory 
examinatiom  on  the  branches  just  completed,  and  other  measures  tending  to  more  thorough 
instruction. 

The  School  has  from  its  inception  been  closely  affiliated  with  the  Homoeopathic  Medical 
Dispensary  and  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic  Hospital;  the  very  marked  and  continuous 
growth  of  these  institutions  adding  greatly  to  the  clinical  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Faculty.  To  these  facilities  there  was  added  in  1886  the  Westborough  Insane  Hospital,  where 
in  the  course  of  sixteen  years  upwards  of  4,000  patients  have  been  treated,  thus  offering  clinics 
of  exceptional  value  and  size.  The  latest  addition  to  clinical  facilities  is  the  Maternity  Depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital  established  five  years  ago,  which,  added  to  the  extensive  opportunities  for 
obstetrical  work  presented  by  the  Dispensary,  enables  the  School  to  offer  its  students  superior 
training  in  obstetrics.  These  combined  facilities  constitute  advantages  in  the  way  of  clinical 
work  not  surpassed  by  those  of  any  medical  school  in  the  country.  The  Massachusetts 
Homoeopathic  Hospital,  mostly  built  by  private  munificence,  but  enlarged  by  the  bounty  of  the 
State,  is  one  of  the  largest  general  hospitals  under  homoeopathic  management  in  the  world. 
The  new  college  building  contains  physiological,  pathological  and  microscopical  laboratories 
fully  equipped,  each  able  to  accommodate  fifty  students  at  the  same  time;  a  library  capable  of 
holding  4,000  volumes;   a  pathological  museum  with  room  for  1,000  specimens. 

ADMISSION. 

Candidates  who  have  taken  their  first  degree  in  arts,  philosophy  or  science  are  admitted 
without  examination  on  exhibition  of  their  diplomas  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

A  "  Medical  Student's  "  certificate  or  a  "  Full  Course  "  certificate  from  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York  will  be  accepted. 

All  other  candidates  must  pass  an  examination  in  English,-  Latin,  French  or  German,  his- 
tory, mathematics,  physics  and  chemistry. 

CURRICULUM. 

A  thorough  and  comprehensive  curriculum  —  one  sufficient  to  impart  to  the  student  a 
complete  scientific  as  well  as  practical  medical  education — has  been  arranged.  To  each  term 
and  each  year  certain  studies  are  assigned,  in  which  the  student  is  required  to  become  profi- 
cient before  entering  upon  more  advanced  studies. 

First  year.  Human  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Dissection  (first  part).  Bacteriological  Tech- 
nique, General  Chemistry,  Embryology  and  Animal  Morphology,  Microscopy  and  Histological 
Technique,  Minor  Surgery,  Bandaging,  etc.,  Sanitary  Science,  Physical  Development  and 
Medical  Gymnastics,  Pharmaceutics,  Homoeopathy. 

Second  year.  Human  Anatomy,  Dissections  (second  and  third  parts).  Histology,  Physi- 
ology (didactic).  Physiology  (laboratory,  experimental).  Medical  and  Physiological  Chemistry, 
Urinary  Analysis  (technique  and  interpretation).  Materia  Medica,  Surgical  Pathology,  Clinical 
Diagnosis. 

Third  year.  Materia  Medica,  Theory  and  Practice,  General  Pathology  and  Pathological 
Anatomy,  Operative  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Diseases  of  the 
Throat  and  Nose,  Diseases  of  Children,  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  Clinics,  Dispensary  Practice 
(spring  term). 

Fourth  year.  Materia  Medica,  Theory  and  Practice,  Pathology,  Clinical  and  Regional 
Surgery,  Practical  and  Operative  Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Diseases  of  the 
Ear,  Electro-Therapeutics,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Insanity,  Diseases  of  the  Rectum, 
Venereal  Diseases  and  Genito-Urinary  Surgery,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Dispensary  Practice, 
Clinics  and  Clinical  Reports,  Thesis. 

POSTGRADUATE   COURSE. 

Physicians  who  have  received  the  medical  degree  and  are  approved  by  the  Faculty  will  be 
admitted  to  the  School,  and  allowed  to  attend  such  lectures  as  they  choose,  and  will  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  certificate  of  such  attendance.  Those  who  wish  to  review  any  of  their  past  studies, 
or  to  investigate  new  subjects,  will  have  excellent  opportunities  in  the  laboratories  of  the 
School,  as  well  as  in  the  daily  clinics  of  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary.     In  order  to  obtain 
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the  diploma  of  the  School,  they  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  entire  work  of  the 
senior  year,  and  present  evidence  of  competency  in  the  full  curriculum  of  the  School. 

Alumni  of  this  School  will  be  cordially  welcomed  to  all  lecture  courses,  and  special  con- 
cessions will  be  made  to  those  wishing  to  pursue  laboratory  or  clinical  investigations. 

SPECIAL    COURSES. 

Suitable  persons  may  be  admitted  to  such  course  or  courses  of  instruction  in  the  School  as 
they  shall  select,  and  their  attendance  may  be  certified  to  upon  their  tickets.  Such  special 
courses  will  not  count  as  any  part  of  the  regular  four  years'  course. 

GRADUATION. 

Boston  University  grants  the  degrees  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  Bachelor  of  Surgery,  and 
Doctor  of  Medicine,  on  the  following  conditions: 

Candidates  for  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Medicine  or  Bachelor  of  Surgery  must  have  pursued 
medical  studies  three  full  years  (the  last  of  the  three  in  this  School),  and  must  possess  "  rank  " 
obtained  in  this  School,  with  a  minimum  average  of  80  per  cent  in  the  following  studies : 
microscopy,  comparative  anatomy,  general  chemistry,  medical  chemistry,  human  anatomy  and 
bissections,  physiology  (didactic  and  laboratory),  sanitary  science,  minor  surgery,  and  the  pre- 
scribed third  year  course.  In  addition,  candidates  for  Bachelor  of  Medicine  must  have  attained 
85  per  cent  in  each  of  the  three  departments,  physiology,  pathology  and  therapeutics,  and 
materia  medica;  and  candidates  for  Bachelor  of  Surgery  not  less  than  85  per  cent  in  each  of 
the  two  departments,  anatomy  and  surgery. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  old,  of 
good  moral  character,  and  must  have  compHed  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  School.  Such 
as  have  not  pursued  the  {prescribed  course  in  this  School,  must  present  evidence  of  having 
studied  medicine  during  four  years,  the  last  of  the  four  in  this  School;  must  have  passed 
examinations  in  all  the  branches  included  in  the  work  of  the  senior  year,  and  present  evidence 
of  competency  in  the  full  curriculum  of  the  School. 

The  degree  Doctor  of  Medicine,  nwi  laude,  will  be  granted  to  candidates  who,  having 
fulfilled  all  the  requirements  of  the  School,  have  attained  in  each  study  pursued  in  the  School 
not  less  than  85  per  cent. 

The  degree  Doctor  of  Medicine,  magna  cum  laude,  will  be  granted  to  such  as  have 
attained  in  each  of  the  studies  pursued  in  the  School  not  less  than  90  per  cent.

EXTRACTS    OF   THE    LAW    OF    I902. 

a.  No  person  shall,  for  compensation,  gain  or  reward,  received  or  expected,  treat, 
operate  or  prescribe  for  any  injury,  deformity,  ailment,  or  disease,  actual  or  imaginary,  of 
another  person,  nor  practice  surgery  or  midwifery,  until  he  has  obtained  a  certificate  of 
registration,  and  then  only  in  the  kind  or  branch  of  practice  stated  in  said  certificate. 

b.  No  person  shall  obtain  a  certificate  of  registration  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  before  one  of  the  examining  committees  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
nor  until  he  has  filed  duplicate  certificates  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  examining  commit- 
tee, stating  that  they  have  found  him  qualified  to  practice  either  medicine,  surgery  or  mid- 
wifery, nor  until  he  has  filed  duplicate  statements  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  him  upon 
blanks  furnished,  giving  his  name,  age,  place  of  birth  and  present  residence,  stating  of  what 
medical  college  he  is  a  graduate,  and  the  date  of  such  graduation,  together  with  such  other 
information  as  shall  be  required.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  said  examination  until  he- 
presents  to  the  committee,  by  whom  he  is  to  be  examined,  satisfactory  evidence  that  he 
has  received  a  diploma  from  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college.  Any  person 
passing  such  examination  and  filing  said  certificates  and  statements  shall  receive  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  upon  payment  of  two  dollars,  a  certificate  of  registration,  which 
shall  state  that  the  person  named  has  been  found  qualified  so  to  practice. 

c.  An  applicant  rejected  by  an  examining  committee  shall  not  be  eligible  to  re- 
examination until  after  the  expiration  of  four  months. 

1.  Examinations  will  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November^ 
at  the  City  Hall,  New  Haven,  beginning  at  9.30  a.  m.,  and  lasting  two  days,  closing  at  4.30 
p.  M.  of  the  second  day. 

2.  Examinations  will  be  conducted  in  writing  in  the  English  language. 

3.  Examinations  for  general  practice  consist  of  ten  questions  in  each  of  the  following: 
branches :  • 

I.  Anatomy.  2.  Surgery.  3.  Materia  Medica,  including  Therapeutics.  4.  Practice, 
including  Pathology  and  Diagnosis.  5.  Obstetrics,  including  Gynecology.  6.  Physiology. 
7.     Medical  Chemistry  and  Hygiene. 

4.  In  order  to  be  admitted  to  practice,  the  applicant  must  obtain  a  general  average- 
of  seventy-five  per  cent.  In  no  branch  shall  his  percentage  be  less  than  sixty,  and  in 
practice,  obstetrics  and  surgery  the  minimum  requirement  will  be  sixty-five  per  cent. 

5.  Examination  fee  fifteen  dollars,  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  examination, 

6.  Candidates  once  rejected  must  pay  full  fee  on  another  trial. 

7.  All  candidates  must  be  graduates  of  some  reputable  medical  college  and  must  pre- 
sent their  diplomas  (or  a  certificate  from  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  College)  for  inspection, 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  at  the  opening  of  the  session.  Those  having  Bachelor's- 
degrees  in  arts  or  sciences  will  please  so  specify. 

8.  Candidates  must  make  formal  application  to  the  secretary  at  least  five  days  before 
the  date  of  the  examination. 

9.  Questions  used  at  some  former  examinations  will  be  found  in  the  yearly  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society —  the  Board  is  unable  to  supply  copies. 

It  is  unlawful  to  practice  in  the  state  while  waiting  for  the  examination. 
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Commitment  of  Insane. 

GENERAL  STATUTES,  CHAPTER  1 63. 

Court  of  Probate  may  order  Insane  taken  to  Hospital. 
Section  2742.  When  any  pauper  in  any  town  shall  be  insane  a  selectman  of  such 
town  may  apply  to  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  district  wherein  said  pauper  resides  for  his 
commitment  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  said  Court  shall  appoint  two  respect- 
able physicians  who  shall  fully  investigate  the  facts  of  the  case  and  report  to  said  Court ; 
and  if  such  physicians  shall  report  that  said  pauper  is  insane,  the  Court  may  order  a  select- 
man or  some  proper  officer  forthwith  to  take  such  pauper  to  the  hospital,  where  he  shall  be 
kept  and  supported  so  long  as  may  be  requisite,  and  two  dollars  per  week  of  the  expense  of 
his  support  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  whose  selectman  applies  for  said  commitment,  and 
the  balance  by  the  State  ;  and  when  an  indigent  person  not  a  pauper  is  insane,  application 
may  be  made  by  any  person  in  his  behalf  to  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  district  where  he 
resides,  who  shall  appoint  two  respectable  physicians  and  a  selectman  of  the  town  where 
said  indigent  person  resides,  who  shall  fully  investigate  the  facts  and  report  to  said  Court, 
which,  if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  indigent  and  insane,  shall  order  him  to  be  taken  by 
the  person  making  the  application,  or  such  other  person  as  it  may  direct,  to  the  hospital, 
where  he  shall  be  kept  and  supported  as  long  as  may  be  requisite,  and  two  dollars  per  week 
of  the  expense  of  his  support  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  making  the  application,  and  the 
balance  by  the  State.  The  word  "  support  "  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all 
necessary  food,  clothing,  medicine  and  medical  attendance.  The  selectman  appointed  by 
the  Court  to  investigate  the  facts  in  the  case  of  an  indigent  insane  person  shall  include  in 
his  report  to  it  his  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  estate  of  such  indigent  insane  person  so  far 
as  he  can  ascertain  the  same,  and  the  judge  making  the  order  of  commitment  shall  note 
therein  the  amount  of  said  estate  so  reported  to  him.  All  proceedings  in  the  Court  of 
Probate  upon  such  applications  shall  be  in  waiting,  and  lodged  and  kept  in  the  registry  of 
said  Court ;  and  whenever  a  Court  shall  pass  an  order  for  the  admission  of  any  pauper  or 
indigent  person  to  the  hospital,  it  shall  record  the  same  and  give  a  certified  copy  of  said 
order  and  proceedings  to  the  person  by  whom  such  pauper  or  indigent  person  is  to  be  taken 
to  the  hospital,  as  the  warrant  for  such  taking  and  commitment,  and  shall  also  forthwith 
transmit  a  like  copy  to  the  Governor.  In  case  the  Court,  to  which  application  is  made  for 
the  commitment  of  an  insane  pauper  or  insane  indigent  person,  shall  find  that  the  Connec- 
ticut Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  unable,  because  of  an  excess  of  patients,  to  accommodate 
the  person  to  be  committed,  such  Court  may  commit  such  person  to  such  other  asylum  or 
hospital  as  the  Court  shall  in  its  order  mention  by  name  and  expressly  find  to  be  suitable. 
In  case  of  a  commitment  to  such  other  asylum  or  hospital,  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  shall  be  determined  by  Section  2779,  and  the  balance  of  the  support  of  the  person 
committed  shall  be  paid  by  the  town,  or  by  the  person  making  the  application,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

CHAPTER  165. 

Section  2750.  Whenever  any  insane  female  shall  be  committed  to  an  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  the  Court  shall,  unless  such  female  is  to  be 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  her  own  family,  direct  that  at  least  one  adult  female  shall 
accompany  her.

The  University  Library  contains  280,000  volumes  and  includes  the  Medical  Library. 
The  University  subscribes  annually  for  the  most  important  of  the  French,  German,  English 
and  American  journals.  The  Medical  Library  is  an  important  part  of  the  facilities  of  this 
school,  as  it  gives  the  student  ample  opportunities  of  working  in  special  lines.  Medical 
students  have  the  same  privileges  of  consulting  and  drawing  books  as  students  in  the  other 
departments  of  the  University.  A  small  circulating  library  of  recent  medical  books  is 
maintained  in  the  alumni  room  in  Medical  Hall  by  the  editors  of  the  Yale  Medical  Journal. 


Registration  of  Osteopatlis. 

There  shall  continue  to  be  a  state  board  of  osteopathic  registration  and  examination, 
composed  of  three  members.  The  Governor  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1903, 
and  biennially  thereafter,  appoint  the  members  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  their  ottice 
for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of  their  appointment,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be 
resident  osteopathic  physicians  of  good  standing  in  their  profession  and  graduates  of 
legally  chartered  colleges  of  osteopathy.  Said  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  number 
to  be  its  recorder,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  official  proceedings  of  said  board,  and 
copies  of  said  record  certified  by  him  shall  be  legal  evidence.  On  request  of  said  board, 
the  comptroller  shall  provide  a  suitable  room  in  the  capitol  for  its  meetings.  Said  board 
shall  meet  at  the  capitol  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  March  and  September  in  each  year,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  appoint.  At  any  meeting  of  said 
board,  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Said  board  shall  create  no 
expense  exceeding  the  sum  received  from  time  to  time  as  fees  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Said  board  shall  make  such  rules  of  procedure  for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  of  applica- 
tion and  hearing  before  it  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

No  person  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  this  state  unless  such  person 
shall  have  first  obtained  from  the  said  board  a  licence  therefor.  All  applications  for  such 
license  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  applicant,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  said 
board,  setting  forth  such  facts  concerning  the  applicant  as  said  board  shall  require,  and  no 
license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  unless  he  shall  have  received  a  certificate  of  gradua- 
tion from  some  reputable  college  of  osteopathy,  duly  recognized  by  the  laws  of  the  state 
wherein  the  same  is  situated,  or  unless  he  shall  have  spent  as  pupil  or  assistant  at  least 
two  years  under  the  instruction  and  direction  of  some  reputable  practitioner  of  osteopathy, 
or  unless  he  shall  have  been  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  this  state  on 
June  17,  1901.  Any  person  who,  at  said  date,  was  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
osteopathy  in  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  license  upon  making  application 
to  the  board  as  provided  in  this  section  and  paying  a  fee  of  two  dollars.  Any  person,  who 
shall  desire  to  commence  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  this  state,  shall  make  application  to 
the  board  as  provided  in  this  section.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  said  board 
shall  require  the  applicant  to  submit  to  an  examination  as  to  his  qualifications  for  such 
practice,  which  examination  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology, 
and  the  principles  and  practice  of  osteopathy.  If  such  examination  shall  be  passed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board,  it  shall  issue  its  license  to  the  said  applicant.  A  license,  however, 
may  be  granted  without  such  examination  to  any  person  who  has  been  in  active  and  con- 
tinuous practice  of  osteopathy  for  three  successive  years  iix  any  other  state,  who  shall 
satisfy  the  board  as  to  his  fitness  to  engage  in  such  practice. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  §4738,  every  person  applying  for  a  licence  shall  at 
the  time  of  his  application  pay  to  the  recorder  twenty-five  dollars,  and,  if  said  applicant 
shall  faU  to  obtain  his  license,  twenty  dollars  shall  be  returned  to  him.  The  board  shall 
refuse  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  guilty  of  a  felony,  or  addicted  to  any  vice  to  such  a 
degree  as  to  render  him  unfit  to  practice  osteopathy ;  and  may,  after  notice  and  hearing, 
revoke  the  license  of  any  person  convicted  of  a  felony.  The  recorder  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  shall  annually,  before  the  tenth  of  November  of 
each  year,  render  an  account  thereof  to  the  comptroller;  and  shall  pay  from  the  moneys 
received  the  expenses  for  necessary  books  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  said  board  and  the 
necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  said  board.  The  license  provided  for  in 
§4738  shall  not  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  prescribe  or  use  drugs  in  his  practice, 
nor  to  perform  surgical  operations.  Osteopathic  physicians  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  that  govern  other  physicians  in  the  making   and   filing   of   certificates   of 
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death,  in  the  control  of  contagious  diseases,  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  public  health. 
Every  person  who  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  section  or  of  §4737  and  §4738  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence.  Nothing  in  this  section  or  in  §4737  or 
§4738  shall  prohibit  any  legally  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state 
from  the  practice  of  his  profession.  —  Report  State  Board  of  Health,  sections  4737-4739- 


Regfistration  of  Dentists. 

The  Governor  shall  on  or  before  the  first  of  July  biennially  appoint  five  dental  com- 
missioners, who  shall  hold  otiftce  for  two  years  from  the  first  of  July  in  the  year  of  their 
respective  appointments,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 
No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  dental  commissioner  who  shall  not  have  been,  for  at 
least  ten  years  previous  to  such  appointment,  a  practitioner  in  dentistry  in  this  state  and 
in  good  standing  in  his  profession.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
to  be  their  otticial  recorder,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  official  proceedings,  and  copies 
of  said  record  certified  by  him  shall  be  legal  evidence.  The  comptroller  shall  provide  a 
suitable  place  in  the  capitol  for  said  commissioners.  The  commissioners  shall  meet  in  May 
of  each  year  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  designate.  They  shall  give  due  notice  of 
every  meeting  by  advertising  the  time  and  place  thereof,  for  two  weeks  successively,  in  two 
of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  Hartford.  They  may  make  rules  of  procedure  for  the 
regulation  of  all  applications  and  hearings  before  them. 

No  person  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  unless  such  person  shall  have  first 
obtained  from  said  commissioners  a  license.  This  section,  however,  shall  not  apply  to 
persons  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  1893. 

Every  application  for  such  license  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  no 
license  shall  issue  to  any  person  unless  he  shall  have  received  a  diploma  or  other  sufficient 
certificate  of  graduation  from  some  reputable  dental  college,  or  medical  college  having  a 
department  of  dentistry  and  recognized  by  the  laws  of  the  state  wherein  the  same  is  sit- 
uated, or  unless  he  shall  have  spent  three  years  under  the  instruction  of  some  reputable 
dentist,  or  unless  he  shall  have  had  at  least  three  years'  continuous  practice  as  a  dentist. 

Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  be  examined  by  said  commissioners  as  to  his  pro- 
fessional knowledge  and  skill  before  such  license  shall  be  granted,  and  they  may  refuse  to 
grant  a  license  where  they  are  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  unfit  or  incompetent ;  they 
may  for  good  and  legal  cause  revoke  any  license  that  has  been  granted,  and  may  prohibit 
any  dentist  in  lawful  practice  from  further  practice,  on  satisfactory  proof  that  such  dentist 
has  become  unfit  or  incompetent.  Cruelty,  incapacity,  unskillfulness,  gross  negligence, 
indecent  conduct  towards  patients,  or  such  unprofessional  behavior  as  shows  unfitness 
on  the  part  of  the  dentist,  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  a  license,  or  pro- 
hibition to  practice;  whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  to  a  commissioner  against  a  dentist 
said  commissioner  shall  investigate  the  matter,  and  on  finding  probable  cause  shall  notify 
the  party  complained  of  to  appear  before  the  dental  commissioners  and  show  cause  why 
he  should  not  be  prohibited  from  practice  or  why  his  license  should  not  be  revoked. 

Everj'^such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  recorder,  and  shall  contain 
a  statement  of  the  causes  for  which  such  prohibition  or  revocation  is  claimed,  and  shall 
specify  the^  place  and  time  for  the  hearing,  which  shall  be  at  least  twelve  days  after  the 
service  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  served  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof,  attested  by 
the  recorder,  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  party  complained  of  or  at  his  last  usual  place 
of  abode,  or  by  sending  the  same  by  mail. 

Every  dentist  who  shall  at  any  hearing  before  the  commissioners,  either  by  himself  or 
by  his  procurement,  make  a  false  statement  or  misrepresentation  with  intent  to  deceive 
said  commissioners,  shall  forfeit  his  license,  or  be  prohibited  from  practice. 

Every  dentist  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  said  commissioners  in  the  revocation  of  his 
license  or  prohibition  from  his  practice,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court,  or  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  in  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  for  a  writ  of  mandamus,  requiring  them  to 
revoke  their  decision,  if  the  same  be  found  on  hearing  to  have  been  erroneous.  Such 
application  for  mandamus  may  be  served  on  said  commissioners  by  leaving  with  the 
recorder  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  an  attested  copy  thereof  within  twelve  days  after 
said  commissioners  shall  have  notified  such  dentist  of  their  decision. 

Every  person  applying  for  a  license  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  pay  to  the 
recorder  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars,  but  if  such  applicant  shall  fail  to  obtain  his  license, 
twenty  dollars  shall  be  returned  to  him.  The  recorder  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys 
received  by  him,  and  shall  annually  in  November  render  his   account  to  the   comptroller; 
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and  shall  pay  from  the  moneys  received  by  him  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the 
commissioners  and  for  necessary  books  and  stationery,  and  shall  keep  all  files,  receipts, 
and  records  in  his  possession,  and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successors  in  office. 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  prevent  a  practicing  physician  or  surgeon  from 
the  performance  of  an  operation  in  dentistry  on  a  patient  under  his  charge,  nor  a  lawfully 
practicing  dentist  from  availing  himself  of  the  services  of  any  pupil,  student,  or  assistant,. 
employed  by  him  and  under  his  immediate  supervision. 

Every  person  who  shall  practice  dentistry  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence;  and  the  unlawful  practice  of 
dentistry  for  each  week  shall  be  a  separate  offence.  —  Report  State  Board  of  Health,  sec- 
tions 4740-4751.

DUTIES    OF    STATE    BOARD. 

Said  board  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  interests  of  health  and  life  among  the  people, 
of  this  state;  make  sanitary  investigations  and  inquire  respecting  the  causes  of  disease 
and  especially  of  epidemics,  the  sources  of  mortality,  and  the  effects  of  localities,  employ- 
ments, conditions,  ingesta,  habits,  and  other  circumstances  upon  the  public  health,  and 
collect  such  information  in  respect  to  these  matters  as  may  be  useful  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties  and  contribute  to  the  promotion  of  health  and  the  security  of  life  in  this  state; 
cause  to  be  made  by  their  secretary  or  by  a  committee  of  the  board  inspections  at  such 
times  as  it  may  deem  best,  and  whenever  directed  by  the  Governor  or  the  general  assembly, 
of  all  public  hospitals,  prisons,  asylums,  or  other  public  institutions,  in  regard  to  the  loca- 
tion, drainage,  water  supply,  disposal  of  excreta,  heating  and  ventilation,  and  other  circum- 
stances in  any  way  affecting  the  health  of  their  inmates,  and  shall  also  suggest  in  writing 
to  the  officers  thereof  such  remedies  as  they  may  consider  suitable  for  the  removal  of  all 
conditions  detrimental  to  health  in  said  institutions. 

The  board  also  investigates  the  pollution  of  streams,  the  adulteration  of  foods,  the 
registration  of  dentists,  doctors,  midwifes,  osteopaths  and  druggists.  The  secretary  of  the 
board  is  the  Superintendent  of  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics. 

COUNTY    HEALTH    OFFICERS. 

The  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  appoint  a  health  officer  for  each  county.  The 
person  appointed  shall  be  an  attorney-at-law  residing  in  the  county. 

POWERS   AND    DUTIES. 

The  county  health  ofiicer  shall  cause  the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  public 
health  and  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  nuisances  dangerous  to  public  health,  and  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  and  co-operate  with  and  supervise 
the  •  doings  of  town,  city  and  borough  health  officers  and  boards  of  health,  within  his 
county.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  grand  juror  m  each  of  the  several  towns  within 
his  county,  and  all  the  powers  of  the  prosecuting  officer  of  each  city,  borough,  town  or 
police  court  within  his  county  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  laws  concerning  conta- 
gious diseases  and  public  health,  nuisances  injurious  to  health  or  life,  for  violations  of  by- 
laws or  ordinances  relating  to  public  health  and  contagious  diseases  adopted  by  a  city  or 
borough,  for  the  violation  of  the  orders  of  town,  city,  or  borough  health  officers,  for  the 
prevention  or  removal  of  nuisances  dangerous  to  public  health,  for  violations  of  the  laws 
relating  to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  or  mid- 
wifery, and  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons  and  antitoxine.  County  health  offi- 
cers may  sign  complaints  in  any  town,  city  or  borough  in  the  county,  to  run  into  the  same 
or  any  other  town,  city  or  borough  in  the  county. 

The  county  health  officer  appoints  in  each  town  one  learned  in  medical  and  sanitary 
science  to  be  health  officer  for  that  town. 

DUTIES    OF   TOWN,    CITY,    AND    BOROUGH    HEALTH    OFFICERS. 

Town,  city,  and  borough  health  officers  shall,  within  th.eir  several  jurisdictions,  examine 
into  all  nuisances  and  sources  of  filth  injurious  to  the  public  health,  cause  such  nuisances 
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to  be  abated,  and  cause  to  be  removed  all  filth  found  which,  in  their  judgment,  may  endan- 
ger the  health  of  the  inhabitants ;  and  all  expenses  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  such 
nuisance  or  filth  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who  placed  it  there,  if  known,  and,  if  not 
known,  by  the  town,  city  or  borough,  as  the  case  may  be.  When  any  such  filth  or  nuisance 
shall  be  found  on  private  property  such  officer  shall  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
property  to  remove  or  abate  the  same  at  his  expense,  within  such  time  as  the  officer  shall 
direct,  and,  if  he  shall  neglect  to  remove  it,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  and  pay  such  expense  and  costs  as  shall  be  incurred  by  such  removal  or  abatement ; 
any  health  officer  may  enter  all  places  within  his  jurisdiction  where  there  is  just  cause  to 
suspect  any  nuisances  or  sources  of  filth  to  exist. 


Children's  Institutions  Department. 

Temporary  county  homes  are  provided  for  the  better  protection  of  children  between 
the  ages  of  four  and  eighteen  years,  waifs,  strays,  children  in  charge  of  overseers  of  the 
poor,  children  of  prisoners,  drunkards,  or  paupers,  and  others  committed  to  hospitals,  alms- 
houses, or  workhouses,  and  all  children  within  said  ages,  deserted,  neglected,  cruelly  treated, 
or  dependent,  or  living  in  any  disorderly  house,  or  house  reputed  to  be  a  house  of  ill-fame 
or  assignation.  No  such  home  shall  be  located  within  one-half  mile  of  any  penal  or  pauper 
institution;  and  no  pauper  or  convict  shall  be  permitted  to  live  or  labor  therein.  No  such 
home  shall  be  used  as  a  permanent  residence  for  any  child,  but  for  its  temporary  protection, 
for  so  long  a  time  only  as  shall  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  placing  of  the  child  in  a 
well  selected  family  home. 

No  child  demented,  idiotic,  or  suffering  from  any  incurable  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  committed  to  any  such  home  or  allowed  to  remain  therein. 

The  Board  of  Control  is  composed  of  the  county  commissioners,  wherein  the  home  is 
located,  one  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Charities. 

The  board  in  each  county  shall  have  full  guardianship  and  control  of  each  child  com- 
mitted to  the  temporary  home  for  such  county  until  such  child  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  or  such  guardianship  and  control  shall  have  been  legally  transferred,  or 
another  guardian  appointed  by  the  Probate  Court  with  the  consent  of  said  board;  and 
said  board  in  each  county  shall  have  full  power  to  place  any  child  committed  to  the  tem- 
porary home  of  the  county  at  such  employment,  and  cause  the  child  to  be  instructed  in 
such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be  suited  to  the  age  and  capacity  of  the  child 
for  such  term  of  years,  not  extending  beyond  the  child's  seventeenth  year,  as  will  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  child.  Parents  whose  children  have  been  supported  by  a  temporary 
home  for  three  years  shall  not  be  entitled  to  their  earnings  or  services  after  they  have 
become  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  not  place  or  retain  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
eighteen  years  in  almshouses  after  they  shall  have  been  notified  by  said  board  that  a  tem- 
porary home  in  their  county  is  open  for  such  children ;  and  upon  such  notice  they  shall 
cause  all  such  children  in  almshouses  to  be  removed  to  such  home ;  provided,  that  if  one 
of  the  parents  of  such  children,  who  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  shall  be  committed 
to  the  almshouse  with,  and  may  there  care  for  them,  such  children  may  remain  with  such 
■parent  in  the  almshouse  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  days  in  any  one  year. 

Any  Court  of  Probate,  any  city,  police,  borough,  or  town  court  may,  upon  proceedings 
instituted  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  commitment  of  children  to  the  industrial  or 
reform  schools  of  the  state,  or  upon  the  petition  of  the  Connecticut  Humane  Society  or  the 
state  board  of  charities,  may  commit  any  child  to  any  temporary  home  that  may  have  been 
established  until  such  male  child  shall  be  sbvteen  years  of  age  and  until  such  female  child 
shall  be  eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  the  board  of  management  of 
the  temporary  home  in  the  county  in  which  such  child  is  committed.  Said  board  may  place 
any  such  child  in  any  private  family  or  in  any  chartered  orphan  asylum  or  children's  home 
in  this  state  wherein  such  child  will  be  accepted  for  the  period  for  which  such  child  was 
committed  to  such  temporary  home  or  for  any  portion  thereof. 

No  child  coming  under  the  class  of  cases  sent  to  temporary  homes  shall  be  committed 
to  the  Connecticut  School  for  Boys  or  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  unless  such 
child  is  found  to  have  committed  an  offense  punishable  by  law,  or  is  leading  an  idle, 
vagrant  or  vicious  life,  or  the  court  or  magistrate  making  the  commitment  is  of  opinion 
that  the  child's  previous  circumstances  and  life  have  been  such  as  to  make  it  desirable  that 
such  child  should  be  placed  under  the  restraint,  care,  and  guardianship  of  one  of  said 
.schools. 

The  probate  judge  may,  at  any  time  on  application  of  the  parents  withdraw  a  child 
<;ommitted  to  a  county  home. 
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Hospitals,  Homes,  and  Institutions. 


New  Haven  Hospital. 

New  Haven,  Conn. 

Organized  in  1827,  and  is  under  the  care  of  the  General  Hospital  Society  of  Con- 
necticut. 

1.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease, 
and  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  New  Haven,  Conn.  In 
accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  hospital,  the  Superintendent,  as  the  representative 
of  the  Prudential  Committee,  arranges  the  terms  of  admission  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  and  the  accommodation  required. 

2.  The  nursing  is  performed  by  the  Connecticut  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

3.  The  ordinary  charge  per  week  for  accommodation  in  the  wards  is  ^7.00,  which 
includes  medical  and  surgical  attendance,  together  with  medicine,  nursing  and  washing. 

4.  Private  rooms  are  furnished  at  $25.00  or  more  per  week,  according  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  case. 

5.  Persons  partly  supported  by  the  towns  in  which  they  '•eside  and  partly  by  the 
State  appropriation  are  admitted  on  an  order  from  the  town  authorities.  Town  patients 
are  received  at  $5.00  per  week. 

6.  Soldiers  enrolled  on  the  state  quota  in  the  Civil  War,  or  in  the  quotas  of  other 
states  if  residents  of  Connecticut  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  and  now  residents,  are  ad- 
mitted as  state  patients  on  an  order  from  the  executive  officer  of  the  Soldiers'  Hospital 
Board. 

7.  Sailors  whose  support  is  provided  for  from  the  marine  hospital  fund  are  admitted 
on  the  order  of  the  Collector  of  the  Port  of  New  Haven. 

S.  Persons  carried  directly  to  the  hospital  from  the  place  of  an  accident  are  imme- 
diately admitted. 

9.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient. 

10.  Insane  persons  and  those  suffering  from  contagious  diseases  are  not  admitted. 
A'training  school  for  nurses  is  connected.

Hartford  Hospital. 

Hudson  Street,  Hartford,  Conn. 

Incorporated  in  May,  1854.  Opened  in  1859.  There  are  accommodations  for  354 
patients  with  a  capacity  for  400  beds.  The  hospital  provides  care  for  medical  and  surgical 
cases,  contagious  cases,  tubercular  cases,  and  obstetrical  cases. 

The  Tubercular  Hospital  was  opened  May  i,  1902;  at  the  present  time  there  are  about 
thirty  patients,  though  there  are  accommodations  for  fifty  patients.

The  Children's  Hospital,  containing  two  wards  of  twenty-one  beds  each,  one  for  boys 
and  one  for  girls,  and  one  ward  of  twenty-one  beds  for  women  suffering  with  chronic 
diseases,  and  six  private  rooms,  is  recently  completed.  Children  are  received  in  these 
wards  to  the  age  of  sixteen.

Chartered  in  1895.  ^^^  ^'^^^  money  raised  for  the  hospital  was  by  Miss  Adelyn  Howard, 
in  memory  of  her  a  room  is  called  the  Adelyn  Howard  Room. 

In  1899  the  Winchester  Hospital  Association  was  chartered  and  ^10,000  appropriated. 
Mrs.  Julia  A.  Batcheller  gave  thirteen  and  one-half  acres  of  land  on  Spencer  and  Main  Streets 
for  the  hospital,  and  Mrs.  Maria  M.  Brown  gave  $5,000,  for  furnishing  the  hospital. 

Doctors  Howd,  Pratt,  and  Hulbert  visited  hospitals  in  various  parts  of  the  country  and  the 
present  plan  of  the  hospital  is  the  result  of  their  investigations. 

Ground  was  broken  July  18,  1900,  and  the  General  Assembly  of  1901,  consolidated  the 
two  organizations  under  the  name  of  the  Litchfield  County  Hospital,  and  an  appropriation  of 
^20,000  for  building  and  $6,1x8  for  maintenance,  was  secured. 

On  Jan.  29,  1902,  the  hospital  was  formally  opened.  The  gift  of  $5,000  for  the  first  free 
bed  was  made,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  B.  Griswold  gave  securities  and  real  estate  to  the 
value  of  $40,000,  and  Mrs.  A.  Sophia  Camp,  the  sum  of  $2,500. 

The  first  patient  was  admitted  Feb.  3,  1902.  One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  cases  have  been 
treated  the  first  year,  and  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  twelve. 

All  patients  are  admitted  by  permits  from  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent,  and 
the  charges  arranged.  The  ordinary  charge  is  $7.00  a  week.  Private  rooms  are  $12.00  a  week. 
Patients  supported  partly  by  towns  and  the  State  are  admitted  on  an  order  from  the  town 
authorities.  Town  patients  are  received  at  $5.00  a  week.  Accident  cases  are  admitted 
immediately.

Connecticut  Medical  Society. 

The  Connecticut  Medical  Society  was  organized  in  1791  and  incorporated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1825.  The  Society  includes  eight  county  associations;  they  are  known  by  the  counties 
in  which  they  are  situated,  and  each  county  association  includes  all  the  members  of  the 
Connecticut  Medical  Society  within  its  limits. 

Honorary  Members  not  residing  in  the  State  may  be  elected  by  the  President  and  Fellows, 

The  superintendence  and  management  of  the  Society  is  vested  in  a  body  known  and  called 
by  the  name  of  "  The  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society."  That  the 
President  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Society  for  the  time  being,  and  of  Fellows  (not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five)  chosen 
by  and  from  each  of  the  county  associations. 

The  meeting  of  the  President  and  Fellows  is  held  annually  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
May,  alternately  at  Hartford  and  New  Haven,  except  when  by  a  majority  of  the  vote  they 
agree  to  hold  it  at  some  other  place.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Society 
follows. 

The  members  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society,  constituting  the  county  associations, 
meet  annually  in  their  respective  counties  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
President  and  Fellows,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  determine. 

Any  practising  physician  of  good  moral  character  having  the  necessary  qualifications,  and 
making  application  for  that  purpose,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  by  a  major  vote  by  ballot 
of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  in  the  association  in  the  county  where  said 
person  resides,  providing  he  has  been  residing  and  practising  in  the  State  one  year  and  in  said 
county  six  months.  All  persons  so  elected  shall,  within  one  year  after  his  election,  subscribe  to 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Society  or  otherwise  declare  in  writing  their  assent  to  the  same,  or  their 
election  will  be  declared  void. 

The  annual  assessment  never  exceeds  five  dollars. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  who  shall  make,  vend,  or  publicly  recommend,  or  who  is 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  manufacture,  use  or  sale  of  any  nostrum  or  patent  medi- 
cine, shall  not  be  eligible  to  any  office,  and  is  liable  to  be  suspended  from  the  privileges  of  the 
Society,  or  to  expulsion. 

No  member  of  the  Society  shall  hold  professional  consultation  or  intercourse  with  any 
other  than  licensed  physicians  and  surgeons  in  regular  standing. 

The  Society  adopts  the  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  American  Medical  Association  as  a  part  of 
its  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Previous  to  1793,  Yale  College  conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 
From  1793  to  1813,  inclusive,  honorary  degrees  were  conferred  by  the  Connecticut  Medical 
Society,  in  accordance  with  its  Charter.  ,  When  the  Medical  College  at  Yale  was  organized  and 
went  into  operation,  the  Medical  Society,  by  agreement  with  Yale,  ceased  to  act  independently 
in  conferring  degrees. 

The  Charter  of  the  Medical  College,  after  providing  for  degrees  to  be  conferred  by  exami- 
nation, provided  that,  "  The  President  of  the  College  may  also  confer  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  upon  those  persons  whom  the  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut 
Medical  Society  shall  recommend  for  that  purpose." 

In  accordance  with  this  provision,  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society  state,  "  No  member  of  this 
Society  shall  be  recommended  to  the  President  and  Fellows  .of  Yale  College  for  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  until  such  member  shall  have  been  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  at  least,  and  no  more  than  one  shall  be  recommended  from 
this  State  in  any  one  year,  and  such  degree  shall  be  conferred  solely  on  the  ground  of  distin- 
guished merit  and  honor  of  the  individual,"  and  that  "The  names  of  candidates  for  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  honorary  membership,  shall  be  published  in  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  not  acted  upon  for  one  year  subsequent  to  the  time  such 
nominations  are  made." 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Society  are  published  annually. 

The  nomination  to  professorships  in  the  Medical  Department  of  Yale  College,  since  the 
year  1810,  has  been  made  by  1  joint  committee  of  an  equal  number  of  persons  appointed  by 
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the  President  and  Fellows  of  Yale  College  and  the  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Society; 
but  all  articles  of  agreement  between  the  two  organizations  were  annulled  in  1884.

Connecticut  Homoeopathic  Medical  Society. 

Incorporated  June  10,  1864,  to  promulgate  the  principles  of  homoeopathy  and  advance 
the  science  of  medicine. 

Any  legally  licensed  physician  of  this  State  in  good  professional  standing,  who  believes 
that  the  law  similia  similibus  ctirantur  is  the  best  guide  in  therapy,  shall  be  eligible  for  active 
membership  in  the  Society. 

Any  active  member  of  the  Society  in  good  standing  who  leaves  the  State  is  eligible  for 
corresponding  membership  in  the  Society. 

Any  homoeopathic  physician  in  good  standing,  residing  outside  the  State  of  Connecticut,, 
shall  be  eligible  for  honorary  membership  in  the  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  alternately  at  Hartford  and  New  Haven  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  May.  There  shall  be  also  a  semi-annual  meeting  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  selected  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting. 

A  written  application  for  active  membership,  stating  the  name  and  residence  of  the  appli- 
cant, and,  if  possessing  a  medical  degree,  the  name  of  the  institution  that  granted  it  and  the 
date  of  such  grant,  or,  if  practising  simply  under  a  license,  the  date  of  such  license  and  its 
source,  and  bearing  the  signatures  of  two  active  members  of  the  Society,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
secretary,  and  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Board  of  Censors,  who  shall  report  upon  it. 

The  election  of  approved  candidates  shall  be  by  ballot  and  shall  take  place  at  the  regular 
meeting,  at  which  the  Board  of  Censors  will  have  reported.  Three  black  balls  will  reject  a 
candidate.  The  elected  candidate  shall  become  a  member  on  payment  of  the  annual  dues  of 
three  dollars. 

Corresponding  members  are  balloted  for  at  a  regular  meeting,  they  having  previously  for- 
warded their  application  in  writing  to  the  secretary,  who  has  passed  it  to  the  Board  of  Censors 
for  their  investigation  into  the  standing  of  the  applicant  as  an  active  member  of  the  Society. 

It  shall  be  considered  unprofessional  for  a  member  of  this  Society  to  diminish  the  standard 
fees  with  a  view  to  mercenary  competition. 

Any  member  guilty  of  habitual  intemperance,  gross  immorality,  unprofessional  conduct  or 
crime  against  the  statute  law,  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  any  meeting,  provided  that  the  accused  has  been  served  with  a  written  copy  of  the 
charges,  bearing  the  seal  of  the  Society  and  the  secretary's  signature  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  date  of  the  meeting.

EXTRACTS   FROM  THE  MEDICAL   PRACTICE    ACT. 

Section  9.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  it 
shall  be  illegal  for  any  person  not  duly  registered  by  this  board  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery, 
or  any  branch  thereof  for  gain  or  hire  within  this  state.  Whoever  not  being  registered  as 
aforesaid  shall  so  practice  or  shall  advertise  or  hold  himself  out  to  the  public  as  a  physician  or 
surgeon  in  this  state  who  appends  to  his  name  the  letters  "  M.D.,"  or  who  uses  the  title  of  a 
doctor  or  physician,  meaning  thereby  a  doctor  of  medicine,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment 
n  jail  for  three  months,  or  both. 

Sect.  10.  (As  amended  March  22,  1901.)  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned 
officers  of  the  United  States  army,  navy,  or  marine  hospital  service,  or  to  a  physician  or  surgeon 
who  is  called  from  another  state  to  treat  a  particular  case  and  who  does  not  otherwise  practice 
in  this  state,  nor  to  prohibit  gratuitous  service  or  the  rendering  of  assistance  in  emergency 
cases,  nor  to  midwives  who  lay  no  claim  to  the  title  of  physician  or  doctor. 

Sect.  ii.  Neither  shall  this  act  apply  to  clairvoyants  or  to  persons  practicing  hypnotism, 
magnetic  healing,  mind  cure,  massage.  Christian  Science,  so  called,  or  any  other  method  of 
healing  if  no  poisonous  or  dangerous  drugs  are  employed  nor  surgical  operations  performed; 
provided,  such  persons  do  not  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  this  act  in  relation 
to  the  use  of  "  M.  D.,"  or  the  title  of  doctor  or  physician. 

Sect.  12.  For  the  purposes  of  the  appointment  of  said  board  and  of  registration  of 
persons  by  it  hereunder,  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and  shall  take  full  effect  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six. 

Applicants  for  registration  will  be  examined  in  writing,  in  the  English  language,  on  the 
general  subjects  of  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology,  materia  medica,  surgery,  the  principles 
and  practice  of  medicine,  and  obstetrics,  except  as  provided  by  the  act  of  reciprocity  as 
follows : 

Rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Registration  of  Medicine  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  275,  Acts  of  1901,  relating  to  Reciprocity  of  Registration  with 
other  States. 

Any  person  who  is  eligible  for  examination  before  this  board  and  who  has  been  examined 
and  registered  or  licensed  by  the  examining  board  of  any  other  state,  which  maintains  a 
standard  of  education  at  least  equal  to  that  required  in  this  state,  may  be  registered  by  this 
board  and  have  a  certificate  issued  to  him,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary,  upon  com- 
plying with  the  following  requirements,  to  wit : 

He  shall  present  to  the  secretary  of  this  board  an  application  (the  blank  form  for  which 
will  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  upon  request  therefor)  giving:  i.  Name,  post  office  and 
date.  2.  Place  and  date  of  birth.  3.  Present  residence.  4.  Proposed  residence. 
5.  Source  and  amount  of  preliminary  or  academic  education  with  degrees  held.  6.  Source, 
character  and  dates  of  medical  education  and  graduation.  7.  A  certificate  signed  by  the 
president,  secretary  or  dean  of  the  college  or  school  granting  the  diploma,  giving  a  brief 
history  of  his  connection  with  the  college  or  school,  and  bearing  its  seal.  8.  The  location 
and  period  of  medical  practice.  9.  The  date  of  examination  and  licensing  by  the  attesting 
board.  10.  A  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  or  license  bearing  the  seal  of  the  board. 
II.  An  affidavit  of  the  secretary  of  the  boird  stating  the  facts  of  issue  of  certificate  or  license 
after  a  written  examination  in  not  less  than  seven  branches,  naming  each,  with  its  rating  by 
the  board,  and  the  general  average  of  all,  which  must  not  be  less  than  75  per  cent.  12.  An 
affidavit  of  the  president  or  chairman  of  the  board  affirming  the  secretary's  affidavit.  13.  An 
affidavit  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  some  state  or  local  medical  society  that  the  applicant 
is  at  present  in  good  professional  standing.  14.  An  affidavit  of  the  applicant  that  he  (or  she) 
is  the  person  named  in  the  certificate  and  that  all  the  statements  in  the  application  are  true. 
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The  application  when  completed  shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  with  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars  enclosed;  and  if  found  satisfactory  and  the  state  granting  the  original 
license  will  reciprocate  by  accepting  the  certificate  of  this  board  under  a  similar  application, 
the  chairman  and  secretary  will  forthwith  forward  the  certificate  of  the  board  and  admit  the 
applicant  to  registration  with  the  same  privileges  as  if  examined  by  this  board.  ,:  J 

The  fees  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  for  furnishing  the  same  or  similar  evidence  for  a 
licensee  of  this  board  to  register  in  another  state  shall  be  five  dollars. 


Acts  Relating  to  the  Standard  of  Medical  Education  Recognized. 

Rule  8.  All  medical  schools  and  colleges,  legally  chartered  by  the  states  in  which  they 
exist,  and  having  the  power  given  them  by  the  state  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
(M.D.),and  having  an  unchallenged  reputation  for  honest  teaching,  and  granting  of  diplomas, 
only-after  a  proper  time  of  study  and  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  with  a  rating  averag- 
ing, at  least,  75  per  cent,  shall  be  considered  as  "  Reputable  Schools  or  Colleges,"  and  in  good 
standing. 

Rule  9.  The  minimum  grade  of  preliminary  education  before  admission  to  the  study  of 
medicine,  which  the  board  will  approve,  is  a  good  English  education,  evidenced  by  a  knowl- 
edge of  English  orthography  and  composition,  mathematics,  including  algebra  and  plane 
geometry,  geography,  history,  natural  philosophy  or  physics  and  chemistry,  with  some  labora- 
tory work;  and  also  the  ability  to  read  at  sight  common  Latin  prose.  A  college  degree,  a 
diploma  from  some  Normal  School,  High  School,  or  Academy,  or  a  successful  entrance  exami- 
nation to  any  recognized  college  will  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  the  above.  All  others  must 
pass  an  examination. 

Rule  10.  The  standard  of  medical  instruction  which  the  board  will  approve  is  three 
years  of  medical  study  and  three  courses  of  lectures  for  those  who  graduate  previous  to  1902, 
and  four  years  study  and  four  courses  of  lectures  after  1901.  Five  years  of  reputable  practice 
before  1901  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  one  year's  study.  Colleges  or  medical  schools  comply- 
ing with  these  rules  9  and  10  will  be  approved  by  the  board  as  far  as  preliminary  education 
and  medical  instruction  is  concerned. 


State  Board  of  Health. 

The  state  board  of  health  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  interests  of  health  and 
life  of  the  citizens  of  the  state.  They  shall  study  the  vital  statistics  of  the  state,  and  endeavor 
to  make  intelligent  and  profitable  use  of  the  collected  records  of  deaths  and  of  sickness  among 
the  people;  they  shall  make  sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respecting  the  causes  of 
disease  and  especially  of  communicable  diseases  and  epidemics,  the  causes  of  mortality,  and 
the  effects  of  localities,  employments,  conditions,  ingesta,  habits,  and  circumstances  on  the 
health  of  the  people;  they  shall  investigate  the  causes  of  disease  occuring  among  the  stock 
and  domestic  animals  in  the  state,  and  the  methods  of  remedying  the  same;  they  shall  gather 
such  information  in  respect  to  all  these  matters  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  diffusion  among 
the  people,  they  shall,  when  required  or  when  they  shall  deem  it  best,  advise  officers  of  the 
government,  or  other  boards  within  the  state,  in  regard  to  the  location,  drainage,  water  supply, 
disposal  of  excreta,  heating  and  ventilation  of  any  public  institution  or  building;  they  shall 
from  time  to  time  examine  and  report  upon  works  on  the  subject  of  hygiene  for  the  use  of  the 
schools  of  the  state;  they  shall  have  general  oversight  and  direction  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
statutes  respecting  the  preservation  of  health;  and  they  shall,  in  the  month  of  January,  make 
report  of  the  legislature  of  their  doings,  investigations,  and  discoveries  during  the  year  ending 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  legislative  action  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  shall  meet  quarterly  at  the  state  capitol,  and  at  such  other  places  and 
times  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. They  shall  choose  annually  one  of  their  number  to  be  their  president,  and  may  adopt 
rules  and  by-lays  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  They  shall  have  authority  to  send  the 
secretary,  or  a  committee  of  the  board,  to  any  part  of  the  state,  when  deemed  necessary  to 
conduct  an  investigation  within  the  scope  of  their  prescribed  work.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
health  committee  in  each  town  and  city  in  the  state,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  to  report  to  the 
state  board  of  health  its  proceedings  and  such  other  facts  required,  on  blanks  and  in  accordance 
with  instructions  received  from  said  state  board.  It  shall  also  make  special  reports  whenever 
required  to  do  so    by  the  state  board    of  health. 
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Sect.  8.  In  order  to  afford  to  this  board,  better  advantages  for  obtaining  knowledge 
important  to  be  incorporated  with  that  collected  through  special  investigations  and  from  other 
sources,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  state,  the  physicians  of  all  incorporated  com- 
panies, and  the  president  or  agent  of  any  company  chartered,  organized,  or  transacting  business 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  to  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  health  any 
information  bearing  upon  public  health  which  may  be  requested  by  said  board  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  it  better  to  perform  its  duties  of  collecting  and  distributing  useful  knowledge  on 
this  subject. 

Sect.  9.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  vital 
statistics.  Under  the  general  direction  of  the  secretary  of  state  he  shall  collect  these  statistics 
and  prepare  and  publish  the  report ,  required  by  law  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths. 
[Approved  February  27,  1885.]

Bowdoin  College  Library. 

Brunswick,  Maine. 

The  Library  of  the  Medical  School  containing  3,700  volumes  has  been  combined  with 
that  of  the  college,  which  numbers  over  80,000  volumes. 

Both  collections  are  under  the  same  administration  and  are  at  the  service  'of  the  medical 
students. 

The  more  recently  published  medical  works  and  current  numbers  of  professional  journals 
are  kept  in  a  separate  room  in  the  main  library  building  for  their  especial  use.  It  is  not 
the  policy  of  the  school  to  furnish  text  books  through  its  library,  or  to  buy  largely  in 
medical  literature;  yet,  by  means  of  the  catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon  General's 
Office  and  the  system  of  inter-library  loans,  the  librarian  is  able  to  procure  for  use  in  serious 
investigation  almost  any  book  that  may  be  desired.

Maine  General  Hospital. 

Western  Promenade,  Portland,  Maine. 

The  hospital  owes  its  existence  to  the  concerted  action  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  who 
appointed  a  committee,  of  which  the  late  Dr.  John  T.  Oilman  was  the  chairman,  to  secure  an 
act  of  incorporation  for  a  State  Hospital  to  be  located  in  Portland  and  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  secure  its  foundation. 

The  act  of  incorporation  was  passed  in  February  1 868,  and  by  a  subsequent  enactment, 
in  1870,  the  state  ceded  to  the  Corporation  on  certain  conditions,  the  lot  of  land,  the  site  of 
the  State  Arsenal  on  Bramhall's  Hill.  By  a  grant  from  the  City  of  Portland,  the  Corporation 
enlarged  its  limits,  the  property  now  embracing  more  than  seven  acres. 

The  hospital  has  accommodations  for  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  patients,  this  includes 
the  ward  beds  and  the  private  rooms. 

A  Nurses'  Home  has  been  built  and  occupied  during  the  past  year,  also  a  new  surgery 
which  contains  an  operating  amphitheatre  with  accommodations  for  medical  students,  a  private 
operating  room,  and  an  accident  operating  room  and  pathological  laboratory  together  with 
space  for  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  departments. 

The  hospital  has  thirty-two  endowed  beds,  not  enough  to  meet  the  requirements  as 
patients  requiring  free  treatment  are  constantly  turned  away.  A  training  school  for  nurses  is 
connected.     Patients  may  be  visited  between  2  and  4  each  week  day.

Established  in  1891.  Nine  hundred  patients  were  treated  during  the  year  ending  Oct. 
I,  1902. 

The  endowment  fund  is  small  but  the  state  appropriates  ^5,000  annually  to  the  institution. 
Those  who  can  afford  to  pay  are  expected  to,  though  no  one  is  refused  who  is  unable  to  pay. 
The  charges  in  the  open  wards  are  $7  a  week  and  in  private  rooms  from  $2  to  $5  a  day. 
Accident  cases  are  admitted  at  all  hours,  but  other  patients  from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  M.,  they  should 
apply  personally  to  the  superintendent;  those  from  a  distance  should  send  a  physician's  state- 
ment as  to  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  their  disease. 

Friends  of  patients  are  admitted  afternoons,  except  Sundays  from  2  to  3,  and  evenings 
from  6  to  7. 

A  training  school  for  nurses  is  connected  with  the  hospital.

Portland,   Maine. 

The  Infirmary  was  founded  to  maintain  a  daily  clinic  for  the  gratuitous  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  poor  who  are  unable  to  pay.  The  out-patient  department  opens  every  day,  ex- 
cept Sundays  and  holidays,  promptly  at  8  A.  M.  and  closes  promptly  at  9  A.  M.  The  only 
requirement  of  the  patient  who  seeks  treatment  in  this  department  is  that  he  is  not  able  to 
pay. 

All  persons  must  be  examined  by  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  surgeon  before  they  can 
be  admitted  as  in-patients;  a  card  will  then  be  given  them  which  will  be  signed  by  the  superin- 
tendent to  be  presented  to  the  clerk  who  will  issue  a  card  to  the  matron  who  will  assign  the 
room.  When  desired  by  the  patient  a  friend  may  remain  in  the  hospital  during  the  treatment 
of  a  patient  and  the  charge  will  be  the  same  as  for  patients.  A  training  school  for  nurses  is 
connected.

The  hospital  was  established  in  1898  and  moved  into  the  present  building  in  1900. 

On  the  closing  day  of  1902  every  private  room  was  occupied  and,  outside  of  the  female 
and  children's  wards,  there  was  not  a  vacant  bed  in  the  hospital.  So  rapid  has  been  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  patients  that  have  come  to  us  from  various  parts  of  the  state,  and  so 
constant  has  been  the  widening  scope  of  the  hospital's  benefactions,  that  the  accommodations 
which  seemed  so  ample  two  years  ago  are  already  becoming  pinched.  The  rooms  available  for 
nurses  in  training  are  already  occupied,  two  nurses  being  assigned  to  each.  Unless,  therefore, 
further  provision  is  made  in  this  direction  it  will  not  be  possible  to  increase  the  present  number 
of  pupil  nurses. 

The  most  noticeable  improvements  during  the  year  1902  were  the  installation  of  a  new 
Kny-Scheerer  sterilizer,  and  the  fitting  up  of  a  new  woman's  ward  with  thirteen  beds.  The 
rooms  formerly  used  as  a  female  ward  have  been  utilized  as  a  male  ward,  thus  putting  all  the 
ward  patients  upon  the  first  floor;  205  patients  were  treated  during  the  past  year,  85  were 
medical  and   120  were  surgical.     A  training  school  for  nurses  is  connected. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  the  public  to  visit  the  hospital  and  see  the  work  it  is 
doing.  Out  of  town  members  of  the  medical  profession  are  specially  welcome.  All  who  come 
will  be  cordially  received  by  the  management,  and  every  possible  courtesy  will  be  shovi'n  them. 

The  hospital  is  conducted  on  the  broadest  possible  lines.  Both  the  Regular  and  Homoeo- 
pathic schools  of  medicine  are  accorded  equal  privileges,  and  its  doors  stand  open  to  physicians 
of  the  state,  in  good  standing  in  their  profession,  who  may  desire  to  bring  patients  to  the 
hospital  for  their  own  private  treatment.

Children's  Home.

This  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Maine  in  1839  as  the  "  Bangor  Female 
Orphan  Asylum."  A  house  was  bought  on  Fourth  street  and  from  that  time  until  1865  the 
home  had  about  nine  inmates.  In  1865  Mr.  Franklin  W.  Pitcher  proposed  to  erect  a  larger 
home  to  admit  boys  as  well  as  girls,  providing  the  name  was  also  changed  to  the  "  Children's 
Home."

Concord  District  Nursing  Association. 

Incorporated  Oct.  i8,  iSgg.  Established  to  maintain  a  system  of  district  nursing  in 
Concord,  to  provide  a  nurse,  graduated  from  a  well-known  training  school,  who,  acting 
under  the  directions  of  the  physicians  of  the  City  of  Concord,  of  whatever  school,  cares 
for  the  sick  poor  in  their  homes. 

The  nurse  is  also  required  to  instruct  the  families  she  visits  in  simple  rules  of  health 
and  sanitation  and  the  elements  of  domestic  nursing.  The  work  is  intended  to  supplement, 
not  to  duplicate  the  work  of  hospitals,  and,  ordinarily,  only  those  cases  are  attended  which 
the  hospitals  do  not  receive. 

The  nurse  is  also  allowed  to  visit  paying  patients  when  she  has  time  left  after  her 
charity  calls.     She  receives  her  calls  by  telephone.

Commission  of  Lunacy. 

Sect.  31.  All  persons  deprived  of  their  liberty  in  this  state  by  being  committed  to 
custody  as  insane  persons,  shall  be  wards  of  the  state  and  subject  to  state  supervision. 

Sect.  32.     The  state  board  of  health  shall  constitute  a  commission  of  lunacy. 

Sect.  33.  The  commission,  by  one  or  more  of  their  members,  shall,  without  previous 
notice,  visit  and  make  thorough  inspections  of  all  asylums  and  other  institutions  for  insane 
persons  in  the  state,  as  often  as  once  in  four  months.  They  shall  examine  into  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  insane,  the  sanitary  condition  of  each  asylum  or  institution,  and  all 
other  matters  relating  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  inmates.  They  may  order  the  removal 
of  any  indigent  insane  person  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital  for  remedial  treat- 
ment, and  such  person  while  under  such  treatment  shall  be  supported  at  the  expense  of  the 
state.  When  the  need  of  such  treatment  shall  cease,  the  commission  shall  so  notify  the 
county,  town,  or  relative  liable  for  the  support  of  such  inmate,  and  if  he  is  longer  continued 
at  the  hospital  it  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  such  county,  town,  or  relative. 

Sect.  34.  The  commission  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  number  of  commit- 
ments, discharges  and,  deaths  at  each  asylum,  institution  or  other  place  of  detention,  and 
of  the  age,  sex,  and  nationality  of  each  person  committed,  discharged,  or  deceased,  and 
shall  report  the  same  annually  to  the  governor  and  council,  with  any  other  matters  or 
recommendations  which  in  their  judgment  are  important. 

Sect.  35.  The  superintendent  of  every  asylum  or  other  place  in  this  state  where 
insane  persons  are  confined,  shall,  within  three  days  after  the  commitment  thereto  of  any 
person,  notify  the  commission  thereof,  upon  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose  ;  and  the 
said  superintendent  shall  at  all  times  furnish  to  the  board  such  information  regarding  the 
insane  in  his  charge  as  they  may  request. 

Sect.  36.  To  meet  the  expenses  imposed  upon  the  commission  by  the  foregoing  sec- 
tions, the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required, 
is  annually  appiopriated  ;  and  the  expenditures  shall  be  audited  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil.—  Public  Statutes  of  N.  H.,  chapter  10. 


Regfistratlon  of  Physicians. 

The  law  provides  for  three  boards,  regular,  homceopathic  and  eclectic  to  examine 
candidates  for  registration.  Candidates  must  be  graduates  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
school  or  have  been  engaged  in  practice  elsewhere. 

The  fee  is  ten  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  a  second  examination  may  be  had  after  six 
months  without  additional  cost. 

Christian  Scientists,  Magnetic  Healers  or  Clairvoyants  are  exempted  providing  they 
do  not  use  "  Doctor  "  or  "  M.D."

EXTRACT    FROM    THE    LAWS    OF    NEW    HAMPSHIRE. 

Section  18.  No  person  shall  be  committed  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital, 
■except  by  the  order  of  the  court  or  the  judge  of  probate,  without  the  certificate  of  two 
reputable  physicians  that  such  person  is  insane,  given  after  a  personal  examination  made 
within  one  week  of  the  committal ;  and  such  certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  court  of  probate,  or  mayor,  or  chairman  of 
the  selectmen,  testifying  to  the  signatures,  and  the  respectability  of  the  signers.

The  Woman's  Hospital  Aid  Association  was  incorporated  Sept.  12,  1S95,  to  aid  needy 
women  who  preferred  to  be  under  the  care  of  women  physicians  and  that  needed  hospital 
treatment. 

The  hospital  is  supported,  aside  from  the  money  received  from  patients,  entirely  by 
private  contributions  from  its  friends.  It  does  not  receive  State  aid  and  can  therefore 
refuse  any  application.  Personal  application  for  admittance  may  be  made  at  the  hospital 
from  10  to  12,  Sundays  excepted,  and  from  2  to  3  o'clock  daily.  No  patient  except  emer- 
gency cases  can  be  admitted  without  a  paper  of  admission  signed  by  the  physician  in 
charge.  Application  for  admittance  from  a  distance  may  be  made  by  letter,  but  a  medical 
certificate  from  the  attending  physician  must  accompany  the  application. 

Patients  applying  for  free  beds  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  inability  to  pay. 
Private  patients  pay  for  the  services  of  their  physician  and  for  their  room  according  to 
location  and  services  rendered.     Infectious  or  insane  cases  are  not  received.

Its  dominant  feature  will  be  the  administration  section,  which  will  be  of  two  stories,  and  in 
this  will  be  located  the  office,  reception  room,  dining  room,  kitchen,  etc.  On  the  second 
floor  will  be  the  matron's  room  and  chambers  for  the  nurses,  besides  linen  room,  sewing 
room,  baths  and  closets. 

A  long  wing  to  the  left  will  contain  four  private  ward  rooms  and  wards  for  fourteen 
beds.  Across  the  end  of  this  wing  will  extend  a  wide  veranda.  The  wing  at  the  right  will 
be  devoted  to  the  operating,  surgical,  etherizing  and  sterilizing  rooms,  and  this  section  is 
accessible  from  the  broad  corridor  which  traverses  the  administration  building,  and  from 
an  ambulance  entrance  in  the  rear.  The  building,  which  has  provision  for  enlargement, 
promises  to  be  a  model  for  its  purpose.

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General   Information. 


Registration  of  Physicians. 

State  Medical  Societies  organized  under  a  charter  from  the  General  Assembly  shall  elect  a 
Board  of  Censors  consisting  of  the  members,  to  examine  and  license  practicioners  of  medicine, 
surgery  aud  midwifery.  No  person  must  advertise  or  assume  the  title  of  doctor,  or  offer  his 
services  to  the  public  as  a  practicioner  of  medicine  or  surgery  until  he  has  obtained  a  license 
from  a  county,  district,  or  state  medical  society.  The  fee  for  an  examination  is  five  dollars. 
The  license  must  be  filed  in  the  county  where  the  holder  of  such  license  intends  to  practice. 
A  registered  physician  residing  outside  of  the  state  may  attend  patients  in  his  state  providing 
he  does  not  open  an  office  or  appoint  a  place  where  patients  may  meet  him. 


Vermont  State  Board  of  Health. 

Brattleboro,  Vermont. 

The  state  board  of  Health  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  interests  of  the  life  and  health  of 
the  people  of  this  state;  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries 
respecting  causes  of  diseases,  especially  epidemics,  and  the  means  of  preventing  the  same;  the 
sources  of  mortality  and  sickness,  and  the  effect  of  localities,  employments,  habits,  customs  and 
circumstances  of  life  on  the  public  health;  and  when  requested,  or  when  in  their  opinion  the 
sanitary  interests  of  localities  shall  require,  shall  counsel  and  advise  with  municipal  officers  in 
regard  to  drainage,  water  supply  and  sewerage  of  towns,  villages  and  cities,  and  of  the  erection, 
heating,  ventilation,  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  public  buildings,  and  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  authority  imposed  upon  said  board  by  law  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  public  health. 

The  state  board  of  health,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  selectmen  of  the  towns  or 
the  committee  on  health  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  the  cities,  or  trustees  of  incorporated 
villages  shall  appoint  as  health  officer  for  each  town  and  city  or  incorporared  village  in.  the 
state,  such  person  as  the  selectmen  of  the  town  or  the  committee  on  health  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  the  city  shall  recommend,  and  the  secretary  shall  give  him  a  certificate  of  his 
appointment. 

Local  boards  of  health  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  abate  all  nuisances  affecting  the 
public  health,  destroy,  prevent  or  remove  all  sources  of  filth  and  causes  of  sickness,  guard 
against  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  by  proper  and  vigilant  medical 
inspecttons.  They  have  the  authority  to  take  to  isolation  hospitals  at  the  expense  of  their 
respective  towns,  or  cities,  small  pox. 

The  state  board  of  health  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and  care  of  all  waters,  streams 
and  ponds  used  by  any  cities,  towns,  villages  or  public  institutions  or  by  any  water  or  ice  com- 
panies in  this  state  as  sources  of  water  supply,  and  of  all  springs,  streams  and  water  courses 
tributary  thereto.  It  shall  have  power  to  call  for,  and  when  it  calls  for  it  shall  be  provided 
with  maps,  plans  and  documents  suitable  for  such  purposes  at  the  expense  of  such  city,  town, 
village,  public  institution,  water  or  ice  company,  and  shall  keep  records  of  all  its  transactions 
relative  thereto. 

Said  board  may  cause  examination  of  such  waters  to  be  made  to  ascertain  their  purity  and 
fitness  for  domestic  use,  or  their  liability  to  impair  the  interests  of  the  public  or  of  persons 
lawfully  using  them  to  imperil  the  public  health.  It  may  make  rules  and  regulations  to  prevent 
the  pollution  and  to  secure  the  sanitary  protection  of  all  such  waters  as  are  used  as  sources  of 
water  supply. 

The  state  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  establish  and  equip  with  the  proper  and  neces- 
sary apparatus,  utensils  aud  instruments,  a  laboratory  of  hygiene,  for  the  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  water  supplies,  milk  and  all  food  product,  and  the  examination  of  cases 
and  suspected  cases  of  diphtheaia,  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis,  malaria,  and  other  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases,  and  may  conduct  a  school  of  instruction  for  health  officers  of  the 
state,  at  least  once  a  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  direct.  They  may,  at  their 
discretion,  issue  a  periodical,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  publish  the  results  of  the  work 
done  at  the  laboratory,  and  also  the  latest  approved  methods  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
health,  said  publication  to  be  furnished  free  to  all  health  officers  of  the  state.

The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Burlington,  Vermont. 

The  gift  and  bequest  of  Mary  Margaret  Fletcher  to  the  sick  and  suffering  of  Vermont; 
chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  Nov.  18,  1876. 

In  accordance  with  the  choice  of  Miss  Fletcher,  the  Catlin  estate  of  twenty-five  acres  vi'as 
purchased;   by  subsequent  purchases,  fifty  acres  were  added. 

The  administration  building  was  erected  1877-78  and  contained  rooms  for  private  patients, 
the  men's  ward,  the  amphitheatre  for  clinical  lectures,  and  out-buildings,  costing  about  ^50,000. 
The  hospital  was  dedicated  and  opened  for  patients  January  22,  1879,  accommodating  twenty- 
seven. 

At  the  time  of  Miss  Fletcher's  death,  February  24,  1885,  the  hospital  came  into  possession 
of  the  bulk  of  her  estate,  amounting  with  the  original  endowment  and  gifts  for  free  beds,  to 
about  $350,000  as  a  permanent  fund.  During  the  year  1887,  there  was  erected  a  woman's 
ward,  an  isolated  ward  for  severe  surgical  cases,  and  a  building  containing  an  operating  room, 
the  whole  cost  being  about  $15,000.     In  1896  a  nurses  home  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $12,000. 

The  management  acquired  by  purchase  in  1894,  the  Baxter  estate,  a  property  containing 
a  farm  house  and  buildings  and  about  four  hundred  acres  of  land.  From  this  farm  the  hos- 
pital now  obtains  its  milk,  butter,  eggs,  poultry,  and  vegetables. 

The  number  of  available  beds  in  the  hospital  is  now  58.  During  the  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1901,  832  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  and  537  were  treated  in  the  out-patient 
department.     A  training  school  is  maintained.

Established  in  1834,  by  a  bequest  from  Mrs.  Annie  Marsh,  of  Hinsdale.  The  first  name 
of  the  institution  was  the  Vermont  Asylum  for  the  Insane  but  the  name  was  changed  by  the 
Legislature  in  1893. 

The  Retreat  is  not  endowed,  has  no  funds,  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  money 
received  from  the  support  of  patients,  all  in  excess  of  expenses  is  devoted  to  improvements. 

Every  state  patient  has  been  received  when  presented  even  to  the  exclusion  of  private 
patients  and  maintained  at  actual  cost,  since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1873. 

This  was  the  first  institution  in  the  country  to  establish  the  summer  homes  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  those  patients  who  might  be  benefited  by  quiet  and  secluded  treatment. 

The  institution  is  a  home  for  mental  and  nervous  invalids.  Inebriates  and  those  addicted 
to  the  opium,  chloral,  or  cocain  habit  and  a  few  epileptic  cases  will  be  received.  The  weekly 
rates  vary  from  four  to  ten  dollars;  this  includes  a  single  room,  board,  medical  treatment,, 
nursing,  medicines,  laundry,  and  occasional  carriage  rides.

Miss  Susan  Pierpont  left  the  sum  of  $7,036.86  to  constitute  "  the  nucleus  of  a  fund  which 
is  to  be  applied  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  (Rutland)  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  hospital  for  the  sick  and  lame." 

The  A.  P.  Stafford  fund  of  $1,000  is  the  only  considerable  amount  from  which  patients 
may  derive  a  benefit,  and  the  income  from  this  is  to  be  applied  preferably  to  any  cases  from  the 
town  of  Wallingford. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  fix  the  terms  for  each  patient,  providing  that  patient  under 
the  charge  of  any  town  or  city  shall  pay  not  less  than  ten  dollars  per  week;  that  railroad,  and 
other  corporations,  pay  four  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  contract  beds,  or  ten  dollars  per  week, 
medical  and  surgical  supplies  and  dressings  being  extra. 

Application  for  admission  of  patients  shall  be  made  at  the  hospital.  In  case  there  is  an 
unoccupied  bed,  the  matron  shall  refer  the  applicant  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  a 
written  statement  to  that  effect. 

Persons  accidentally  injured  or  otherwise  suddenly  disabled,  may  be  taken  directly  to  the 
hospital,  when  there  is  room,  and  shall  be  received  temporarily  as  "  emergency  cases."  The 
Executive  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  determine  the  price  to  be  paid  by 
such  patient,  and  see  to  the  security  of  payment. 

Patients  may  be  visited  from  2  to  3  daily.     A  training  school  for  nurses  is  connected.

The  Proctor  Hospital  was  built  and  equipped  by  the  Vermont  Marble  Gompany,  and  was 
opened  for  the  admission  of  patients,  Aug.  6,  1896.  The  company  began  in  1S95  t°  perma- 
nently employ  trained  nurses  at  Proctor  and  West  Rutland  to  attend  cases  of  sickness  among 
its  employees  and  their  families.  By  the  success  of  that  work  it  was  encouraged  to  undertake 
the  larger  enterprise  of  providing  a  hospital  for  its  employees.  The  district  nurse  work  is  car- 
ried on  as  heretofore  in  connection  with  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  is  located  on  the  west  side  of  South  Street  in  the  village  of  Proctor,  and  only 
a  short  distance  from  the  centre  of  the  village. 

The  hospital  is  intended  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  company's  employees  and  their 
families,  but  others,  and  especially  residents  of  the  communities  where  the  different  branches 
of  its  business  are  located,  will  be  admitted  as  pay  patients.  It  is  the  company's  desire  that 
the  people  of  these  communities  should  be  interested  as  generally  as  possible  in  the  conduct 
and  success  of  the  hospital.  Its  management  has  accordingly  been  committed  to  a  representa- 
tive board,  in  accordance  with  the  annexed  By-Laws,  and  the  company  especially  urge  that  this 
entire  board  take  an  active  interest  and  part  in  its  management.  The  limited  income  received 
from  the  board  of  pay  patients  is  used  toward  the  expenses  of  the  hospital.  Beyond  that,  it  is 
the  purpose  of  the  Vermont  Marble  Gompany  to  furnish  the  management,  from  time  to  time, 
with  such  sums  of  money  as  it  may  need  to  properly  conduct  the  hospital  in  keeping  with  the 
plan  contemplated  in  its  foundation. 

An  ambulance  has  recently  been  added  to  its  equipment. 

Ten  cases  can  be  conveniently  accommodated  and  a  greater  number  in  emergency.

The  Board  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  interests  of  life  and  health  among  the  citizens  of 
the  state;  they  shall  make  investigations  into  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemics 
and  endemics  among  the  people,  the  sources  of  mortality,  and  the  effects  of  localities,  employ- 
ments, conditions,  and  circumstances  on  the  public  heath,  and  shall  do  all  in  their  power  to 
ascertain  the  causes  and  the  best  means  for  the  prevention  of  diseases  of  every  kind  in  the 
state.  They  shall  publish  and  circulate,  from  time  to  time,  such  information  as  they  may  deem 
to  be  important  and  useful  for  diffusion  among  the  people  of  the  state,  and  shall  investigate 
and  give  advice  in  relation  to  such  subjects,  relating  to  the  public  health,  as  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  general  assembly,  or  by  the  Governor  when  the  general  assembly  is  not  in  session. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  also  investigate  the  subject  of  diseases  among  cattle  or 
other  animals. 

The  Board  shall  elect  a  well-qualified  physician  as  their  secretary,  who  shall  be  ex-ojfflcio  a 
member  of  the  Board,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  and  State  Registrar;  but  he  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  is  personally  interested. 

The  secretary  of  the  Board  shall  make  inquiry,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  clerks  of  town 
and  local  boards  of  health  and  practising  physicians,  in  relation  to  the  prevalence  of  any  dis- 
ease, or  knowledge  of  any  known  or  generally  believed  source  of  disease  or  causes  of  general 
ill-health,  and  also  in  relation  to  the  proceedings  of  the  said  boards  of  health,  in  respect  of 
acts  for  the  promotion  and  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  also  in  relation  to  diseases 
among  domestic  animals  in  their  several  towns;  and  the  said  clerks  of  town  and  local  boards 
of  health  and  said  practising  physicians  shall  give  information,  in  reply  to  said  inquiries,  of 
such  facts  and  circumstances  as  shall  have  come  to  their  knowledge. 

LICENSING   OF   PHYSICIANS. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches, 
within  the  limits  of  this  state,  who  has  not  exhibited  and  registered,  in  the  city  or  town  clerk's 
office  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  his  or  her  authority  for  so  practising  medi- 
cine as  herein  prescribed,  together  with  his  or  her  age,  address,  place  of  birth,  and  the  school 
or  system  of  medicine  to  which  he  or  she  proposes  to  belong;  and  the  person  so  registering 
shall  subscribe  and  verify  by  oath,  before  such  clerk,  an  affidavit  containing  such  facts,  which, 
if  wilfully  false,  shall  subject  the  affiant  to  conviction  and  punishment  for  perjury. 

Authority  to  practise  medicine  under  this  chapter  shall  be  a  certificate  from  the  state 
Board  of  Health,  and  said  Board  shall,  upon  application,  after  examination,  issue  a  certificate  to 
any  reputable  physician  who  intends  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  and  who  shall 
present  himself  before  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  pass,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  such  exami- 
nation as  said  Board  may  require.  Any  physician  so  presenting  himself  shall  pay  to  said  Board 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  (^lo.oo)  for  each  examination,  and  said  fee  shall  in  no  case  be  returned, 
but  shall  be  applied  to  pay  the  expenses  of  said  Board  of  Health  in  conducting  such  examina- 
tions. Each  certificate  so  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  of  said  Board  and  shall  be  attested  by  the  official  seal,  and  not  more  than  two  dollars 
($2.QO)  shall  be  charged  for  a  certificate. 

Any  person  who,  not  being  then  lawfully  authorized  to  practise  medicine  within  this  state, 
and  so  registered  according  to  law,  shall  practise  medicine  or  surgery  or  attempt  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  of  the  branches  'of  medicine  or  surgery,  after  having  received 
therefor,  or  with  the  intent  of  receiving  therefor,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  bonus,  gift 
or  compensation,  or  who  shall  open  an  office  with  intent  to  practise  medicine,  or  shall  hold 
himself  out  to  the  public  as  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  whether  by  appending  to  his  name  the 
title  of  doctor  or  any  abbreviation  thereof,  or  M.D.,  or  any  other  title  or  designation  implying 
a  practitioner  of  medicine,  or  in  any  other  way,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars,  and  upon  each  and  every  subsequent  con- 
viction shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  and  imprisoned  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court;  and  in  no  case  when  any  provision  of  this  chapter  has  been  violated 
shall  the  person  so  violating  such  provision  be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  services 
rendered.

State  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction. 

Persons  are  sentenced  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  for  offences  that  are 
not  punishable  by  sentence  to  the  State  Prison  or  County  Jails.  Upon  commitment,  their 
names,  ages,  etc.,  are  entered  upon  the  record  book  of  the  institution,  and,  after  bathing,  each 
receives  an  entire  change  of  clothing.  They  are  kept  under  observation  for  a  few  days  and  are 
visited  by  the  physician,  so  that  their  mental  and  physical  condition  may  be  known  with  a  view 
to  the  kind  of  occupation  and  treatment  they  should  receive. 

The  number  of  commitments  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  in  1902  was 
654  (4S8  men  and  180  women),  130  less  than  in  1901,  while  the  daily  average  number  was  only 
12  less  in  1902  than  in  1901.  The  number  of  "  common  drunkards"  committed  was  smaller 
than  usual  —  216,  or  about  30  percent  of  the  whole  number  committed.

State  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  (323)  in  1902,  was 
larger  by  26  than  the  number  admitted  in  1901,  and  the  number  discharged  (58)  in  1902,  was 
smaller  by  79  than  the  number  discharged  in  1901.  The  number  of  deaths  (92)  in  1902, 
was  smaller  by  12  than  the  number  in  1901.  At  the  close  of  1902,  there  were  in  the  institu- 
tion 808  patients,  an  increase  of  26  during  the  year.  The  daily  average  in  1902  was  S04;  in 
1901  it  was  752;  254  were  "  released  on  parole  "  who  are  not  counted  as  "  discharged,"  and 
no,  who  had  been  paroled,  were  returned.  Had  all  these  paroled  persons  remained  in  the 
hospital,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  receive  and  care  for  many  new  patients.  The 
utmost  care  is  exercised  in  granting  paroles  and  those  only  are  so  released  who  can  be  taken  in 
charge  by  relatives  or  friends  and  are  believed  to  be  harmless  when  at  large.

State  Almshouse. 

The  poor  who  are  sheltered  and  cared  for  at  the  State  Almshouse  are  those  who  have  not 
settlements  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  state.  Such  persons  have  no  claim  upon  the  cities 
or  towns  for  support  if  they  fall  into  distress,  and  the  state  undertakes  to  care  for  them,  either 
permanently,  or  until  they  become  strong  after  a  temporary  illness,  or  until  they  can  be  removed 
to  other  communities  where  they  belong,  as  the  case  may  be.     They  are  largely  sickly  or  feeble 
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in  mind  or  body  or  in  both.  There  arc,  besides,  in  the  almshouse  a  number  of  homeless,  de- 
mented persons  who  have  been  discharged  from  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  admit- 
ted to  the  almshouse  because  of  lack  of  accommodations  at  the  hospital.  The  daily  average 
number  of  inmates  at  the  almshouse  has  been  unduly  increased  in  late  years  by  the  accession 
of  this  class  of  persons.  The  daily  average  number  of  all  classes  of  inmates  at  the  almshouse 
were    in   the  years   1893  to  1902  inclusive,  respectively,  265,  276,  301,  320,  330,  366,  380,  401, 

4I7»433- 

And  there  is  still  another  class  at  the  almshouse  —  the  children,  56  in  number  at  the  close 
of  the  past  year.  Some  are  born  there —  there  were  7  births  the  past  year  and  23  in  1901  — 
some  come  with  distressed  parents  and  some  are  defective.  At  the  proper  age,  all  who  are  fit 
for  the  State  Home  and  School  for  Children  are  sent  there,  if  they  have  no  relatives  or  friends 
who  can  properly  care  for  them.

Sockanosset  School  for  Boys. 

It  is  a  school  for  young  boys  who  have  gone  wrong  in  spite  of  parents'  and  home  influence, 
disciplinary  schools,  probation  officers,  police  authorities  and  the  courts.  They  have  stepped 
ontside  the  line  of  good  conduct  so  persistently  as  ultimately  to  be  sent  here.

Oaklawn  School  for  Girls. 

Nineteen  girls  were  committed  to  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls  by  the  courts  in  1902. 
This  number  is  the  same  as  in  1901.  The  number  remaining  is  two  less  than  a  year  ago,  and 
the  average  daily  number  during  the  year  was  four  and  a  tenth  larger  than  in  1901. 

Ten  were  committed  under  sentence  as  idle  persons;  two  as  lewd  and  wanton  persons; 
four  for  theft;  two  as -disorderly  persons  and  one  for  vagrancy.  Two  were  returned  from  trial; 
one  was  returned  on  habeas  corpus;  ten  were  returned  from  places;  two  were  returned  from 
the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction.  Three  were  admitted  by  the  Board  of  State  Chari- 
ties and  Correction  upon  request  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 

The  ages  at  the  time  of  commitment,  or  admission,  were:  one,  11  years;  one,  12  years; 
one,  13  years;    three,  14  years;    nine,  15  years;    two,  16  years;   five,  17  years.

Woonsocket  Hospital. 

Woonsocket,  R.  I. 

In  the  year  1863,  Ezekiel  Fowler,  M.D.,  of  Smithfield,  bequeathed  by  will  ^6,000  to 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  hospital,  this  amounted  to  ^35,000  before  it  was  avail- 
able, a  portion  of  which  was  given  to  the  general  fund. 

The  Woonsocket  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1873.  In  the  same  year,  the  largest  be- 
quest was  made  to  the  hospital  by  the  executors  of  the  late  George  Law,  of  $25,000  and  in 
1877,  an  additional  amount  of  $30,000.  It  was  with  these  funds  and  its  accumulation,  that 
the  land  for  the  hospital  was  purchased  and  buildings  erected,  besides  the  sum  of  $35,000  was 
reserved  and  known  as  the  George  Law  Fund. 

Other  bequests  have  been:  by  will  of  the  late  WilHs  Cook,  in  1882,  $1,500;  Frank  M. 
Perkins,  by  will  in  1885,  real  estate  to  the  sum  of  |6,ooo;  from  the  late  Thisbe  Andrews, 
$1,000  in  1887;  also  the  same  year  from  Dr.  Ariel  Ballou,  $2,000;  from  the  late  Albert  G. 
Wilburin,  1888,  $1,000,  and  in  the  same  year  from  the  late  Ira  B.  Peck,  $1,000. 

These  legacies  were  received  before  the  hospital  was  dedicated,  which  was  July  9,  1888. 

The  buildings  are  situated  on  about  twenty-four  acres  of  land,  it  is  a  public  institution 
operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  It  is  supported  by  the  income  from  invested  funds 
and  the  board  of  patients;  there  has  only  twice  been  a  deficiency  that  was  met  by  sums  pledged 
by  individuals. 

Joseph  B.  Aldrich  willed  $15,000  which  with  several  other  bequests  will  amount  to  con- 
siderable when  it  is  available.

An  Operating  Building  and  a  Nurses'  Home  will  be  built  this  year,  as  wings  to  the  present 
buildings. 

There  are  at  present  sixteen  beds  in  the  hospital. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  hospital  must  present  the  matron  a  card  of  admission 
signed  by  a  member  of  the  medical  staft  and  endorsed  by  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  physician  signing  the  card,  if  not  in  attendance  at  the  time  will  communicate  by 
telephone  or  otherwise  with  the  hospital. 

For  the  poor  for  whom  the  city  is  responsible,  an  order  signed  by  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor 
will  be  required.  All  applicants  for  the  charities  of  the  hospital  must  be  residents  of  Woon- 
socket  or  vicinity  and  must  be  recommended  by  some  physician  of  the  city.  Patients  will  be 
admitted  only  between  the  hours  of  9  and  il  A.M.,  except  in  cases  of  emergencies,  when  the 
matron  may  receive  a  patient  at  any  time  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  physician  of  the  city. 

Contagious  and  infectious  diseases  shall  not  be  admitted  until  a  separate  building  is  pro- 
vided. Patients  having  delirium  tremens  or  venereal  diseases  will  not  usually  be  admitted. 
Incurable  cases  shall  be  admitted  only  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  between  the  hours 
of  2  and  4  P.  M.

Butler  Hospital. 

Providence,  R.  I. 

The  Hon.  Nicholas  Brown  of  Providence,  who  died  in  1 841,  provided  in  his  will  for  the 
establishment  of  an  insane  hospital,  by  bequeathing  ^30,000  for  that  purpose.  In  1844,  Cyrus 
Butler,  Esq.,  added  ^40,000  to  this  amount,  provided  an  equal  amount  would  be  raised  by 
subscription.  This  accomplished,  the  hospital  was  erected  and  opened  for  patients,  December, 
I,  1847. 

Ray  Hall,  the  joint  gift  of  Alexander  Duncan  and  Robert  H.  Ives,  was  completed  in  1866, 
and  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Isaac  Ray,  the  Superintendent  of  the  hospital  from  its  commence- 
ment to  January,  1867.  The  Hall  contains  a  museum,  reading  room,  billiard  room,  and 
bowling  alley  for  the  use  of  patients. 

In  1847  the  "  David  Duncan  Ward  "  was  erected  for  women  by  Alexander  Duncan,  in 
memory  of  his  son. 

A  Home,  called  "  Sawyer  Home  "  was  opened  for  men  in  1888,  in  memory  of  Dr.  John  W. 
Sawyer,  the  superintendent  from  January,  1867,  until  his  death  in  December,  1885. 

The  home  of  the  superintendent  was  the  gift  of  Alexander  Duncan  to  the  hospital. 
'    There  is  also  the  Weld  Home,  and  the  Thomas  Payton  Ives  Goddard  Home. 

The  new  buildings  are  adapted  for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases  which  cannot  be 
properly  classed  as  insane.

Providence  Dispensary. 

There  is  no  regular  dispensary  office,  the  physicians  attending  to  all  the  office  calls  at  their 
respective  offices. 

It  was  established  to  fulfil  certain  requirements;  there  are  many  cases  of  chronic  invalidism 
in  the  homes  of  the  honest  and  self-respecting  poor,  which  require  medical  attendance  and 
medicines,  that  the  families  are  too  poor  to  provide;  there  are  other  cases  where  a  comfort- 
able support  is  generally  secured  by  honest  labor  which  accident  or  sickness  has  temporarily 
suspended  and  there  are  no  funds  to  draw  upon  to  pay  for  these  necessities.  To  meet  such 
cases  of  hardship,  the  dispensary  was  founded. 
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It  aims  to  secure  the  services  of  reliable  physicians,  who  are  willing,  for  a  very  small  com- 
pensation, to  attend  these  cases,  and  to  make  arrangements  with  certain  pharmacists  to  fill  all 
prescriptions  for  a  charge  very  little  in  advance  of  the  actual  cost  to  them. 

Two  dollars  entitles  a  contributor  to  recommend  to  the  dispensary  for  one  year  five 
patients  who  are  fit  subjects  for  the  charity. 

The  visitors  of  the  city  missionary  society  are  provided  with  cards,  and  the  majority  of  all 
cases  are  recommedded  through  them. 

The  officers  are  contemplating  a  change  of  the  management  of  the  dispensary  and  this 
change  will  probably  be  effected  in  a  few  weeks,  enabling  it  to  be  operated  on  a  more 
economical  basis.

Providence  Lyingf-in  Hospital. 

52  State  St.,  Providence,  R.  I. 

Organized  April  4,  1884,  and  opened  to  patients  in  1885.  There  are  accommodations  for 
twenty  patients,  the  hospital  being  designed  for  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  desti- 
tute women  unable  to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement,  and  the  care  and  nursing  of  sick  and  delicate  infants  whose  parents  are 
unable  to  pay  the  cost  of  physicians  and  nurses. 

yl!t:Application  for  admittance  should  be  made  to  one  of  the  admitting  physicians  at  least  one 
week  before  the  date  of  confinement;  emergency  cases  are,  however,  admitted  at  all  times. 
The  regular  charge  for  care  during  confinement  is  ^15.00,  but  this  charge  is  not  made  to  those 
deserving  of  charity.  Sick  children  are  admitted  on  appUcation  to  the  admitting  physician 
and  sometimes  well  ones,  but  no  child  is  kept  for  more  than  three  months  unless  the  parents 
pay  regularly  for  its  care. 

Visitors  are  not  allowed  to  visit  Ward  patients  until  after  the  tenth  day  following  confine- 
ment. 

An  isolation  ward  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $2,970. 

A  training  school  for  nurses  and  out-patient  department  is  connected.

Rliode  Island  Hospital. 

Providence,  R.  I. 

Incorporated  in  1863;  opened  for  patients  in  1868.  There  are  accommodations  for  about 
250  patients. 

The  hospital  buildings  are  well  adapted  for  the  work  and  are  all  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 
They  consist  of  the  main  building  and  three  connecting  pavilions,  also  an  out-patient  depart- 
ment, the  Royal  C.  Taft  Building,  the  George  Ide  Chase  Home  for  Nurses,  the  Russell  wards 
for  isolating  suspicious  and  infected  cases,  and  a  servants'  cottage. 
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The  hospital  is  largely  a  charity  hospital;  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902,  3,282  pa- 
tients were  admitted,  and  of  this  number  2,249  were  free  patients;  the  hospital  has  112  free 
beds  and  feels  the  necessity  of  reducing  expenses  by  limiting  the  number  of  patients  admitted, 
though  no  such  action  has  as  yet  been  taken. 

The  hospital  maintains  an  excellent  training  school  for  nurses.  There  is  also  an  elaborate 
library  of  nearly  2,500  volumes  for  the  use  of  the  hospilal  staff. 

There  are  at  present  connected  with  the  hospital  four  organizations :  the  Hospital  Staff 
Association,  made  up  of  members  of  the  visiting  and  out-patient  staff,  who,  as  a  body,  suggest 
and  recommend  changes  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital 
Club,  made  up  of  medical  men  who  who  have  served  as  internes  in  the  hospital,  and  who  meet 
quartely  to  renew  old  friendships  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  hospital;  the 
Rhode  Island  Hospital  Nurses'  Club,  whose  members  are  graduates  and  pupils  of  our  training 
school  for  nurses,  and  who  meet  monthly  during  the  winter  for  professional  and  social  pur- 
poses; and  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  Alumnce  Association,  whose  membership  is  limited  to 
graduates  of  our  training  school  for  nurses.  The  members  of  this  association  have  created  a 
fund  with  which  to  assist  members  who  are  ill  or  who  need  financial  aid,  and  an  effort  is  made 
to  keep  in  touch  with  all  graduates  who  are  in  need  of  assistance.  This  association  is  con- 
nected with  the  National  Association  of  Graduate  Nurses,  and  serves  a  most  useful  purpose.

Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health.  ' 

Office,  State  House,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  was  established  in  1869,  but  in  1879  its  powers  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  newly  established  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity,  to  be  reestabhshed 
again  as  a  separate  Board  in  1886. 

The  Board  consists  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  seven 
years,  one  member  being  appointed  each  year.  The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  given  in  the 
statutes  as  follows : 

Chapter  80,  Section  i.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  take  cognizance  of  the 
interests  of  health  and  life  among  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  shall  make  sanitary 
investigations  and  inquiries  in  respect  to  the  cause  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemics  and 
the  sources  of  mortality  and  the  effects  of  locaUties,  employments,  conditions,  and  circum- 
stances on  the  public  health;  and  shall  gather  such  information  in  respect  to  those  matters 
as  it  may  deem  proper  for  diffusion  among  the  people.  It  shall  advise  the  government  in 
regard  to  the  location  and  other  sanitary  conditions  of  any  public  institutions. 

If  small-pox  or  any  other  contagious  or  infectious  disease  dangerous  to  the  pubhc  health 
exists,  or  is  hkely  to  exist  in  any  place  within  the  State,  the  State  Board  shall  investigate  the 
same  and  the  means  of  preventing  the  spread  thereof,  and  shall  consult  thereon  with  the  local 
authorities,  and  shall  have  coordinate  powers  as  a  Board  of  Health,  in  every  place,  with  the 
Board  of  Health  or  health  officer  thereof,  or  with  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen, 
if  no  such  Board  exists  in  such  place. 

In  addition  to  the  general  duties  defined  by  the  statutes,  certain  other  duties  have  from 
time  to  time  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  Board,  such  as  the  power  to  conduct  trades  that 
may  be  obnoxious  or  offensive,  also  the  regulation  of  slaughter-houses. 

The  Board  also  inspects  all  foods  and  drugs  and  prosecutes  those  guilty  of  adulteration; 
this  work  is  largely  concerned  with  the  examination  of  milk. 

The  Board  also  investigates  the  outlets  of  sewers  and  the  sewage  disposal  systems,  also 
the  examination  of  water  and  water  suppUes  and  the  regulation  of  the  removal  of  shell-fish 
from  contaminated  waters. 

The  Board  also  gives  advice  to  cities  and  towns  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  establish- 
ment of  water  supphes  and  sewage  disposal  systems,  and  all  petitions  to  the  Legislature  for 
the  right  to  establish  such  systems  must  be  accompanied  by  the  recommendations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

A  bacteriological  department  has  been  estabhshed  since  1894,  at  the  Bussey  Institution 
at  Forest  Hills,  for  the  study  of  matters  pertaining  to  disease  and  the  means  of  preventing  it, 
and  for  giving  help  to  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  by  examining  material  sus- 
pected of  containing  germs  of  diphtheria  or  tuberculosis,  the  examination  of  blood  from  persons 
suspected  of  typhoid  or  malaria,  and  the  production  of  antitoxin  for  free  distribution  and 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  diphtheria  or  exposed  to  it. 

At  the  present  time  the  Board  has  under  consideration  the  production  of  vaccine  virus 
by  the  State.

Examinations  of  applicants  are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  in  March, 
May,  July,  September,  and  November,  at  9.30  A.M.  The  examination  is  in  writing  in  the 
English  language,  and  includes  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  pathology,  ob- 
stetrics, gynecology,  practice  of  medicine,  and  hygiene  Sixty  questions  in  all  are  given  and 
the  general  average  must  be  70  per  cent. 

Apphcations  for  examination  must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  at  least  five  days  before 
the  examination  date  and  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board,  signed  and  sworn  by  the 
applicant  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee,  which  is  $20.  Certificates  of  registration 
in  other  states  or  diplomas  of  graduation  do  not  exempt  from  examination.  All  applicants 
must  be  examined.  A  person  refused  registration  by  reason  of  failure  to  pass  the  required 
examination  is  entitled  to  two  reexaminations  within  one  year  after  his  failure,  without  fihng 
a,  new  application  or  paying  an  additional  fee. 

Extracts  from  the  Laws  regulating  the  Practice  of  Medicine. 

Section  8.  Whoever,  not  being  lawfully  authorized  to  practice  medicine  within  this 
Commonwealth  and  registered  as  aforesaid,  holds  himself  out  as  a  practicioner  of  medicine, 
or  practices  or  attempts  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  under  a  false  or  assumed  name,  or 
under  a  name  other  than  that  by  which  he  is  registered,  or  whoever  personates  another  prac- 
titioner of  a  Uke  or  different  name,  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $100  or  more  than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  for  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment.  In  a  case  in  which  a  provision  of  this  or  the  preceding  section  has  been  vio- 
lated, the  person  who  committed  the  violation  shall  not  recover  compensation  for  the  services 
rendered. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  the  eight  preceding  sections  shall  not  be  held  to  dis- 
criminate against  any  particular  school  or  system  of  medicine,  or  prohibit  the  domestic  ad- 
ministration of  family  remedies.  They  shall  not  apply  to  a  commissioned  medical  officer  of 
the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duty;  to  a  physician  or  surgeon  from  another  state  who  is  a, legal  practitioner  in  the  state  in 
•which  he  resides,  when  in  actual  consultation  with  a  legal  practitioner  of  this  Commonwealth; 
to  a  physician  or  surgeon  residing  in  another  state  and  legally  qualified  to  practice  therein, 
whose  general  practice  extends  into  the  border  towns  of  this  Commonwealth,  if  such  physician 
does  not  open  an  office  or  designate  a  place  in  such  towns  where  he  may  meet  patients  or 
receive  calls;  to  a  physician  authorized  to  practice  medicine  in  another  state,  when  he  is  called 
as  a  family  physician  to  attend  a  person  temporarily  abiding  in  this  Commonwealth;  nor  to 
registered  pharmacists  in  prescribing  gratuitously,  osteopathists,  pharmacists,  clairvoyants, 
or  persons  practicing  hypnotism,  magnetic  healing,  mind  cure,  massage.  Christian  Science 
or  cosmopathic  method  of  healing,  if  they  do  not  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  eight. 


Library  of  the  Boston  University  School  of  Medicine. 

Upon  the  first  floor  of  the  new  laboratory  building,  occupies  two  large  rooms,  the  reading 
and  book  room,  and  the  librarian's  office.  The  former  contains  over  four  thousand  valuable 
volumes,  including  many  important  works  of  reference,  all  recently  recatalogued  according 
to  the  Dewey  decimal  system. 

The  reading-room  is  supphed  with  the  current  numbers  of  from  thirty  to  forty  of  the  lead- 
ing homeopathic  and  regular  journals.  Students  have  the  use  of  the  reading-room  during 
term  time,  from  9  a.m.  until  5  p.m.,  daily.  The  librarian  is  in  attendance  every  day  from 
II  A.M.  until  4  P.M.  to  loan  books,  and  to  assist  the  students  in  their  work.  There  is  a  com- 
plete card  catalogue  of  the  books,  and  of  a  large  number  of  valuable  pamphlets  and  mono- 
graphs. 


Treadwell  Library. 

Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

The  late  Dr.  Treadwell  of  Salem  made  a  gift  to  the  hospital  to  establish  a  library.     The 
library  is  well  supplied  with  recent  literature,  and  there  are  about  6,000  volumes  in  the  library. 
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The  income  of  the  Treadwell  Library  Fund  of  $5,000  and  the  Warren  Library  Fund  of  $1,000 
is  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Hbrary. 

The  hbrary  is  particularly  for  the  use  of  the  house  ofi&cers,  but  may  be  consulted  by  others 
with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  Grace  W.  Myers. 


Boston  City  Hospital  Medical  Library. 

Harrison  Ave.,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  library  contains  about  3,600  volumes  and  is  particularly  complete  on  matters  per- 
taining to  hospital  management.  The  work  of  card-cataloguing  the  clinical  recoid-books 
and  autopsy  records  has  been  continued,  and  there  is  now  a  total  of  175  index  cards. 


Warren  Anatomical  Museum. 

Harvard   Medical   School,    Boylston   and   Exeter   Streets. 

The  Warren  Anatomical  Museum  was  founded  in  1847  by  John  Collins  Warren,  of  the 
College  Class  of  1797,  Adjunct  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  from  1809  to  1815,  Hersey 
Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  from  1815  to  1847,  Professor  Emeritus  from  1847  to  his 
death  in  1856,  son  to  John  Warren,  the  first  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery.  This 
important  Museum  is  open  to  students  in  the  School,  and  its  collections  are  used  in  demon- 
strations of  the  lectures.     Its  Curator  is  Dr.  William  Fiske  Whitney. 

The  collection  has  about  nine  thousand  specimens,  illustrating  both  normal  and  patho- 
logical anatomy  and  materia  medica.  These  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  student  at  any 
time  during  the  day,  upon  application  to  the  Curator. 

Besides  dissections  and  serial  sections  of  many  bones,  the  anatomical  collection  includes 
many  corrosion  preparations,  plaster  and  papier  mache  models  of  bones,  organs,  and  various 
parts  of  the  body,  and  frozen  sections. 

The  pathological  collection  is  being  constantly  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  numerous 
specimens,  preserved  in  their  natural  colors  by  Kaiserling's  method.

Medfield  Insane  Asylum;  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,  State  Farm;  Asylum  Wards,  State 
Hospital;  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epileptics;  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates;  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  (partly  private);  Hospital  Cot- 
tages for  Children  (partly  private) ;  McLean  Hospital  (private) ;  seventeen  other  private  insti- 
tutions; insane  boarded  in  families  by  the  Board;  insane  boarded  in  families  by  overseers  of 
the  poor;  insane  in  almshouses. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
and  in  addition  fifteen  special  meetings. 

Section  7,  Chapter  87  of  the  Revised  Laws:  "The  board  shall  inspect  and  approve  all 
plans  and  specifications  for  new  buildings  which  are  to  be  used  by  the  Commonwealth  as  in- 
stitutions coming  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  and  for  the  extension  or  alteration, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  of  existing  buildings  which . 
are  to  be  or  are  already  so  used,  before  such  new  building  is  erected  or  such  extension  or  al- 
teration is  made."

The  Boston  Dispensary. 

Bennett  Street,  Boston,  Mass. 

Founded  in  1796,  eight  years  prior  to  the  founding  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
and  68  years  before  that  of  the  City  Hospital.  It  is  the  third  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
country,  being  preceded  by  the  one  in  Philadelphia  in  1786  and  the  one  in  New  York  in  1790. 

On  March  10,  1797,  a  sign  was  painted  with  the  name  "Boston  Dispensary"  and  a  figure 
of  "the  Good  Samaritan"  upon  it  and  placed  at  the  door  of  the  dispensary  at  92  Washington 
Street. 

The  dispensary  had  many  hard  times  for  lack  of  funds.  Chief  among  the  benefactors 
was  Benjamin  Dearborn;  by  his  will,  probated  April  23,  1838,  various  bequests  were  made, 
which  ultimately  returned  about  $90,000  to  the  dispensary.  The  funds  of  the  institution 
have  always  been  from  private  sources  and  the  physicians,  except  the  district  physicians,  have 
always  given  their  services  gratuitously. 

In  1858  the  salaries  of  the  district  physicians  at  South  and  East  Boston  were  fixed  at  $100 
a  year,  and  later  fixed  at  $200.     This  barely  defrayed  the  expenses  of  travel. 

In  181 4  the  employment  of  district  nurses  was  considered  and  a  small  fund  provided  for 
that  purpose;  they  were  not  again  employed  until  1838,  possibly  from  lack  of  funds.  The 
district  physician  was  permitted  to  employ  a  nurse  in  any  case  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed 
$10.  This  was  the  commencement  of  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association,  which 
has  suppHed  nurses  to  the  district  physicians  since  1886. 

In  1856  two  buildings  were  refitted  for  the  use  of  the  dispensary  on  the  site  of  the  present 
one,  and  remained  in  active  use  until  the  erection  .of  the  present  building  in  1883.  At  this 
time,  the  work  of  the  indoor  department,  begun  in  a  small  way  in  the  old  building  and  earlier 
still  in  the  oflices  of  the  district  physicians,  assumed  its  present  more  perfect  shape. 

A  large  addition  was  built  to  the  original  building  in  the  winter  of  1899  and  provides  good 
accommodations  for  the  work  of  the  physicians.

New  and  com- 
modious buildings  were  erected  and  the  hospital  occupied  them  in  1895.  The  hospital  has 
a  capacity  of  170  beds.

The  Out-Patient  department  was  established  in  1847. 

During  the  first  year  of  its  existence  it  received  substantial  aid  from  the  state,  but  since 
that  time  it  has  been  supported  entirely  by  private  subscriptions  and  its  income  from  invested 
funds.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  beds  during  the  year  was  5,199;  daily  average 
254.  In  the  Out-Patient  department  there  were  27,662  new  cases  and  in  the  accident  room 
4,858. 

Since  1872,  five  new  paviUon  wards  have  been  constructed.  They  are  called  the  Jackson, 
Warren,  Bigelow,  and  Townsend  wards  in  memory  of  the  valuable  services  of  Drs.  James 
Jackson,  J.  C.  Warren,  Jacob  Bigelow,  and  S.  D.  Townsend,  and  the  Bradlee  ward  for  ab- 
dominal and  brain  surgery,  in  memory  of  J.  Putnam  Bradlee.  In  1894  an  isolating  ward 
was  built,  the  gift  of  George  A.  Gardner. 

The  Thayer  building  for  nurses  was  built  in  1882  and  the  Gay  ward  built  in  1883,  the 
former  a  memorial  to  Nathaniel  Thayer,  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  hospital  and  a  gen- 
erous contributor  to  its  support,  the  latter  in  memory  of  Dr.  George  H.  Gay,  for  many  years  a 
surgeon  of  the  hospital. 

During  the  past  year  the  Weld  ward  for  the  treatment  of  .skin  diseases  has  been  com- 
pleted. A  room  in  the  Bulfinch  building,  formerly  used  as  the  nurses'  dining-room,  has  been 
converted  into  a  children's  ward. 

A  new  Out-Patient  building  is  in  course  of  erection  and  w^ll  be  ready  for  occupancy 
about  July  i. 

A  pipe-well  has  been  driven  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  new  domestic  building,  and 
an  automatic  steam  pump  now  supplies  the  water  for  the  condensers  of  the  refrigerating 
plant.

This  institution  owes  its  origin  to  Drs.  Edward  Reynolds  and  John  Jeffries,  who,  in 
November,  1824,  opened  a  small  room  in  Scollay's  building  as  a  dispensary  for  eye  diseases- 
In  March,  1826,  the  dispensary  was  regularly  organized  as  the  Boston  Eye  Infirmary.  One 
month  later  it  was  incorporated  under  its  present  name.  Its  next  move  was  to  Court  Street; 
from  there  it  was  removed  after  6  years  to  the  Gore  Mansion  on  Green  Street.  It  then  moved, 
July  3,  1850,  to  176  Charles  Street,  where  it  remained  till  March,  1899,  when  it  was  removed 
to  the  newly  erected  Infirmary  at  233, Charles  Street. 

The  Infirmary  is  designed  wholly  for  the  poor  and  needy  having  disease  of  the  eye  or  ear, 
and  under  no  circumstances  for  those  who  are  not  proper  subjects  for  charitable  treatment. 
The  right  is  reserved  to  investigate  any  case. 

Patients  are  charged  $6  a  week,  3  weeks  payable  in  advance.  Persons  recommended 
for  admission  must  apply  to  the  Superintendent  between  10  and  11  A.M.  and  2  and  3  p.m.,  on 
week  days  only.     Accident  and  emergency  cases  admitted  at  any  time. 

Visitors  to  patients  are  admitted  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  from 
2  to  3  and  only  one  visitor  to  each  patient.     Children  can  be  visited  on  Sunday  only. 

The  Gardner  building  is  designed  for  the  treatment  of  contagious  eye  diseases.  During 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1902,  223  patients  were  admitted  to  the  wards.  Of  these  loi 
had  gonorrheal  ophthalmia,  57  were  newly  born  infants.  There  were  52  cases  of  purulent 
ophthalmia  not  gonorrheal,  9  of  which  were  infants.  Six  cases  of  supposed  diphtheritic  con- 
junctivitis were  admitted,  but  careful  bacteriological  examination  revealed  the  true  Klebs- 
Loeffler  bacillus  in  only  one. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Inj&rmary  was  1,572  in  the 
ophthalmic  and  766  in  the  aural.  Of  the  total  nvmiber  2,338  914  were  children  under  14 
years  of  age.  An  out-patient  department  is  conducted  by  the  hospital,  also  a  graduate  nurses' 
school.

The  original  buildings  comprised  departments  for  men  and  women  and  could  accommo- 
date 550  patients.

Commenced  by  Dr.  Hervey  B.  Milbur,  in  his  own  home  in  June,  1848.  Removed  to  its 
present  location  by  Dr.  Brown,  Sr.,  in  1853.  The  aim  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish  the  best 
means  of  educating  and  training  that  class  of  children  and  youth  who,  from  varied  mental 
infirmities,  are  not  amenable  to  ordinary  modes  of  school  life  and  are  generally  termed  feeble- 
minded. 

The  institution  is  a  purely  private  enterprise  having  no  endowment  or  permanent  funds. 
All  funds  received  are  used  in  maintenance  and  betterments.  Schools  are  in  session  the  year 
round,  where  pupils  are  taught  individually  by  a  modification  of  Kindergarten  methods,  and 
then  proceed  upward  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  the  public  school. 

The  Institution  is  on  the  cottage  plan  on  a  farm  of  250  acres,  and  has  as  its  nucleus  four 
living  buildings  —  the  central  division  for  boys,  the  east  division  for  young  children  and  cases 
requiring  special  care,  the  north  division  for  girls.  Der  Platz  is  for  larger  boys  and  a  few 
epileptics.  Other  bmldings,  as  gymnasium,  drill-hall,  pavilion,  etc.,  and  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  several  different  diseases  separately,  each  room  being  complete,  separate  and  dis- 
tinct frorn  the  other. 

Pupils  are  received  from  the  age  of  6  upward;  the  number  is  limited  to  90.  They  are 
received  at  any  time  there  is  a  vacancy.  The  terms  vary  according  to  the  requirements  of 
each  individual  subject.

The  Massachusetts  State  Sanatorium 

Is  located  in  Rutland,  Mass.,  on  the  Central  Massachusetts  Railroad,  eleven  miles  from 
Worcester,  about  twelve  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  built  on  the  paviUon  plan  and 
wiU  accommodate  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  patients.     Founded  in  1895. 

Inasmuch  as  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Institution  is  to  arrest  the  disease,  and  if  pos- 
sible to  extirpate  it,  only  such  patients  will  be  admitted  as  are  deemed  not  too  far  advanced 
to  admit  of  reasonable  hope  of  radical  improvement.  In  no  sense  is  the  Sanatorium  to  be 
considered  as  a  home  for  the  hopelessly  sick;  for,  great  as  is  the  recognized  need  for  homes  of 
refuge  for  advanced  consumptives,  such  service  is  manifestly  incompatible  with  the  even 
more  needed  service  of  rescuing  lives  that  can  be  saved  only  by  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Patients  who  do  not  improve  after  a  stay  in  the  Sanatorium  sufficiently  long  to  test  the 
■effects  of  treatment,  will  be  ad\'ised  not  to  remain,  and  their  friends  will  be  expected  to  arrange 
for  their  removal  to  surroundings  primarily  devoted  or  better  adapted  to  their  comfort. 

Drs.  Vincent  Y.  Bowditch  and  Herbert  C.  Clapp,  of  Boston,  have  supervising  charge 
of  the  medical  treatment  and  decide  the  duration  of  the  patient's  stay  in  the  institution. 

The  charges  for  patients  will  be  uniform,  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  per  week.  No 
private  patients  will  be  received,  and  private  rooms  will  be  allowed  only  for  physical  reasons. 
No  extra  charges  will  be  made,  and  no  fees  or  tips  will  be  allowed  to  be  accepted  under  any 
circumstances. 

Residents  of  Massachusetts  only  are  admitted.

The  present  hospital  building  was  erected  in  1872  and  opened  in  August  of  the  same 
year.     A  maternity  building  is  entirely  separate  and  is  well  appointed.

M.  Taylor,  M.D.  Personal  applications  and  professional  inquiries  will  be  attended  to  by  the 
house  physicians  between  the  hours  of  11  A.M.  and  i  p.m.,  Sundays  excepted,  and  from  2  to  3 
P.M.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday.  Patients  living  at  a  distance  may  apply 
by  letter,  but  a  certificate  from  the  physician  in  attendance  is  required. 

There  are  endowed  free  beds  for  indigent  patients.  Prices  in  the  medical  and  surgical 
departments  vary  from  $10  to  $40  a  week;  in  the  maternity  department  from  $25  for  a 
three  weeks'  stay  to  $35  a  week  in  private  room. 

Visiting  days,  Sunday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  from  to  2  to  4  p.m. 

A  training  school  for  nurses  is  maintained.

The  third  story  is  divided  into  three  different  suites  of  apartments.  Those  at  the  south- 
east end  of  the  building  contain  sitting-room  for  nurses  and  bedroom  accommodations  for 
nine  or  ten  nurses.  On  the  subway  side  are  the  rooms  for  domestics,  and  the  remainder  of 
he  space  is  used  as  the  dining-room  for  employees. 
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The  roof  of  the  building  has  been  floored  and  a  protective  railing  six  feet  high  erected. 
Patients  can  be  taken  to  the  roof  from  any  floor  by  means  of  the  elevator.

In  1897  the  boat  was  purchased  by  the  corporation  and 
baths  introduced,  also  the  hospital  divided  into  wards  and  a  system  of  home  visitation  was 
established.  Memorial  beds  were  established  and  the  patients  kept  over  night  when  too  sick 
to  be  removed  to  their  homes. 

In  1899  the  "atmospheric  plant"  was  installed,  by  which  different  air  conditions  may  be 
furnished  to  each  ward. 

In  1900  a  specialist  in  bacteriology  was  appointed,  who  has  charge  of  the  sterilization 
and  pasteurizing  of  the  milk  for  foods,  demonstrations  being  given  the  mothers  and  a  regular 
course  of  lectures  and  examinations  being  provided  for  the  nurses,  with  diplomas  for  the 
graduates. 

During  the  summer  of  1902,  8,727  persons  were  benefited  by  the  hospital,  and  for  a  great 
part  of  the  season  a  waiting  list  was  carried. 

Children  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  upon  application  to  any  physician  in  the  city,  who 
will  be  provided  with  cards  for  that  purpose.  The  boat  makes  daily  trips  from  the  City  wharf 
next  to  the  South  Ferr}',  leaving  at  9.30  in  the  morning  and  returning  to  discharge  the  day 
patients  at  4  o'clock  before  tying  up  at  the  East  Boston  anchor  for  the  night.

Founded  in  1833.  The  first  building  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  was  situated  on  Wash- 
ington Street  near  the  present  site  of  Waltham  Street.  In  1853  the  building  now  used  by  the 
Home  for  Aged  Men  was  erected  and  used  by  the  hospital. 

In  January,  1873,  the  hospital  was  opened  at  24  McLean  Street  and  accommodated  18 
patients.  The  hospital  was  next  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  the  two  adjoining  houses,  and  in 
1890  a  fund  of  $100,000  was  raised  and  the  present  building,  with  accommodations  for  60 
patients,  erected.     The  out-patient  department  was  opened  in  1881. 

AppHcations  for  admission  to  the  hospital  or  for  attendance  upon  out-patients  should 
be  made  to  the  visiting  physician  between  10  and  11  on  week  days  at  the  hospital,  and  one 
week  before  the  expected  confinement,  though  emergency  cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 

The  regular  charge  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  for  residents  of  Boston  is  $20;  for  those 
residing  elsewhere,  $30.

The  charges  for  private  rooms  shall  be  $3  to  $5  a  day,  but  where  there  are  two  beds  in 
the  room  the  charge  shall  be  $15  a  week.  Ward  beds  for  residents  of  old  West  Roxbury 
$10.50  a  week,  and  for  non-residents  $12.25  ^  week,  which  is  the  minimum  price.  A  patient 
paying  less  than  $10.50  a  week  is  considered  a  hospital  patient  and  is  cared  for  by  the  attend- 
ing physician  or  hospital  surgeon.  ^ 

Any  physician  who  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  and  a  resident  of 
the  old  town  of  West  Roxbury  may  bring  a  patient  to  the  hospital  for  operation  and  have  the- 
use  of  the  operating-room  and  all  necessary  assistants  and  appliances,  for  which  the  minimum 
charge  will  be  $5.  Such  patients  are  only  admitted  by  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent, 
and  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  hospital  after  recovering  from  the  anesthetic. 

Private  patients  who  are  permanent  residents  of  the  old  town  of  West  Roxbury  may 
employ  any  physician  or  surgeon  who  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society, 
without  regard  to  his  residence,  subject  to  the  approval  of  at  least  two  of  the  Trustees. 

The  surgical  service  is  under  the  charge  of  a  surgeon  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  and 
who  has  the  authority  to  appoint  a  substitute. 

The  medical  service  is  under  the  charge  of  four  residents  of  the  old  town  of  West  Rox- 
bury who  are  appointed  by  the  Trustees.  Their  respective  service  shall  be  for  three  con- 
secutive months,  as  arranged  by  the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  an  advisory 
physician.  >   ^ 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  on  any  day  between  3  and  4  o'clock.  No  more 
than  two  visitors  are  allowed  at  one  time.

Boston  North  End  Mission. 

The  constantly  changing  character  of  the  North  End  has  carried  much  of  the  work  of  the 
mission  to  another  part  of  the  city,  and  to  be  in  touch  with  the  work  a  change  has  been  neces- 
sary. The  property  on  North  Street  was  sold  and  a  house  at  31  Worcester  Square  purchased. 
The  house  is  smaller  and  the  maternity  and  chapel  work  have  been  given  up. 

The  Mission  will  now  take  young  women,  for  not  less  than  six  months,  who  come  to  us  by 
persuasion,  or  are  sent  to  us  by  the  court  on  probation  rather  than  to  be  sentenced  for  what 
may  have  been  an  inclination  towards  rather  than  an  actual  sin  committed. 

A  sewing-room  is  maintained  by  work  from  the  dry  goods  houses,  where  machine  work 
is  taught.  Each  girl  has  the  six  months  divided  in  work  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  house, 
and  is  generally  able  to  take  the  place  of  the  average  general  housework  girl  when  she  leaves 
the  home. 

A  place  is  secured  for  each  girl  before  she  leaves,  and  she  is  not  lost  sight  of;  so  she  has 
some  friends  she  can  come  to  for  advice  and  comfort.  There  are  discouraging  failures,  for 
many  of  these  young  women  have  to  first  unlearn  their  wrong  ideas  of  Hfe  before  any  interest 
in  the  right  direction  can  be  aroused.

Children's  Hospital. 

Huntington  Avenue,  near  Massachusetts  Avenue,  Boston,  Mass. 

Founded  in  1869  for  the  purpose  of  providing  medical  and  surgical  treatment  for  the 
diseases  of  children.     Incorporated  February  26,  1869. 

In  its  early  days  it  was  in  fact  merely  a  nursery  for  sick  children,  for  the  reason  that  most 
of  the  cases  brought  to  the  Hospital  were  incurable  at  that  time.  Children  suffering  with 
these  diseases  are  now  considered  curable,  and  the  Hospital  is  fulfilling  a  noble  purpose. 

The  Hospital  feels  the  need  of  a  more  suitable  location  for  the  buildings  of  the  hospital 
and  has  acquired  by  purchase  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  three  acres  of  land,  adjoining 
that  upon  which  the  new  buildings  will  be  erected  for  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 

The  Hospital  maintained  a  Convalescent  Home  in  Wellesley  Hills,  incorporated  in  1884, 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire  January  20,  1902.  There  were  48  children  in  the  building  at  the 
time,  from  14  months  to  14  years  of  age,  but  all  were  removed  safely  to  an  adjoining  house, 
and  later  to  the  Hospital  in  Boston.  The  managers  have  already  secured  a  house  in  Wellesley 
Hills,  to  be  used  as  a  temporary  home  until  a  new  one  can  be  built. 

Patients  between  the  ages  of  2  and  12  suffering  with  acute  disease,  medical  or  surgical, 
are  received  at  the  Hospital,  but  contagious  or  infectious  cases  are  not  received.  Application 
for  admission  may  be  made  at  the  hospital  week  days  at  9  a.m.,  but  accidents  and  other  cases 
are  received  at  all  hours.  The  beds  are  free  to  those  who  are  really  poor,  but  a  moderate 
charge  is  made  to  those  who  can  pay. 

Patients  from  outside  the  city  must  pay  at  least  $7  a  week.  There  are  at  present  accom- 
modations for  about  100  patients. 

.       The  out-patient  department  is  open  every  day  for  the  treatment  of  all  diseases  and  de- 
formities of  children.

The  Boston  Asylum  and  Farm  School  for  Indigent  Boys. 

Thompson's  Island,  Boston  Harbor. 

The  farm  school  is  a  private  school  for  boys  instituted  in  18 14,  supported  by  subscrip- 
tions, donations,  and  bequests.     Since  1832,  it  has  owned  and  occupied  Thompson's  Island. 

Its  purpose  is  to  help  needy,  worthy,  and  deserving  orphan  or  half -orphan  boys.  Agri- 
culture forms  the  basis  of  the  school  course ;  with  it  are  combined  the  regular  grammar  school 
studies. 

Instruction  is  given  in  manual  training  in  various  hnes,  mechanical  drawing,  woodwork, 
machine  work,  blacksmithing,  painting,  printing,  office  work,  handling  of  boats,  etc. 

In  order  to  be  admitted  to  the  Farm  School,  a  boy  must  be  over  ten  and  under  fourteen 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character  and  in  fair  physical  condition.  Bad  boys  are  not  re- 
ceived. A  paper  relinquishing  the  boy  to  the  school  until  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  is 
signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian ;  but  if  they  are  able  to  provide  a  decent  and  proper  home  for 
him  when  he  is  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age  he  may  be  returned  to  them.  Otherwise  the 
school  finds  a  good  place  for  him  and  exercises  a  watchful  care  over  him.  Admission  Com- 
mittee, Tucker  Daland,  Chairman,  considers  apphcations  on  Tuesdays  at  12  o'clock,  loi 
Milk  Street,  Room  309.

Training  Schools  for  Nurses. 

Boston  City  HospitaL 

The  nurses  in  the  training  school  reside  at  the  nurses'  home  connected  with  the  hospital. 
They  are  employed  as  assistant  nurses  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  operating-rooms,  out- 
patient department,  and  at  the  downtown  relief  station.  They  are  given  six  months  in  the 
medical  ward,  six  months  in  the  surgical  ward,  and  the  balance  of  their  time  as  the  manage- 
ment may  appoint. 

Probationers  are  not  paid  during  the  first  month,  but  for  the  next  five  months  they  receive 
$7  a  month,  and  for  the  remainder  of  their  term  $10  a  month.  A  diploma  is  given  upon  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  prescribed  course,  and  an  optional  third  year  is  provided  for 
those  graduates  especially  adapted  to  institutional  work;  at  the  completion  of  this  course  a 
special  diploma  cum  laude  is  conferred. 

The  school  year  has  no  fixed  date,  but  accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacancies 
occur.  The^  are  as  a  rule  received  in  the  order  of  their  acceptance,  though  one  can  generally 
anticipate  a  fixed  date  by  placing  themselves  on  the  emergency  Hst.

Boston  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Estabhshed  in  1888.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  training  school  to  give  to  women  who  de- 
sire to  become  maternity  nurses  a  thorough  training,  both  in  theory  and  practice.  A  systema- 
tic course  of  training  is  afforded,  and  the  entire  nursing  of  the  hospital  is  performed  by  the 
pupils  of  the  training  school.     The  course  covers  a  period  of  15  months. 

Nurses  who  have  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  training  school  are  received  for  special 
instruction  in  the  department  of  obstetrics;  the  term  for  these  pupils  is  six  months. 
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Pupils  reside  constantly  at  the  hospital,  and  besides  attending  the  patients  and  assisting 
the  physicians  are  required  to  keep  in  order  the  rooms  and  wards  occupied  by  the  patients. 

Graduates  from  other  schools  are  paid  $10  a  month  during  the  first  three  months,  and  $14 
a  month  during  the  remainder  of  the  time,  and  to  others  $10  a  month  during  the  first  eight 
months  and  $14  during  the  remainder  of  the  term,  which  sums  are  given  in  addition  to  their 
board  and  washing.

Associations   and   Societies. 

Massachusetts  Medical  Society. 

The  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  was  formed  in  1781,  -vnth.  power  to  elect  officers, 
examine  and  hcense  candidates  for  practice,  hold  real  estate,  and  "continue  as  a  body  politic 
and  corporate  by  the  same  name  forever." 

In  June,  1782,  the  Society  was  organized,  a  seal  adopted,  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Holyoke  of  Salem 
chosen  as  first  President. 

The  first  publication  of  the  Society  appeared  in  1790,  the  second  in  1804,  and  the  third 
in  1806. 

The  Society  is  intended  to  include  all  regular  physicians  practising  medcine  within  the 
commonwealth.  Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  found  to  possess  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Society  shall,  upon  examination  by  the  Cen- 
sors, and  not  otherw-ise,  be  admitted  a  Fellow,  and  the  Fellows  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend, 
expel,  or  disfranchise  any  Fellow  of  the  Society. 

Candidates  for  admission  may  be  either  male  or  female  and  must  possess  the  following 
qualifications : 

Be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age;  of  sound  mind  and  good  moral  character; 
possess  a  good  Enghsh  education;  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  experimental  philosophy; 
and  an  acquaintance  with  the  Latin  language  necessary  for  a  good  medical  education;  must 
possess  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  school  of  medicine  and  give  proof  that  he  does  not  profess 
to  cure  disease  by  nor  intend  to  practice  spirituahsm,  homeopathy,  allopathy,  Thomsonian- 
ism,  eclecticism,  or  any  other  irregular  or  exclusive  system,  generally  recognized  as  such  by 
the  profession;  and  by  examination  as  to  professional  qualifications. 

If  successful  in  such  an  examination  as  to  his  credentials,  character,  personal  and  pro- 
fessional qualifications,  to  the  satisfaction  of  at  least  three  of  the  Censors  present,  the  candi- 
date, after  paying  the  District  Treasurer  the  assessment  for  the  current  year  and  signing  the 
By-Laws,  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  membership.  A  candidate  may  be  examined  at  any 
stated  meeting  of  the  Censors,  but  if  examination  be  unsatisfactory,  he  shall  not  be  reexamined 
by  any  Board  of  Censors  in  less  than  six  months  afterwards.  Application  for  examination 
or  reexamination  must  be  made  to  the  Secrctar}^  in  the  district  in  which  the  candidate  resides. 

The  Censors  of  Suffolk  District  (who  are  empowered  to  act  for  the  Society,  and  to  ex- 
amine all  those  who  have  not  a  residence  in  some  other  district  of  the  State)  meet  in  Boston 
on  the  Thursday  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Societj^  and  on  the  third  Thursday 
of  September  and  of  December;  the  Censors  of  the  other  districts  meet  at  the  same  place  and 
on  the  same  day  as  the  stated  meetings  of  the  societies  to  which  they  belong. 
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Any  Fellow  who  arrives  at  the  age  of  65  years,  has  paid  all  his  assessments  or  been  excused 
from  them,  and  has  notified  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  thereof  in  writing,  may,  on  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee,  and  by  a  vote  of  the  Councilors,  become  a  retired  member.  He 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Fellow,  and  shall  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of 
the  Society,  and  subject  to  all  its  penalties,  except  that  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  assessments, 
nor  be  bound  to  accept  any  office  in  the  Society. 

Any  one  who  has  retired  or  resigned,  or  been  dropped  from  the  roll  of  Fellows  by  a  vote 
of  the  Councilors,  may,  on  application  in  writing,  be  restored  to  full  Fellowship  by  vote  of  the 
Councilors. 

Any  Fellow  whose  dues  have  been  paid  or  remitted  may,  on  written  application  and  for 
satisfactory  reasons,  iirst  examined  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee,  be  allowed  to  resign 
Fellowship  and  to  withdraw  from  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  the  Councilors. 

The  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  includes  18  district  societies,  all  of  which  are  under 
the  control  of  the  parent  society.  The  district  societies  appoint  their  own  officers,  and  estab- 
lish regulations  for  their  particular  government,  not  repugnant  to  the  by-laws  of  the  general 
society;  and  are  empowered  to  hold  and  dispose  of  books,  instruments,  and  other  personal 
property,  exclusive  of  any  authority  of  the  general  society. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  is  held  on  such  Wednesday  in  May  or  June,  and  at 
such  place,  as  the  Councilors  from  year  to  year  determine. 

The  district  societies  hold  their  annual  meetings  for  election  between  the  15th  day  of 
April  and  the  15th  of  May,  and  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.
